CARE AND TRAINING. However 
delightful the environment, and no 
matter how loving and devoted his 
owners, the transition from the ken- 
nel to a new home is a severe trial 
and often a terrifying experience for 
a puppy. Suddenly separated from 
his mother and his brothers and sis- 
ters he has been precipitated into an 
unknown world, where sights, sounds 
and smells are all utterly different 
from anything he has known in his 
very brief existence. The kennel 
puppy, from the hour of his birth. has 
lived the quietest and narrowest of 
lives. His days have been occupied 
solely with eating, dozing and romp- 
ing with other little fellows. His travels 
have been limited to the outdoor run 
and his acquaintances to kennelmen 
and very few visitors. Of the outdoors 
he has known nothing. Visualize then 
the confusion in the little brain, the 
excitement and the fears engendered 
by the sudden transition. It is to be 
hoped that he has come through these 
first few days with a minimum of up- 
sets, most of which are caused by over 
excitement and over feeding. The wise 
owner has provided him with a retreat 
all his own, to which he may retire 
when tired with romping. One of the 


most 


most serious mistakes in bringing w 
a puppy and one that is most con 
monly made, is allowing him the freé 
dom of the house or apartment. It 

an open road that leads only to fi 
ture troubles. Everything is new an 
strange and exciting, the more so 

there are children who must cuddl 
and pet the newcomer to the point « 
exhaustion. Every rug, curtain, tasse 
pillow, is an invitation to chew. An 
the little fellow cannot differentiat| 
between a kennel run and a_prize¢ 
Oriental when nature calls. Better bi 
far that the puppy be limited to hil 
own quarters. And it may be sai 
now that housebreaking should begin 
at once. Spread newspapers abou 
liberally at the very start of his train 
ing. In most kennels he has bee 
brought up to know their use in the 
indoor exercising pens. Their exten 
should be gradually reduced until 
he learns to go to one, spread in 4 
regular place. So much for his owm 
quarters indoors. His next lessons 
must be out of doors. It seems al 
unnecessary to state that thé 
puppy should go out as soon as possi: 
ble after he wakes up in the morn: 
ing and the last thing before he is 
put to bed for the night. Furthermore.

MORE NEW BREEDS. Only when a

bullterrier was evolved from these 
dogs about 1860. On this side of the 
water the breed has been known as 
the pit bullterrier and the Yankee 
terrier. The breed was admitted to 
registry in England in 1935 and the 
name Staffordshire has heen officially 
adopted here. Presumably the name 
came from the mining district where 
dog fighting was a popular sport. The 
Staffordshire, like other breeds, is out- 
living his original reputation of being 


a savage fighter. His friends in the 
United States say that he has out- 


grown all that and has become tract- 
able with other dogs. Certainly he is 
most intelligent, is easily trained, is 
loyal and affectionate. He is also most 
highly regarded as a guardian of prop- 
erty and a companion for children. 
The official standard adopted by the 
Staffordshire Terrier Club of America 
and approved by the A.K.C. calls for 
a dog averaging about 18 inches at the 
shoulder and giving the impression of 
great strength for his size. He has a 
short, stiff and glossy coat, which may 
be solid or parti-color. His ears are 
preferably pricked, his eyes are dark, 
round and set far apart. His low-set 
tail is short, tapering and uncropped. 


OTHER NEWCOMERS. The Affen- 
pinscher was admitted to American 
registry last Autumn. He is one of the 
old German toy breeds and is often 
called the monkey pinscher because 
of his facial expression. It is believed 
that the breed was one of the founda- 
stocks of the modern Brussels 
He is small, sturdy and quite 
His coat is hard and wiry, 
shaggy around the eyes, nose and 
chin, which gives him his monkey- 
like appearance. Black, matching his 
brilliant eyes, is the preferable color, 
although mixtures are permissible.

or you can acquire over a period of years a priceless col- 
lection. Perhaps it is their human quality that gives figurines 
such universal appeal, for—in their own accurate and 
subtle ways—they mirror the times in which they are made, 
as well as the tastes and interests of their owners. Per- 
haps it is because of their tug on our imaginations, and the 
desire they instantly rouse in us to experiment with them 
in our Own rooms. 

On mantels, for instance: a pair of Chelsea figures, lady 
and gentleman, on opposite ends, or a little line of modern 
animals marching from one end to the other. (But be care- 
ful that for decorative purposes you keep all the animals 
in the same feeling. If you want a formal, highly-glazed 
type, don’t let yourself include one’ of the rough pottery 
figures just because you love it. Put it somewhere else, per- 
haps in another room.) Mantels, of course, are the obvious 
places for figurines, but there are other places, too. A table 
in an otherwise uninteresting corner. Shelves in a secretary. 
The provocative spaces in a modern bookcase. End tables. 
The tops of low bookshelves. And, with greater and greater 
frequency, on dining tables. Figurines for table decoration 
are becoming increasingly important. There are little birds 
(from Pitt Petri), for instance, to arrange around a mirror 
plaque. There are white porcelain figures, intended to be 
used with low square flower containers. You may even 
lake the figurines from your mantel or your bookshelf 
and create a table arrangement that will not only be charm- 
ing but completely original. And sometimes a figurine itself 
will give you an idea of how it may be used. Waylande 
Gregory’s lady centaur (on the following page), for in- 
stance, should certainly be placed on a higher shelf than 
the gentleman. And Genevieve Thomas’ little boy and girl 
would make charming bookends for a child’s room. Every- 
body knows that uncontrollable urge to move all the furni- 
lure around, and the emotional release that this strenuous 
pastime always gives. Figurines are just as satisfactory. You 
need change—so add a silly little goat to your collection, 
rearrange it and you have a fine sensation of change. 

Figurines are and have always been reproductions of the 
life around them, or the attitude toward it. 

Prehistoric men modeled themselves and their animals in 
clay, and baked the crude results in the sun to brighten 


existence in a cave. Ancient Egyptians made tiny human

figures for decoration. Fourth century Greece used terra cotta 
and tempera paint to make the famous Tanagra figures. In 
the sixteenth century, Europe began to create figures that 
culminated in the finest porcelain that could be found— 
Dresden. In England in the seventeenth, eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries, the famous factories in Chelsea and Bristol 
were busy turning out what are now collector’s items, and 
Staffordshire is known now as it was then, for its exquisite 
porcelain. 

And now, our modern figurines are already so accurate an 
interpretation of twentieth century life that there is no 
question of their importance. The hippopotamus, on the 
following page, whose thickness and economy of design 
imply the very essence of stolidity; the spirited polo players. 
with their smart, smooth lines; the sturdy balloon woman, 
fresh and strong and original; these are the things that we 
choose to enliven our rooms today. They suit our houses 
as they suit our tastes, because they reflect our twentieth 
century temper. We like the truth and we like laughter. 
There is nothing precious about our taste, but there is ap- 
preciation of the subtle, the really fine. And for this reason 
our grandchildren and our great-erandchildren will scour 
the American countryside for figurines—perhaps the very 
ones we show on these pages—and they will cherish them as 
we cherish our Staffordshire and our Chelsea ware—because 
they are the vivid mementoes of an age that is past but that 
can still live in the work of its artists.

hese five experienced judges were invited to their task to 
ender their analytical judgment. The basis upon which the 
srizes were awarded had been announced to contestants at the 
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outset and was used as a measuring stick by the jury. The four 
points which were weighed by the jury in considering each 
house were these: 

1. Excellence of design 


2. Economy of space and convenience of plan 
3. Adaptation to lot, and orientation of house 
4. Skill in selection and handling of materials 


ITH this preamble over, come to the Judgment Day. The 

entries were already ranged in fifty foot rows, and first 
thing in the morning the judges converged upon them and 
began the work of eliminating the obviously weaker brethren 
from those which had been checked for eligibility under the 
conditions of the program. This necessitated a good deal of 
footwork on the judges’ part and rearrangement of entries for 
direct comparison. In the afternoon the intensive detailed 
analysis of the twenty-five or more best ones got under way. 
Conversation became sporadic, taking the form of sudden out- 
bursts of argument, exclamations of enthusiasm or the reverse. 
Groups of two or three judges formed, dissolved and reformed 
in another part of the room. Then paper and pencils appeared 
and the first ballots were taken. With surprising ease the top 
winners were agreed upon. Second prize winners came a little 
harder, and the honorable mentions all but started a well-bred 
riot in one or two cases. Good humor as well as good judgment 
prevailed, no matter what the issue, however. By nightfall the 
last decision was made, the awards reviewed and verified. 

What the jury had passed upon in the course of the day 
might be summed up thus: A thoroughly representative group 
of small houses which have actually been built in the last year 
or two according to the specific requirements of many owners 
the country over. A wide variety of architectural types and 
traditions from the old world and the new, ranging from pro- 
vincial styles to the ultra modern. A sure handling of design 
in most cases where the traditional forms were concerned, but 
a definite uncertainty about many aspects of contemporary 
style on the part of many designers. Plans generally sound. 
well thought-out and economical of space and materials. A 
laudable advance in simplification of both plan and design. 

The jury’s citations. which will accompany each house pub- 
lished, and the detailed discussion of the houses themselves 
will explain how this general summary was obtained. 

This last year the two main classes (I and II) separated 
Eastern houses from Western instead of larger houses from 
smaller, as was the case the year before. For a better presenta- 
tion of the whole competition to our readers, we shall publish 
the winners in these classes separately in this and the February 
issue, and Class II] awards in March. (Continued on page 63)

The plot, almost square, is not large and the 
construction chosen, brick veneer on frame, is inexpensive. 
Whatever the aspect of its neighbors, this house cannot but be 
harmonious with them. And again, the cube-like severity of the 
main mass of the house makes the special provisions for outdoor 
living more attractive and privacy easier and more inexpen- 
sively attained. The plans below and the photographs on the 
next page are proof. 

Here, too, is the simplest enclosure for a. good floor plan 
to accommodate a couple, one child and two servants. The rela 
tion of the living rooms to each other and to the out-of-doors, 
to the garage and to the service portions is ideal. And in gen- 
eral the same relationships are preserved on the second floor. 
There is of course, one fault which the jury was quick to note 
and quick to forgive. That is the completely enclosed second 
floor hall, which has no direct light but depends on borrowing 
its light from the surrounding bedrooms. Less important, but 
nonetheless a drawback, is the slightly awkward route which 
the guest must travel to reach the general bath. It would take a 
pretty earnest critic, however, to complain unduly about such 


things as these, particularly since the hall has been given espe- 


cially thoughtful eensideration-in.shape and proportion. 
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There is nothing remarkable in the choice of a bri 
exterior for the house, nor in the laying up of the wal 
These are straightaway bricklaying.

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OT only was 1936 a memorable year for the introduction of

Seed catalogues are beginning to arrive 
and they are more than ever both tempters and useful 
storehouses of information. It’s interesting to see dif- 
ferent members of the family pick up a seed cata- 
logue. Some turn to the back pages, for they are 
gadget-minded. They look for new pruning shears and 
spray guns, and then a faraway look comes into their 






eyes, for they are sorry they cannot use a walking 
tractor. Others study the colored pictures of floral wonders with 
an acquisitive and speculative gleam in their eyes. 

Surely the seed catalogue has more than you need, but it also 
has just what you need. The wise gardener keeps his seed cata- 
logue as a textbook, making notes in the same catalogues year 
after year, underlining colors and noting that such a flower was 
seen in Mrs. Florafan’s garden. Fortunate is the seedsman who 
sends customers their first catalogue, for after that they seem 
wedded to him for life. His word is gospel. His advice is sought 
before a spade is thrust in the soil or a bug is sprayed. 

He puts many things in the catalogue because he knows that 
our needs are different. From the bottom of my heart I should 
advise you to do the first things first. but I have even known 


women to buy trimmings before they bought the dress itself.

Satisfaction. Read the catalogues carefully. They are made 
as interesting and instructive as possible, but you must do some 
thinking, too. I know of a bride who bought a hedge, 100 feet 
for $1, to make a sequestered spot in her new garden. Imagine 
her surprise when it came in a package the size of a tube of 
toothpaste. But the catalogues frankly tell you that certain 
shrubs are mail-order size, or 18” to 24’, or 3’ to 4’. The wise 
planter who is anxious for an immediate effect is well repaid 
by buying the larger sizes, for then it is actually possible to 
compose a garden picture the year you conceive it rather than 
to wait anxiously for a period of years to 
realize your hopes. Many home garden- 
ers desire immediate shade from their 
trees and therefore prefer to order the 
10’ to 30’ sizes, which can be moved 
safely and continue normal growth. When 
you read a description in a catalogue use 
your head and your yardstick. Then if it 
tells you that an evergreen has a spread 
of 12” you will realize how small it is, 
and you will not be disappointed when 
the package is delivered. 

The careful commercial grower of evergreens prunes the roots 
frequently in the nursery and states this fact in his catalogue. 
Therefore, when they are sent to you the roots are confined to

As you go through your catalogue you will no doubt check ~ 
at least 100 items either because the pictures are so intriguing 
or because the descriptions lead you to feel they are absolutely 
indispensable for your garden. Of course it may not be possible 
to find room for all these things, so I hope that in the end you 
will have double checked the following: 


ANNUALS 

Among the tall annuals you will want the California Giant 
Zinnias and Early Double Cosmos. 

For edging plants you will need one of the numerous va- 
rieties of Ageratum for blue, and Sweet Alyssum for white. Also 
the Gleam Hybrid Nasturtiums—the rather new semi-double 
sorts. For that hot, dry spot where nothing else will grow try 
Portulacas. Order the doubles, for among them you will get a 
goodly percentage of singles anyway. 

For the main garden effect, usually medium tall, be sure you 
order a packet each of Guinea Gold and Dwarf French Mari- 
golds, tall Calliopsis, Rustproof Snapdragons, Drummond 
Phlox and Newport Pink Larkspur. 

Or would you prefer some newer annuals?’ For tall flowers 
there is Cosmos Sensation (unbelievably large—O_ inches 
across), or the Orange Flare Cosmos, an advancing orange of 
great beauty. Then there is Tithonia. 
No, the description is not exaggerated. 
It always grows as high as you can 
reach and is completely covered with 
large orange-scarlet, Dahlialike flowers. 
Then there is the tiny Zinnia mexicana 
Halo, like little hand-painted stars. And 
the new Harmony Marigold, deep 
orange surrounded by a collar of ma-

HE heart of the pioneer’s home was his fireplace. It was his source 

of heat and light, his cook stove, his one comfort in the midst of 
privation. Here he strung up his kettles and rigged up a crude spit on 
which to roast fowl. Here at night he piled his hearth with wood, confi- 
dent that he could sleep through the night in comparative comfort. 

From the very moment that the first hardy settlers set foot on this 
continent, the fireplace became the soul and salvation of American home 
life. In those first few agonizing winters the pioneers had to think of 
marauding Indians, of the necessity of food, but above all, of the cruel, 
relentless cold. Instinctively enough, the first monument they erected was 
a substantial stone chimney. Built around it might be a log cabin, or 
the crudest hut, framed with bent boughs and covered with bark. In more 
- moderate climes, a hut was just a hut, but along this chilly Atlantic sea- 
board, a hut was something you fastened onto a fireplace. 

Following close upon the heels of these trail blazers, who perforce 
contented themselves with crude shelter, came those first settlers whose 
avowed purpose was to make homes for themselves on these strange 
shores. With them, the Colonial house came into existence. Instead of 
being a development of the primitive shack of the pathfinders, it took 
what seems at first glance a surprising form, that of a bourgeois manor 
house in the late English Gothic tradition. But these early colonists were 
sturdy members of the yeomanry. In England they had lived in small 
manor houses and modest cottages. They had been accustomed to build 
simply and without frills, with utility as their main objective. Instinctively 
they built similar homes here. Thus the first Colonial houses had the 
steep English roof, which turned out to be handy in shedding the heavy 
snows. They had a picture-book overhang on the second story, which 
proved to be unnecessary. They had small leaded windows. planked floors 
and a huge central chimney stack which was the vital heart of the house. 

Here the picture of an early fireplace becomes more colorful. although 
the grim dependence upon its heat was as manifest as ever. Women and 
children were playing their parts, and the hearth became the natural 
center of domestic life. In keeping with their importance, fireplaces often 
assumed Gargantuan proportions. The fireplace actually became a room 
in itself, in whose warmth several people could sit. Their cavernous dimen- 
sions still cause amazement. Openings of eight and ten feet in width 
were not uncommon. This huge span was bridged by a massive hand-hewn 
lintel of oak, often sixteen inches deep. The baronial kitchens of England 
or France could hardly do better. A fine collection of copper pots and 
kettles hung inside, supported by pot chains and trammels. Hot water 
was always simmering in one of them. Another was used for making 
soap or cheese or preparing candles. There were spits for roasting, and 
grills that could be pushed over the hot coals for broiling. A battery of 
ladles and forks and long handied frying pans hung at one side of the 
fireplace. A small regiment of skewers was suspended from nails in 
the oak lintel, making sharp silhouettes against the sooty black. 

Built into the brick structure of the fireplace, but not entirely heated 


by it, was an oven. usually oval in shape and neatly vaulted with brick.

a lean-to was often built behind the two-story house, giving the 
“salt-box” effect so familiar in New England. In order to heat 
the lean-to, yet another fireplace was built against the hospitable 
center stack. Consequently it was not at all rare to find six or 
seven fireplaces sprouting from it. The winding stairway and 
the huge central beams also clung to it for support. Small 
wonder that the early Colonial chimney etched a massive sil- 
houette against the sky. 

A few houses of the period were built on an entirely dif- 
ferent principle, that of a frame house built between two massive 
ends of stone or brick. In these instances, of course, fireplaces 
were built into the gabled ends of the house. There were often 
two openings on each floor, making a warming total of eight 
fireplaces (see sketch plan below). 

In the course of time, a degree of prosperity began to reward 
the Colonists, and their early hardships gave way to a more 
comfortable mode of living. The houses of the early eighteenth 
century were more ambitious. Windows were larger. Beamed 
ceilings were plastered over. Fireplaces lost their primitive touch, 
and became less imposing in scale. Simple paneling covered 
the chimney side of rooms, and paneled cupboards often flanked 
the fireplace. Sometimes a severe little pilaster ran up to the 
ceiling on either side. A particularly fine example of this is 
in the old Short House, built about 1733 in Newbury, Mass., 
(illustration 6). A simple roll molding (bolection molding is 
technically the more correct term) framed the fireplace opening. 
Mantel shelves were rare. Someone discovered that the corner 
of a room could be handsomely utilized by putting a paneled 
mantelpiece there. An old farm house in Bound Brook, New Jer- 
sey, has an admirable example of this (illustration 5). No at- 
tempt at symmetry was made. Depending upon the dimensions 
and location of the fireplace, a different scheme of paneling was 
worked out for each room. The resultant variety is truly re- 
markable. The Williamsburg restorations interpret this period 
admirably (illustration 7). Beautiful (Continued on page 59)

XTREMES in temperature do not preclude indoor garden- 
ing. Indeed, the cold but sunny exposure where night 
temperatures drop to 35° and 40° offers more varied possi- 
bilities for growing house plants than many a living room 
heated for human comfort. It’s all a matter of recognizing the 
condition and selecting plants equipped by nature to thrive 
where it is not warm. Such a course is inevitably satisfactory, 
while discouragement is endless to the gardener who, selecting 
plants she admires, tries to fit them to her environment regard- 
less of their preferences concerning heat, humidity or light. 
The most flourishing indoor garden I have ever seen was in 
a slightly heated sunroom where electric radiation was turned 
on for only a few hours each day and the only other sources 
of warmth were the rays of the sun, the escape of heat from the 
sometimes open living room door or from the chimney bricks 
which grew warm when the fireplace was lighted in the other 
room. If temperatures outside threatened to drop below 15° or 
20", plants were covered with newspapers. Otherwise they 
were left unsheltered, though set well back from the glass. They 
went their hardy way, the Begonias blooming more profusely 
and the many Ferns, including the Maidenhair, growing faster 
than the same varieties kept in the adjoining warm living room. 
A cold house window where the average temperature is 
nearer 50° than 60° offers similar possibilities, particularly 
among the flowering subjects which are such a delight during 
winter days. First, the common Geranium may be counted on 
to outdo itself here (young or rested plants, of course, not 
tired subjects from the summer window boxes) and likewise 
the Ivyleaf Geranium (Pelargonium peltatum) will display a 
continuous grandeur of fluffy pompons for many weeks. . 
\nd that, of course, is the advantage of the cool window— 
flowers keep more than twice as long as they do in the heat. 


Most of the florist’s annuals are good for a month here instead 
of a week. The Persian Cyclamen will. under such conditions. 
flourish for three months, if a well-budded specimen is selected. 
A five-inch pot plant, ior example, displays three or four open 
blossoms and thirty or more large and small buds.

For best results water the Cyclamen from the saucer, reme 
any excess moisture which remains after an hour, but don’t 
tate to give a second application on the same day if the 
soil feels at all dry.

Aj 
tablespoonfuls of liquid plant food given every other 
stimulate flowering. If any blossoms develop imperfectly 
few leaves turn yellow, cut them sharply and promptly f 
the plant and sprinkle camphor flakes in the saucer under 
pot to destroy presumptuous mites which are doubtless 


Avoid the blossoms as far as possible and shower preé 
ably on sunny mornings when evaporation will be swift. 
spray, of course, must not be strong enough to wash down” 
the delicate crown of the plant, since water standing there 3 
cause decay. Two hours of direct sunlight suffice for the Cy 
men. It is therefore a good plant for the not-too-bright wing 
or for a sheltered position among other plants in a local 
where there is a long daily flood of sunshine. 

The light needs of the African Violet are usually simi 
though last winter I watched one plant practically bloom it 
to death in a hot room of full southern exposure. Genera) 
however, this plant flourishes in any light location where 
temperature is around 65°. Under such conditions it flow 
from October to May, provided it is kept somewhat potbow 
though well fed, and watered like the Cyclamen, from bel 
The African Violet blooms better when allowed to dry ou 
little between drinks, but humidity in the air is necessary 
it. Therefore the new fibre water mats are particularly sui 
to its needs, often inducing stubborn subjects to resume flow 
ing after a too-long respite. 

The various lovely Primroses, Chinese, Top or Fairy, 
require but a modicum of morning sun. Exposed to strong s 
light they go miserably crisp and yellow in a short time. 
their hardy spring-flowering relatives they can stand the co 
however, and won't be at all uncomfortable at 45° to 50°. 
Primroses are sprayed every other day or so to discouré 


watering, their display will continue for many weeks, ey 
months, provided they are procured from the florist in an eal 
state of development. Once their buds cease to appear it is ji 
as well to discard them, for there is little satisfaction in holdil 
them over. | 

The Flowering Maple (Abutilon), however, is a tender pt 
ennial worth considering as a permanent indoor garden featu 
if space permits. It grows high, wide and handsome, bloomi 
almost continuously where there is plenty of sunshine. For 
large bay window it is just the plant, with its two to three fo 
foliage all a-tinkle with a myriad of crépe paper bells, whi 
yellow, rose or crimson. Florists offer Abutilons in selec 
colorings, but when they are grown at home from seed it m 
usually be from a mixed packet. Seeds may be started at al 
time after the first of the year in pots of moist sand. So 
before April they will produce plants of blooming size f 
next autumn’s window garden. 

Constant pinching back induces the formation of new flowe 
ing wood as well as the development of shapely plants. Towal 
March or April, if flowering is heavy, a severe pruning is i 
order to the extent of removing a third of the growth. Th 
cuttings resulting may be used to start a crop of new plant 
Since a sandy soil is best, even for well-grown specimens, fri 
quent watering Is necessary to prevent too much drying out ( 
the light soil. This is accomplished and necessary humidity als

TERRARIUMS 


Plant a garden in an aquarium, put a piece of glass 
over the top and it becomes a terrarium! This principle of 
erowing plants was perfected by Dr. Nathaniel Ward, a 
London physician, who about a hundred years ago grew 
a fern in connection with hatching a cocoon in a glass 
bottle. This led to other experiments which developed what 
is known as the “Wardian Case.” These were used in the 
days of slow sailing vessels to bring specimens of rare 
plants from distant countries. In describing some plants 
which he kept alive for nine years, Dr. Ward says: “The 
soil was a mixture of peat mold, loam and sand, with as 
much moisture as it would retain when water was poured 
through it. The same water has served for the nourishment 
of the plants up to the present time, nor am I able to assign 
any limit to their existence in this state.”” The best substitute 
for the Wardian Case is found in the aquariums, either 
those shaped like a cake of ice with a glass placed flat on 
top, or the two-gallon clear glass ones, with two flat sides 
and a round hole at the top. The soil given by Dr. Ward 
has not been improved upon, and the materials most used 
include Partridge Berry, Wintergreen, Shortia, Hepatica, 
Rattlesnake Plantain, Adiantum pedatum, Iris cristata, 
Trillium. There are many sources of information to be 
obtained: a leaflet published by the Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden, “The Wardian Case”; Bulletin of the Missouri 
Botanical Garden, St. Louis, of October, 1930; “Terrarium 
Building,” by E. L. Marsh, published by the Garden Club 
of Madison, N. J., ($.10); “The Journal of Outdoor Life,” 
November, 1930. 


WINTER SPRAYING 


Scale insects, the elm bark 
louse, red mites and other 
hibernating pests may be 
more effectively destroyed in 
the winter than later, as the 
strength of spray possible for 
use when growth is dormant 
is far greater than nearer the 
time of awakening spring 
life. Take advantage of warm 
days so that the work may be 
done while the temperature is 
45° or above, and when a 
sharp drop is predicted let the spray gun alone. Miscible 
(capable of being mixed with water) oil is the material 
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used, and any brand so designated is suitable, usually in 
the proportion of one part of oil to fifteen of water. Lime 
sulphur was the former destructive agent, but this stains 
any structure it may reach, while the oils are easily washed 
off. If a sprayer has been known to contain lime sulphur 
give it a good cleaning, as the combination of materials is 
liable to be destructive. An informative bulletin on the sub- 
ject has been prepared by the New Jersey Federation of 
Shade Tree Commissions, Trenton, N. J. 
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For the sake of some definite record of what goes on in 
any particular garden the owner should start in with one 
New Year’s resolution: to buy a handy notebook and keep 
some kind of garden notes. At this time of year faith is 
pinned to the statements of catalogues, and unless it can 
be disproved their dictum is what must be accepted. But 
what a catalogue says of any plant is mainly true where 
those seedsmen raise their seeds for sale. Individual and 
accurate garden notes must be kept to learn wherein the 
behavior of seeds and blooms differs in sectional conditions 
from the general ones indicated as advertised. Otherwise 
money and energy may be thrown away, and the whole 
procedure will be a tentative groping instead of producing 
authoritative knowledge. It is difficult to remember from 
one year to another, and unless written down each transac- 
tion is guesswork. Can these questions be answered offhand 
from memory? What seeds were earliest started under 
glass? Which ones germinated easily outdoors in May? 
Were there any choice slow germinating seeds that needed 
special attention? When were the perennials and biennials 
planted? A plain loose-leaf notebook will suffice, but there 
are others to be had much better. Three are preéminent: 
“My Garden Note Book,” arranged by Eleanour S. Rohde, 
$1.50; “Inside My Garden Gate,” by Julia A. Latimer, 
$1.50; “The Practical Garden Notebook,” by Ellen Brow-

Male floweml 
have four petals, with a small tuft of golden stamens in the center, wherea 
female flowers have five petals, with a three-parted pistil which resemiin 
a ram’s horn. Look below these flowers and you will see the three-wingedl 
ovary, which eventually will produce the seeds. Every Begonia will ha 
these one-sex flowers but some have an abundance of one sex only.

CELLAR DAMPNESS. My cellar, which has a brown stone wall lined inside with 
wall boards applied with a two-inch air space, has been giving me 
trouble. There is water there after rain. At first it appeared only 
on one side: now with heavy rains it is on three sides. The lot is 
level so that the land doesn’t drain toward the house. Can you tell 
me the best and least expensive way to remedy this trouble? 


«cA. There may be several causes of the water in your basement, 
and it is difficult at a distance to say to which your trouble may be 
due. I judge from your letter that the condition is a fairly recent 
one. If this is so then I should conclude that the difficulty is probably 
with the foundation wall. Since this is stone it may well have de- 
veloped porous joints and need repointing. Unfortunately this is not 
easy to do. ‘To be effective it must be done on the outside of the 
wall as well as on the inside, and I assume that your foundation 
wall is below grade. In this case the only alternative would seem 
to be an application of a water-proof cement coating on the inside. 
It is also possible that water is seeping up through your basement 
floor. If this is true a thorough job of water-proofing would have 
to be done to the floor. 


MOVING A HOUSE. J am planning to remodel a stone house, one hundred years 
old, and to move it from its present foundation backwards about six 
feet. I know there are companies that do this but I know of none in 
this section of the country. Can you give me any information along 
this line and also the approximate cost of such an undertaking? 


cA. I am afraid that I cannot give you any very definite help. 
Moving your stone house will entail jacking it up, building a plat- 
form under the walls and then rolling it in place. It requires special 
apparatus and can be done satisfactorily only by a company making 
a specialty of this kind of work. Even if there is no such company 
in your immediate vicinity you will have to get in touch with the 
nearest one to have the work done. They could then give you an 
estimate on the cost of doing this, which I am not able to do. 


CLEANING STONE. In my very old house there is a huge stone fireplace in 


the kitchen that is covered by many coats of whitewash. We have 
spent arduous hours using various paint removers on it without 


perceptible results. Do you know of something that will restore the 
stones.to their natural color? 


eA. Lam inclined to think that part of your difficulty in removing 


the whitewash from your stone fireplace is due to the paint removers. 
The easiest way to eliminate whitewash is to brush it hard with a

Skilled woodworkers were plentiful 
in America at that time, many of them 
trained in England. They were flawless 
craftsmen, capable of executing the 
most delicate designs with scrupulous 
skill. Nothing was too subtle for them 
to catch, and the architects called 
upon them for carvings of ever-increas- 
ing refinement. They interpreted and 
modified the classical orders with vast 
skill and no little daring. The chastity 
and elegance of Greek motifs, the 
diminutive, feminine grace of Pom- 
peiian ornament was adapted by them 
with consummate sophistication. Their 
work reached its masterful peak when 
designed by such undisputed masters 
as Bulfinch and Samuel McIntyre, the 
carver-architect of Salem. Their re- 
sults were brilliant. The Harrison Gray 
Otis House in Boston has many good 
examples of Bulfinch mantels, and the 
Pingree House, among many others in 
Salem, gives a good idea of the suavity 
and skill of McIntyre at his peak 
(illustrations 15 and 16). 

But in its hour of triumph the 
Georgian mantel was shadowed by im- 
pending doom. Its decadence was pre- 
saged by the very perfection of Bul- 
finch and McIntyre. The fireplace Wad 


become a decorative feature, and not, 
the vital necessity of pioneer days: 
More and more it became a frivolous | 
plaything in the hands of the designer. ~ 


The introduction of various heating 
contraptions caused a cruel destruc- 
tion, and many a Georgian mantel was 
scrapped to make way for a patent 
base burner. Decade by decade the 
mantelpiece turned to a thing of hor- 
ror, an ungainly white spectre glitter- 
ing with mirrors, studded with spools 
and wooden gingerbread, and laden 
with World’s Fair bric-a-brac. Came 
the gas log and the glass coal with 
the electric blinker and the breakdown 
was complete. By the dawn of this 
century the mantel was pretty well 
discredited.

Naturally this 
range in material means a tremendous 
range in price, and a range in price 
means that you can get the best of 
modern design for very little. The 
American public can really know only 
those artists who have commercialized 
their work, so that some of the finest 
artists—and this is particularly true 
of ceramists—are not well-known to 
the American public simply because 
the cost of making and firing one 
beautiful piece may be far in excess 
of what the average person can pay. 
But this no longer means that the 
public is deprived of the best, for 
many of the best sculptors make fig- 
urines at a price that the public can 
pay. Today we can have the best in 
decoration for moderate prices. 

In modern American figurines, it is 
easy to detect the influence of French 
and Austrian artists. The gay exag- 
geration and strong decorative sense 
that is evident in the typically modern 
things started several years ago on the 
continent. But in the best of the 
Americans there is this European in- 
fluence and something else, too. There 
is a strength and freshness that is 
entirely individual. Look, for instance, 
at the satisfying figure of the balloon 
woman on page 16. The artist has

The Christmas Cherry, which 
too often in the living room gives 
every sign of sudden demise by De- 
cember 26, continues in colorful splen- 
dor until early February in the cool 
garden. Then it is whisked from view 
and kept cold and fairly dry until 
the outdoor garden can receive it. 
Meanwhile, a severe pruning will in- 
duce new growth to form. By Sep- 
tember this will bear abundant fruit 
for the autumn and winter indoor 
garden. 

The dwarf Pomegranate (Punica 
granatum nana) holds its large tufted 
fruit until spring and then adorns it- 
self with flowers if it is not neglected 
and left to dry out during the summer. 
It has been an unusual and charming 
addition to my own garden. 

The Coral Ardisia (Ardisia crenu- 
lata) is the handsomest fruiting plant 
of them all. It is like a miraculous 
small tree bearing fruit, flower and 
new wood all at the same time, as I 
have noticed various fruiting shrubs 
do in the open in Florida. The 60° 
to 65° temperature is ideal, though 
some variations either way are borne 
with equanimity. 

Ardisias are expensive but worth 
every cent they cost. Their only enemy, 
scale, is readily kept off by the daily 
spray. Through the summer, while the 
new fruit grows, it is important- not 
to let the soil dry out or the crop of 
berries will be much reduced. By 
September a healthy plant is full of 
yellow fruit which soon turns red in- 
doors at a sunny window. Repotting 
and severe pruning are rarely needed 
more than once in three years, a con- 
venient factor of culture not to be 
overlooked by busy gardeners. 

As for interesting bulbs, how many 
gardeners must forego the joys of 
Freesias or rare Babianas and Orni- 
thogalums because all the catalogues 
read “grow cool.” Indeed, when the 
range of interesting bulbous material

HOUSE BEAUTIFUL | 
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MAISON GLASS. If there is any way in which you can get 
to Maison Glass, put on your hat and coat and start—even 
if you have to go by plane. If, on the other hand, you are 
reading this in Marie Byrd Land, then settle down with a 
nice piece of sliced penguin and listen carefully, because 
Maison Glass is something to know about. It’s a little bit of 
a shop in East Forty-seventh Street—15, to be exact—that has 
been going for years, and every year it seems to get better.

Their turtle soup, for instance, which comes in a glass jar 
(or a tin, if you’re thinking about breakage) is ready to serve, 
with the sherry all in it. All you have to do is to heat it. Of 
course if you should want to add more sherry, there would be 
nothing to stop you; but for the average palate, it’s a perfect 
soup just as it comes. 

The Virginia hams at the Maison Glass sit on top of the 
delicatessen counter looking seductive (rather like Helen 
Morgan on top of a piano). They are studded with cloves, and 
since they are cooked right in the kitchen which lurks some- 
where in the rear of the shop, you know that the reason they 
look so good is because they are so good. There are, also on 
top of the delicatessen counter, four trays of nuts—almonds, 
pecans, peanuts and cashews. New batches of these are freshly 
roasted and salted three or four times a day, and shining 
heaps of them appear mysteriously at intervals. We sampled 
a salted almond while no one was looking, and promptly 
bought a pound. Never, since the days when the tray of salted 
almonds was taken out of our kitchen and we stood on tiptoe 
to smell that celestial odor, have we tasted anything so grand. 
The usual devitalized commercial salted almond makes you 
forget after a period of years what salted almonds are really 
like. These have that roasted, buttery, salty flavor that can’t 
be imitated—and that won’t last more than a few days. 
You’d better eat them while the eating is good. 

Another specialty of theirs is French caramels, which are 
also made fresh in the shop. (What a place that would be to 
live in!) They are made every morning, both chocolate and 
plain caramel in flavor, and we hasten to report of them that 
they do not remove your fillings. They are rich but not sticky, 


and smooth. 


MYSTERIOUS CANDY. There is a new candy at the 
Maison Glass, and it’s really a new candy, too. It’s called 
Barry Almonds, and it’s terribly mysterious. Even now we 
can’t guess how they do it—probably a seventh daughter of a 
seventh daughter makes it on a Witches’ Sabbath. Because 
the almonds are not really almonds at all—they just look like 
almonds with the skins still on.

and the potting shed ready, let’s take 
a look in the garden to see what can 
be salvaged. This must be done early 
in September to give the plants time 
to recover from transplanting before 
the cool weather comes. Lantana, Rose 
Geranium, Ageratum, Petunias and 
Nasturtiums are better if they have 
been cut back in August. Be careful 
to keep a ball of earth at the roots, 
use rather small pots and keep in a 
shaded position for several days. A 
generous feeding of liquid manure 
will be helpful to recover from this 
transition period. 

Many of the so-called hardy Chrys- 
anthemums disappoint us by blooming 
so late; they are caught by early 
frosts. By potting these we can have 
bloom into December. They like plenty 
of liquid manure before the buds show 
color. If size is important these should 
be disbudded during the summer. Ko- 
rean and Cascade Chrysanthemums 
are a delightful addition; the latter 
should be set on one of the high 
shelves and allowed to fall, as the 
name implies. These plants, possibly 
two dozen or more, will pretty well 
take up one bench in the greenhouse. 

Watch carefully for aphis; as soon 
as the heat is on start spraying once 
a week with Nicofume—a good gen- 
eral spray. Spraying is of vital im- 
portance and cannot be put off until 
you have a free afternoon. Plants are 
a lot like children—they thrive best 
when bathed, fed and put to bed care- 
fully, with plenty of air at all times. 
Too many of us amateurs work in the 
garden and greenhouse when it is 
convenient and not when an ounce of 
prevention will bring a pound of cure. 
These Chrysanthemums are all going 
into winter quarters before Christmas, 
under the benches, where they sleep 
until February, with very little water. 
Then comes time for rooted cuttings 
and dividing the roots for next year’s 
bloom. A greenhouse requires much 
planning. We can’t just live in the mo- 
ment. Perhaps that is why it holds 
such a fascination for us, for “the mo- 
ment” is apt to be unattractive 
weather, so we ignore it and live in a 
warm haze of anticipation. 

To go back to the garden, there are 
a few volunteer Calendulas and Nico- 
tiana seedlings, self-sown through the 
summer. These give good results late 
in February. The Nicotiana is very 
fragrant and makes an excellent pot 
plant; both these plants, also Ager- 
atum, attract mealy bug. Use Volk 
spray for this pest. Take plenty of 
Ivy cuttings; they are very easy to 
root. Cut just below a node, with a 
sharp knife, on the new growth. Re- 
move lower leaf and place in close 
rows in a flat. First line the flat with 
a thin layer of sphagnum moss. This 
must be placed in a pan of water so 
that it is moist all through. Press the 
firmly and make holes with a

We think it is well worth handling 
it in this fashion to obtain bloom, yet 
feel that north of Washington it 
should be loved but not depended 
upon, at least in the matter of earli- 
ness of the flower. 

Marigold Mexican Orange was im- 
pressive with us, but our seed had a 
tendency to throw quite a few off- 
type flowers, and if this is corrected, 
we would not be without it in the 
garden.

The new Forget-Me-Not Lavender 
Gem is a lovely acquisition and may 
be readily used for cutting or bunch- 
ing.

The house which won first prize in Class I, published last 
month, is an exception to the general rule, especially that of its 
own classic type. It shows that for half the year, at least, the 
inhabitant of the snow belt can look at, step into, relax in the 
outdoors with as much pleasure as the California rancher. It is 
not necessary to have a patio nor a U-shaped plan to make the 
outdoors either attractive or livable in season. There is nothing 
basic in the Colonial tradition to prevent it. The Colonial styles 
that have stood the test of centuries must be flexible enough— 
and sure enough of their essential character—to permit it. 

The conclusion may be that either easterners in general are 
slow to change or that their architects are—or both. Again, 
perhaps the traditions of the suburbs, fostered by the develop- 
ment of huge metropolitan centers, are partly responsible. 

That the change is well on the way is, happily, becoming 
apparent, slow though it may be. There are signs and portents. 
For one, the ever-present garage is now moving out of the back 
yard and nearer the street, where it belongs. Houses, of what- 
ever type, on small lots are coming forward, too, and the living 
rooms are turning away from the passerby and looking to the 
gardens at the rear. Windows are growing larger and more 
plentiful. Good plans allow two or more exposures for most of 
the principal rooms. And though the two story house still rules 
the favorite, for a number of pretty good reasons, sun decks are 
making their appearance where they will do the most good. Air- 
conditioning and insulation, by making indoor climate less 
quixotic, seem to be making outdoor climates more desirable. 
And lacking great distances and far horizons, the eastern com- 
muter is undoubtedly treating with great respect his trees and 
shrubs and flowers. 

These things are apparent if you look for them. The perspec- 
tive offered during recent years by our Small House Competi- 
tions proves it to us. Home-builders are thinking more and more 
of the open house and are borrowing adaptable ideas and in- 


spiration from the west.

ANY elements of contemporary design have been used to

Standards of social life and the common mental attitude of 
any period find their faithful reflection in the style of the furni- 
ture used, the clothing worn, the architecture and all the rest of 
the machinery of everyday existence. Louis Quinze furniture 
mirrored the polite frivolities of society under Louis the Well- 
3eloved; imperial fiat sponsored the design of Empire furni- 
ture, to humor and stimulate the illusions of a generation who 
fancied themselves the creators of a revived Roman Empire; 
muddled prettinesses and stolid pomposities of household gear 
characterized that strange hodge-podge of sentimentality and 
gross materialism known as the Victorian Era. 

In the same way, the furniture of the late eighteenth century 
in England and America reflected an intolerance of meaningless 
complexities, irrelevant or excessive ornament and heaviness of 
any sort. In accordance with the demands of this educated, ex- 
acting, clean-cut taste, the furniture of the period displayed 
elegance of proportions, grace and lightness of structure, purity 
of contour, rectilinear emphasis, attenuation of lines, restraint 
of embellishment with carefully studied placing of ornament.

HE talk of periods has drifted across the threshold of the 

house into the garden. While Colonial, Victorian and mod- 
ern engage the attention of the decorator, gardeners wonder 
whether these same moods may not be created out of doors. It 
would be a long process to master the details of the three styles. 
But the general principles can be laid down and without them 
no period garden could truly reflect its time. 

Start from the premise that manifestations of gardening are 
rarely induced by an arbitrary whim of the moment. Develop- 
ments are the result of definite conditions and needs. In all of 
these three periods, Colonial, Victorian and modern, the form, 
the disposition and types of planting are an outgrowth of either 
a way of living or the necessity of dealing with available 
materials. Beginning with the Colonial garden of the years 
before 1800, the entire story becomes apparent. 

First, in the gardens of the Colonies, whatever the locality 
or status of the owner, the design was the outcome of the daily 
habits of the family. The growing plant was looked upon in the 
light of a necessity. There was little time or energy to waste on 
cultivation for the satisfaction of beauty alone. In the humble 
gardens, bushes around the house owed their existence to the 
fact that the clothes and linens could be hung to 
dry and bleach upon their branches. Indispensable 





herbs went under and around fruit trees. Flowers

To 
China, Asia, South America went these explorers and a wealth 
of plants was discovered. Tropical Africa and South Africa 
contributed immense numbers, tender in English climates, which 
were housed behind walls.

THE IDEA. We've dedicated this article to those who like to plan houses on paper, both for 
the fun of it and because it clarifies their thinking. Start now to get your ideas worked out

on paper for the easiest way to do it is to do as your architect does. Gerald K. Geerlings, 
New York architect, reveals some of the tricks of the trade, and presents sound advice to 
the amateur planner. Of course it does not make you an architect, and you will need your 
architect’s help and advice early in the game. We can assure you that the architect will 


thank you for thus attacking your great adventure. 


DRAWING MATERIALS. There is no reason in the world why 
a masterful plan cannot be conceived on the back of an old 
envelope. But it is easier, and a lot more fun, to provide a few 
simple materials. Don’t worry because you know nothing about 
mechanical drawing. The important thing is to think, not to 
make a pretty drawing. Anyone can draw straight lines to scale. 
You should have a block of tracing paper and a block of squared 
paper, a pencil or two (not harder than an HB nor softer than 
a 2B), and a soft eraser. An architect’s scale (which looks like 
a ruler) will be of help, though at the left margin of this page 
is a printed scale which can be traced off. The one shown is a 
\ inch scale, which means that every division is 14 inch and 
will represent one foot on your plan. You can also get an 
Ve inch scale which architects frequently use for preliminary 
planning. If you have only one, the larger is the more useful. 
Get squared paper ruled to a 14 inch scale, too. Since there are 
different sizes, be sure to ask especially. The ruled squares will 
act as guides and keep your lines at right angles or parallel as 
desired. With these simple tools you are ready to start. 


HOW TO BEGIN. When you engage an architect one of his 
first demands is to see the lot on which your house is to be built. 
Its setting, its size, its terrain and other features are all-impor- 
tant limitations which he must bear in mind constantly when he 
draws your plans. And so before you begin on your house you 
must think of the lot. If you have already purchased property 
you will know exactly what to deal with. But if you are planning 
for some still unsettled future you must imagine the sort of lot 
you would like to have. Consider the location of the street. the 
orientation of the land itself (whether it runs north and south. 
east and west, or something in between). Decide whether it is 


in the country or in the city. Don’t forget that the neighbors’ 
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plots and the location of their houses will place certain 
tions on what you do yourself. 

With this actual or imagined data in mind, draw an outl 
your lot on tracing paper, like the one at the top of the opp 
page. It doesn’t have to be drawn exactly to scale since ya 
sketching locations rather than actual dimensions.

OME people like their houses forthright, sim- 

ple and unornamented in the strictest sense.

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HETHER it is for its delightful color, abundance of 

bloom, its place in the color succession of the garden, 
for use as accent, to achieve balance or contrasting foliage tex- 
ture, Iris should be carefully selected to fill a definite need in 
the garden. Undoubtedly, of course, the main factor in choice 
will always be color. 

Many named varieties differ but little and practically all Iris 
will compose well together with few clashes. It is best, however, 
to use together only the clear colors or closely related blends, 
leaving the strongest and the weakest colors for special uses. 
Choose also, for most purposes, from that large group of fa- 
vorites of proved hardiness and ease of culture rather than from 
among the lesser known and probably more expensive varieties. 

To help choose Iris on a basis of color have firmly in mind 
how you are going to use them. There are two important ways 
and several lesser ones. If you have a large garden or a long 
perennial border use Iris in fairly heavy, almost continuous 
masses stretching along the beds just back of the foreground 
material.

HYDRANGEAS 

The aristocrats of this family, the Horten- 
sis division, of Japanese origin, have always 
been considered forcing material of greater 
interest to florists than gardeners, as they 
are supposed to lack sufficient hardiness for 
northern gardens. Zone 4, says the “Garden 
Dictionary.” Recent notes prove that they 
will winter successfully in a climate as severe 
as central New York. In a garden of that 
location a forced plant was put into the 
ground in the spring, well puddled with 
water, and allowed to settle in for the season 
while it put out new leaves and shoots. The 
next season the upper parts of the twigs were 
cut back and a good dose of bone meal dug 
into the soil. There were four blooms that 
summer, two pink and two blue, and each 
year it has increased in size and number of 
flowers. During two winters protection was 
tried, once with burlap and once with leaves, 
but moisture split the woody stems. This type 
of plant can be increased by layering. Semi- 
shade is best for all Hydrangeas, and nature 
will take care of the colors. Named varieties 
are best, such as Souvenir de Mme. Chautard 
and La Marne. Salvage any forced specimens 
and experiment in the ¢

Asparagus with its waving plumes makes a 
graceful background for late-blooming Roses 
and Delphinium; Chives, with gray-green 
slender foliage and lavender flowers, blend 
well with purple Iris, pink Petunias, lagging 
yellow Tulips and the Columbines. In Eng- 
lish gardens Sea Kale is used where a foliage 
effect of a distinctly bluish tone is desired, 
and Rhubarb to fill in corners with bold 
leaves and spectacular flower stalks. One of 
the Sunflower tribe is the so-called Jerusalem 
Artichoke, Helianthus tuberosus, with bright 
yellow flowers and edible tubers, excellent to 
form a screen and as tasty in its root form as 
potatoes. It never saw Jerusalem, and is not 
an Artichoke, but a garden inmate of double 
use. The Globe Artichoke has a gray-green 
foliage so beautiful it can be grown for deco- 
rative reasons alone. The flower heads, show- 
ing their thistle relationship, large and of a 
deep blue in late summer, make a striking 
contrast in front of dark evergreens. Parsley 
will yield an abundant crop if the leaves are 
kept constantly cut and the crown of the plant 
undisturbed. Let it go to seed and it perpetu- 
ates itself. 





HEDGES 

In no form of planting is lack of imagina- 
tion more obvious than the accepted uses for 
this form of screen. After Privet, Barberry 
and certain needle evergreens. with a dash of 
Evonymus thrown in, there seems to be a 
general acceptance that the list of possibilities 
has been exhausted, instead of only begun. 
But even in the Barberry choice, the latest 
offering far surpasses the others. This is 
Berberis mentoriensis, which has proved its 
worth in the few years since introduction. It 
is practically evergreen; the foliage grows 
to the ground; it has a thorny, strong growth; 
needs no pruning: a perfect shrub for the 
purpose. The various Ninebarks, Physocarpus, 
are native shrubs of easy culture, growing 
from three to five feet high with broad 
rounded leaves, sturdy and strong by nature. 
P. intermedius parvifolius and P. monogynus 
are the most easily obtained and they are 
hardy anywhere short of the Arctic Circle. 
Forget the one cotoneaster usually seen, C. 
horizontalis, and hedge with other members 
of the tribe: C. simoni for the moderate Zone 
4, C. salicifolia for Zone 5, and C. lucida to 
withstand the winter blasts of Zone 3. The 
Saint John’s Wort family, Hypericum, has two 
possibilities, both with blue-green foliage and 
flat yellow flowers: H. kalmianum, native 
from Quebec to Illinois and therefore adapted 
to Zone 3, and H. densiflorum, more tender. 
The former grows to 3’, the latter to 6’.

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WHAT TO DO IN THE NORTH 


Spring—I15 miles a day. The old folks knew from the appear- 
ance of the things in Nature when they should start on their 
farming and garden operations. Local signs are best because a 
definite date can be correct for only one location. Our grand- 
fathers used to say that certain seeds should be sown when the 
leaves of the Oak are as big as a squirrel’s ear. The seasons 
follow the sun. Each day spring advances 15 miles farther north 
or 100 feet in altitude; that is, theoretically, spring in Washing- 
ton, D. C., is about a week ahead of New York and a week be- 
hind Norfolk, Virginia. So if we were to 
devise a calendar that would be absolutely 
adapted to your needs it would be too com- 
plicated for me to write, nor would you 
read it. 

Repotting. This is the turn of the year, 
when the days begin to lengthen, when the 
plants begin to grow anew. Therefore, such 
plants as Ferns, Begonias, Fuchsias and

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CAPE COD INTERIOR. J am building a, six-room Cape Cod house in Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia, and would like to have the interior true to type as well as the 
exterior. Will you be good enough to answer the following questions: 
what type of wall finish and floor coverings should be used in the 
various rooms; what type of lighting fixtures will look best; what tvpe 
of furniture is suitable; what are the best color schemes for the various 
rooms; what style of window draperies is the most appropriate? 


«A. The characteristic feature of the Cape Cod house is unpre- 
tentious simplicity. If you incorporate this quality in all its details 
your house will be true to type. For walls you may have simple 
feather-edge sheathing of pine or you may have plaster walls painted 
or papered. The sheathing in the old houses was often unfinished ; 
sometimes it was painted red. But in the matter of color I should let 
my taste dictate because after all the important thing is to obtain a 
house from which you will get the utmost enjoyment. For lighting 
fixtures tin sconces may be used and you may rely upon lamps for 
local lighting and reading. Windsor chairs, ladder-backs, Hitchcock 
chairs and settees were used in the Cape Cod house, but I should 
not hesitate to use simple upholstered furniture for the sake of com- 
fort 
in scale. Draperies, too, should be of the simplest kind. I should use 
no overdraperies and should have simple glass curtains or else chintz

How often should I wax 
them and what procedure should I follow? 


cA. The daily care of your floors need ordinarily be nothing more 
than mopping them with a dry mop. If they get very dirty, wipe them 
with a cloth wrung out in kerosene and water to cut the dirt; polish- 
ing will keep the wax hard. How often they need to be rewaxed 
depends upon their appearance. Ordinarily I should say that this 
need not be done oftener than once a year, although some spots may 
need rewaxing more often.

DRY-ROT. Nine years ago we built a 
brick and stucco Spanish type house. 
Unfortunately ventilation was cut off 
underneath the house. As a conse- 
quence a fungus growth, which has 
been diagnosed as dry-rot, developed. 
Four different times we have repaired 
the floor but the growth goes on. Now 
we must repair it again. We have lino- 
leum in the halls, dining room and 
breakfast room. This has been taken 
up so many times that it has cracked 
and we are not able now te maich it. 
Would you advise using something 
different from wood for the floors or 
is there a way of treating wood so this 
rotting will not go on? (We installed 
ventilators seven years ago so the cir- 
culation is all right now.) Would you 
again. put down linoleum, which was 
very effective and satisfactory in ap- 
pearance? Or is there some inexpen- 
sive composition tile you would sug- 
gest? 


A. The fungi which cause dry-rot can 
flourish only when there is a condition 
of dampness. Dry wood will not de- 
cay. Ventilation will often remedy a 
damp condition but not always, since 
in your case the dry-rot continued 
after ventilation was made _ possible. 
Evidently there is some condition 
which is keeping the wood of your 
floors wet. You do not tell me whether 
you have a full cellar or whether there 
is only a partially excavated area. If 
the latter, it may be more difficult to 
find the wet condition. A three foot 
minimum air space is advisable. Pos- 
sibly the sills carrying your floor 
joists are in contact with moist founda- 
tion walls or even with moist ground. 
Or there may be water accumulating 
from leaks somewhere. It is even said 
that oiling or painting floors before 
the wood is entirely dry or covering 
damp wood with linoleum may lead 
to dry-rot because in either case the 
moisture in the wood is retained. 
Some fungi which are responsible for 
dry-rot can conduct strands from the 
cround up to the wood, somewhat as 
termites build their tunnels. This con- 
dition should be watched for, too, as 
a factor in your problem. 

The first thing to do is to eliminate 
all conditions of dampness. The next 
is to cut out from the decaying tim- 
bers not only those parts which are 
rotted but wood at least a foot beyond, 
so that there will be no danger of con- 
tamination when the new 
added. After this is done, for further 
protection you might have the wood 
treated with a wood preservative such 
as creosote or a_ solution of zinc 
chloride. These preservatives, however, 
will not reach the inside of the wood, 
so that you must be sure that these 
parts are sound. When you are sure 
that the trouble has been overcome I 
see no reason why you should not 
again have a linoleum floor. Asphalt 
tiles will stand up on the basement 
floors where linoleum cannot be used, 
but these would be no better than 
linoleum when you are sure that the 
wood of your floors is entirely dry.

Then there are the 
early low-growing sorts of Iris that 
are not only suitable for rock gardens 
but make pleasing edgings and com- 
pose well with the early Tulips and 
Narcissus. Many of the bulbous types, 
the Dutch, Spanish and English Iris,

trees and flower beds, cutting off one 
part of the pl ice from the others with 
either no access or a very tortuous 
one—these destroy the dignity and 
restfulness given by broad expanses 











of green. They also make it difficult 
to do continuous mowing without 
weaving in and out like a snake ‘dance, 
and then spending more time hand 
clipping than it should take to do all 
the lawn work. Furthermore, the de- 
sirability of planning the place so that 
it has pleasant and easy circulation 
without retracing one’s steps in walk- 
ing around with family or friends 
also ensures the lawn mower’s being 
able to get from one piece of lawn to 
another without having to be dragged 
through shrubbery, around tight cor- 
ners, or all the way around the house 
to get from one side of a hedge to 
the other. 

Shrubs in or adjoining grass areas 
should be kept in planting masses 
with a well-defined and easy curve 
on the front of the entire mass, such 
as is indicated on the plans of the 
two places shown. The ground under 
the shrubs can then be left with either 
a mulch or ground cover to keep down 
weeds, instead of having a circle of 
dirt around each shrub, with bits of 
hand-clipped grass between. Where 
there are single shrubs as in the 
foundation planting, the ground may 
be left cultivated or mulched from the 
house to the edge of the branches, so 
the lawn mower can trim the edge 
without either clipping the branches 
or bruising the trunk. 

Where flower beds adjoin turf, a 
row of common bricks laid flatwise 
at the edge of the bed, flush with the 
turf, will permit the mower’s being 
run directly on the bricks, thereby 
saving hand trimming, and will also 
help prevent the beds getting away 
from their original shape and requir- 
ing annual measuring, reshaping and 
reseeding at the edge. Likewise, the 
edges of all walks, paving, curbs 
should be flush with the grass. rather 
than projecting above it, and wide 
enough to allow the mower wheel to 
run along the edge. 

With all these provisions made for 
labor saving, the upkeep of the lawn 
can be cut to half the usual time. 
One hour’s work should take care of 
a lawn area from 2,500 to 3,000 square 
feet, including both mowing and hand 
clipping. 

Next in importance in design as well 
as in time-consumption of upkeep are 
the shrub and tree plantings. Aside 
from the desirability of keeping them 
in masses rather than isolated spec- 
imens both for the sense of spacious- 
ness on the grounds and to cut down 
on lawn work, the selection of the 
material for these masses and the 
arrangement in the Masses means a 
ereat deal. Choose material suited to 
its location in size, rate of growth. 
and conditions of sun, soil, and cli- 
mate, so that the

Maples, and plant a Hemlock on a 
windy sunny spot, you can look for- 
ward to seeing both of them get 
thinner and thinner in spite of fer- 
tilizers for the Pine and windbreaks 
for the Hemlock. All of which could 
have been avoided by exchanging their 
positions in the first planting. Simi- 
larly, in acid soil Rhododendrons, Aza- 
leas and Laurel will thrive, while in 
the limestone regions, or in soil heavily 
alkaline from fertilizers, the  acid- 
loving plants will only sicken and die 
unless the soil conditions are counter- 
acted by expensive and constant work 
with acid builders. Planting half-hardy 
material in cold climates is also a 
source of later grief, as they have to 
be specially protected each fall with 
mulches and wind breaks, which cer- 
tainly add nothing to the looks of the 
place during the winter, and run into 
real expense in the course of a few 
years, with uncertain results. If, 
therefore, you live in a climate where 
it gets much below zero even in un- 
usual winters you had better resist the 
temptation of the Box, the tea Roses 
and Jasmine of our Southern neigh- 
bors and be content with hardy and 
thriving Yews, hybrid Teas and Cle- 
matis. 

Besides selecting plants for their 
adaptability to growing conditions, 
you should also restrict yourself to 
those with as great freedom from 
serious disease or pests as possible. 
This is getting to be more and more of 
a problem, since certain insects and 
diseases are becoming constantly more 
widespread and damaging, and_ it 
varies from one section of the country 
to another so that no list of disease- 
resistant plants is more than local. In 
general native plants are freer from 
disease and less seriously hurt by the 
insect pests than their imported or 
hybridized associates. Witchhazels, na- 
tive Viburnums and Cornuses, na. 
tive Holly, both evergreen and de- 
ciduous, Hemlocks, Pines 
where blister is common), red and 
white Cedars will prove fairly tough 
and disease-resistant. There are ex- 
ceptions, as shown by the destruc- 
tion of Elms by Dutch Elm disease, 
Hawthorns and Cedars by Cedar Ap- 
ple rust, Sycamores by anthracnose. A 
study of existing plantings in our 
locality and of plants in the local 
nurseries will eliminate many other- 
wise desirable plants, either because 
you see the effects (as of leaf curl 
on the beautiful European Cranberry) 
or watch the spraying and dusting pro-

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To reduce further the pruning time 
on the small place, clipped hedges 
or formal topiary shapes should be 
ruled out. A trimmed hedge around 
the property may take more time 
to keep in proper condition than all 
the rest of the place. Even with years 
of experience and the finest hedge 
shears, the hours spent on shaping 
and maintaining the outline of hedges, 
pyramids, spheres can be put to bet- 
ter use. It is wiser to use untrimmed 
hedges of Roses, Lilacs, Honeysuckle, 
Arborvitae, Cedars, or fences and 
walls on property lines where space 
is limited. 

With properly chosen shrubs and 
trees widely spaced and left to as- 
sume their own desirable character, 
the shrub borders can be cut to a very 
minor item in upkeep instead of the 
second most expensive ones in the 
budget, as is usual. 

The amount of space and varieties 
of flowers on the home grounds are 
problems depending so greatly on 
individual family tastes that they are 
difficult to estimate for upkeep. It 
is all too easy, however, to let seed 
and nursery catalogues or donations 
from friends inundate you. Nothing 
is more disastrous to real enjoyment 
of leisure than a glimpse of an un- 
tended flower group. In general, flow- 
ers concentrated in one bed or com- 
pact garden take half to two-thirds 
as much time as the same number of 
square feet in isolated beds or groups 
here and there over the place. As in 
the lawn good design and good easy 
maintenance work toward the same 
end, so spots of color scattered about 
give a place a feeling of clutter and 
restlessness, while the same _ flowers 
properly placed serve as accent and 
relief from the solid green of shrubs 
and lawn. 

In choosing the flowers for the 
flower border, the primary use of 
them (that is, whether to look at 
outdoors or to cut for the house, or 
both) the skillfulness of the gardener, 
and the amount of time are the de- 
termining factors. In general, per- 
ennials take a great deal less time 
to care for than annuals, but do not 
have the wealth of bloom for cutting. 
In both annuals and perennials, how- 
ever, there are those that need pam- 
pering and hours of time, and others 
that are almost self-sustaining. The 
old-fashioned standbys, the things you 
see in country gardens or along road- 
sides as garden escapes, are, of course, 
the tough, easy perennials, whose only 
drawback may be too much _ vigor, 
therefore needing drastic thinning. 
The perennials which give good bloom 
for a long season, have little disease 
to require dusting or spraying, and 
grow thickly enough to crowd out 
most weeds are the ones for the place 
where little time is available for 
flower-growing. Among them are the 
Irises (German, Siberian, and Jap- 
enese), Peonies, Daylilies (Hemero- 
callis), Oriental and Iceland Poppies, 
Plantain Lilies (Funkia), Eupatorium, 
Gaillardia, and our native or escaped 
Lilies, like superbum, philadelphum 
and tigrinum. Other desirable per- 
ennials which have not been included 
because of disease prevalent in many 
parts of the country, or because of 
doubtful hardiness, are Phlox, Del- 
phinium, Aconite, Chrysanthemum and 
Japanese Anemone. If you are for- 
tunate enough to live in a_ section 
where they are both hardy and healthy 
they should be used.

A 
well-prepared and properly planted 
perennial bed of 150 square feet can 
be easily cared for in half to three- 
quarters of an hour a week, and an 
annual bed the same size will probably 
take fifteen minutes longer weekly be- 
cause of the greater number of flower 
heads be kept picked off. The an- 
nual bed will also take at least an 
extra half day to prepare and seed 
in the spring. 

The horticultural or purely  gar- 
dening activities kept to a planned 
minimum, the construction of the 
drives, walks and terraces and similar 
areas determines the amount of work 
needed to keep them in proper con- 
dition. Here is important to make 
the initial investment the final one, 
and choose materials and construction 
methods that require no repairs and 
little maintenance. A well-built tar 
macadam drive with the surface of 
screenings bound into the drive, or a 
paving of heavy flag or granite blocks 
will cost more in the first place than 
a gravel surface. In a few years, how- 
ever, it pays for itself in freedom from 
weekly brushing of the gravel surface, 
and yearly replacement of gravel and 
repair of ruts. It also eliminates dirt 
and gravel being carried into the 
house. A curb of steel, brick, or stone 
along the drive keeps the line of the 
drive permanent, and permits mowing

Constant edging of an 
unmarked driveway may cause as

relining, and reseeding or sodding 
along the sides. 

Walks and terraces should be of 
material that requires little or no 
renewing.

For appearance 
they are best laid without cemented 
joints, and if given a cinder-bed and 
laid carefully will heave very little 
during the winter.

Walls, fences, and steps should be 
designed to take care of themselves if 
possible. Steps of brick or stone with 
a flagstone tread and with 
foundations below frost stay in place

and clean easily. Stone steps laid in 
the earth are interesting, but hard 


to keep neat. Grass steps are a hand- 
clipping undertaking and_ therefore 
impractical. 

Walls of brick or stone unpainted 
are the easiest to keep. If the archi- 
tecture of the house demands painting 
them it should be carefully done in 
the first place with a paint specially 
made for the purpose. The paint may 
be renewed at the end of 
several years’ weathering, but can be 
kept looking fresh with the hose for 
a long time, and only gains in interest 
from occasional chipping off to show 
the stone or brick. Retaining walls 
should always be used where there 
is a sharp drop in grade, as a grass 
slope takes a disproportionate amount 
of time to mow, and a slope planted 
with vines looks untidy in spite of 
hours of weeding. Stone or brick un- 
painted are the only materials re- 
quiring no upkeep for such a loca- 
tion. All walls, whether free standing 
or retaining, are better with a tight 
coping the full width of the wall, 
prevent water seeping in with re- 
sultant frost cracking in the wall. 
Concrete walls painted or stuccoed 
are likely to show hair cracks, 
rough spots, requiring repair or re- 
painting, and should be used with 
reluctance. 

Fences may be iron, wire, wood 
combination. The iron fence requires 
painting, but is of course permanent. 
It is appropriate to few small homes, 
however. The wire fence with iron 
posts cost less, and lasts for years if 
made of galvanized wire, not requir- 
ing painting. The diamond-mesh 
hand-woven wire fences can be very 
beautiful and very little trouble.

perative to have at least one hose 
cock on each side of the house, and 
better two on the long sides, and 
flush hose boxes in the lawn at fre- 
quent intervals so that not more 
than fifty feet of hose has to be 
dragged around. For terraces, it is a 
great help to have a hose cock on 
the terrace and a very short piece of 
hose eight or ten feet long nearby. 

For hand watering in addition to 
having proper equipment quickly 
available it is important to work out 
a regular schedule, so that one part 
of the place has the water on it for 
three or four hours on Monday night, 
a separate part on Tuesday and so on 
‘hrough the week with no variation 
unless at least half a day’s steady rain 
replaces it. An hour or two’s shower 
after a week of dry hot weather should 
have no effect on the schedule. 

For the rest of the work on the 
place an immense amount of time 
and effort will be saved by selecting 
the very best and most scientific tools, 
taking care of them as carefully as 
a motor car or a refrigerator, and 
having a specially built place in 
which to keep them. This place may 
be a part of the garage or a room in 
the house, but it should be planned 
so that it is easily accessible from 
the outside, without steps up which 
to lift the lawn mower and wheel- 
barrow, and fitted with racks, hooks 
and shelves to keep equipment up out 
of the way and in compact arrange- 
ment. Dumping the garden equipment 
in one end of the garage always 
means time wasted and_ tempers 
shortened, because the lawnmower is 
invariably behind the hose when we 
are ready to mow and the cultivator 
is on the floor under the fertilizer 
bags. I have also found it a great 
help to paint a red or orange band 
on the handles of all equipment, part- 
ly to help me find the trowel or culti- 
vator in the grass or flower bed, and 
partly to identify my tools from those 
of the gardener by the day. 

Probably, after careful considera- 
tion of all the ways to make your 
grounds as nearly careproof as good 
design, good materials and good tools 
can make them, you will find that 
your friends’ enthusiasms, your own 
discoveries and your family’s addi- 
tions will turn you much more garden- 
minded than you had any intention of 
being. But unless you are really one 
of the people to whom a house is only 
an immovable object in the garden, 
and leisure only time in which to 
weed, plant or cultivate, you at least 
need foreknowledge of the things that 
cause work and the things which save 
it, so that you can design and plant 
and build within reasonable limits of 
the time and money available for out- 
door housekeeping.

BATHROOMS. Although there is no 
limit to how large you make a bath- 
room, at least one of its dimensions 
can be no shorter than the tub. If you 
are satisfied with a tub 5 feet long, it 
is possible to get a full-fledged, com- 
pact bathroom in an area 5 by 7 feet. 
A tub 5% feet long is definitely better, 
particularly if you are to install a 
shower in the wall at one end. In that 
event allow an area 5% feet by 7 and 
you can arrange the fixtures two ways. 
as shown by the two plans on this 
page. The lower has the advantage of 
a window easily accessible without 
bending over the tub, while the upper 
is slightly less expensive to install 
because all the fixtures are on the 
same wall. Shower stalls can be a 
variety of sizes but a good dimension 
is 3 feet square. 

Avoid, if you can, locating a bath- 
room between two bedrooms with an 
access door from each. This results 
in vast annoyance when one person 
leaves the bathroom forgetting to un- 
lock the door to the other bedroom. A 
foolproof plan is to connect the two 
bedrooms by a little hall, with the 
sole door to the bathroom leading 
from it. Where a second floor has two 
or more bathrooms at least one of 
them should open directly off the hall 
so that guests may use it without go- 
ing through bedrooms in which there 
may be children sleeping. 


COSTS. There is no very satisfactory 
means for you to determine from your 
sketch plans how much the house will 
cost. A common professional method 
of computing probable costs is to cal- 
culate the number of cubic feet in a 
house and to multiply this by a figure 
which may vary from 30 to 60 cents 
as the cost per cubic foot. Yet it is 
readily demonstrable that a house 
with lesser cubage may cost more than 
a larger house because of cut-up roofs, 
costlier equipment and materials, and 
special features. 

The best scheme I know of as a 
substitute approximation is to put 
a price on several types of rooms 
and simply total these. The result will 
not be accurate, of course, but it 
will at least restrain you from build- 
ing a house far more expensive than

Holoku is the Hawaiian name for 
the Mother Hubbard dresses that the 
missionaries introduced to supplant 
the earlier Island vogue for the grass 
skirt and the sweet smile.

Strong straight spikes with 16 
to 18 buds. 


Recapo (Champlain View Gar- 
dens): Color, rosy ash flecked and 


splashed toward the edge with orange 
scarlet. Has a diffused darker blotch. 
Opens ten large well placed blooms 
on a tall spike of 18 to 20 buds. Very 
strong vigorous plant and fine propa- 
gator. 

Pink Monarcu (A. E. Kunderd) : 


Pink shade, blending to deep rose in 


the throat with maroon red median 
lines on lower petals. Extending out- 


ward from the throat on upper cen- 
tral petal, the color is silvery white, 
blending into rose pink. There is a 
narrow border of white surrounding 
the entire floret. Slightly ruffled. Four 
to six good sized florets open. 

Beau Ipeat (A. E. Kunderd): Six 
to eight large, wide open florets grace 
the spike.

ity. It is a bright fall color, and a 
good type for the after-vacation garden. 

Barnes Brothers Nursery are of- 
fering eight new varieties of hybrid 
Heucheras, all of which were im- 
ported from England. They are crosses 
of Heuchera sanguinea and Heuchera 
brizoides, bringing in the long stems 
and large flowers of the sanguinea 
and the free-flowering qualities of the 
brizoides.

Well adapted for 
evergreen edgings on small beds, 
pools, fountains or for planting along 
a shady walk. Of slow upright growth, 
and can be kept in perfect form with 
little effort. Also good for indoor use. 

Of particular note seems to be 
LarKspuR GIANT IMPERIAL WHITE 
Kinc (Several Seedsmen). Flowers 
are pure glistening white with rounded 
broad petals. Florets are very large 
and fully double, measuring two 
inches across, and are evenly and 
closely spaced on the stem. Plants are 
tall, being well over five feet. An 
award of merit for 1937 at the All 
American Seed Trials. 

LeptosyNE Goupen Rosette, Still- 
manni (Peter Henderson), eighteen 
inches in height. May be raised as a 
half-hardy annual and sown in boxes 
indoors or as a hardy annual and sown 
in the open ground. Will bloom in 
about ten weeks from the time of 
sowing seed. The flowers are a per- 
fect rosette form and a bright butter 
yellow. The blooms are produced in 
great profusion and it will rank high 
as a yellow annual both for garden 
and cutting.

we get a new lily. This is a cross of 
Lilium sulphureum and Lilium ti- 
grinum. A strong and vigorous grower 
having the growing habit of Henryi 
with Henryit stem and foliage. The 
flower is very large, well expanded 
and of a deep apricot buff color. 

The once lowly Marigold is going 
to greater heights. Last year, within 
the family, Martcotp HARMONY was 
without a doubt the outstanding noy- 
elty of the year. This year several 
more new ones come to the front, 
any or all of which may stand at the 
top when another year of growing 
Is past. 

MaricoLp Crown oF Gotp (W. 
Atlee Burpee): A new kind of Mari- 
gold with a Chrysanthemum-like top 
or crown surrounded by a collar of 
big, broad petals of the same color, 
bright golden orange. The only Mari- 
gold to date with entirely odorless 
foliage. The flowers have a delicate 
fragrance. Plants grow about two feet 
tall, bloom early, profusely until frost. 
This was the All-American winner at 
the seed trials for 1937 being awarded 
the gold medal. It is the most pub- 
licized flower of the year and from 
present indications will fully live up 
to its promise. 

Maricotp Dwarr FreNcH ALL 
Douste Royat Scor (Most Seeds- 
men): This won a special mention in 
the same trials. Growth is dwarf, 10 
to 12 inches, with bushy and_free- 
blooming habit. The plants are very 
uniform and the color, rich mahogany 
and gold in uniform stripes. 

Maricotp Tom THUMB GOLDEN 
Crown (Many Seedsmen): Imagine 
Guinea Gold, a bit larger aud per- 
haps more growing, about 
ten inches high, and you have a fairly 
clear picture of this one. Twenty-five 
to thirty flowers are produced on a 
plant. Its value for the foreground of 
a border or even solid bed planting 
should not be hard to visualize. 

Maricotp GIGANTEA SUNSET GIANTS 
(Many Seedsmen): Here are the 
giants of the Marigold family, even 
though I feel they should have been 
held for another year. Their only fault 
is that the percentage of giant flowers 
coming true to type is not yet past 
sixty percent, at least in the trials 
we saw. They are free flowering and 
to a great degree lack the usual Mari- 
gold odor. Flowers are loosely formed, 
very full centered with broad heavy 
petals overlapping to make a flower 
of great depth. The color range is 
from deep orange, through golden 
orange, deep golden yellow, light and 
lemon yellow, and a nice new shade of

primrose. Their keeping qualities as 
a cut flower are unbelievable. 

MaricoLp CARNATION FLOWERED 
GoLpEN EaAcLe (Several Seedsmen) : 
Closely related to the popular Guinea 
Gold. Color is a delightful shade of 
luminous gold. Plants come 100 per- 
for 
cutting, being great producers of uni- 
form flowers. 

Nasturtiums continue the pace 
started by Golden Gleam a few years 
ago, with new colors and slight varia- 
tions of growth, all of which combine 
to make this an increasingly desir- 
able plant in its double forms. New 
ones worth watching this year and 
trying in your garden include Scar- 
LET Emperor, HARMONY, MAHOGANY 
Gem, Apricot and Primrose Gem. 

Nepeta Six Hitts Grant (Bob- 
bink & Atkins-Wayside Gardens) : 
A new perennial of neat habit of 
growth, with larger and finer flower 
than is produced by the mussini type. 
Flowers are a very deep mauve, are 
excellent for picking and make a fine 
show in the border. 

PeruntA Dwarr Rose BeEpDER 
(Ferry-Morse Seeds): Color, deep 
pink. When in full bloom, it has a 
spread of eleven inches and averages 
nine inches in height. The 
shaped plants are covered with large 
single flowers with a golden throat. 

Perunta Rapture (W. Atlee Bur- 
pee): Very large fringed and ruffled 
blooms of remarkable coloring—bril- 
jiant rose pink deepening in the 
center to bright carmine-rose. A heavy 
veining of deeper carmine-rose lends 
charm and richness to the flower, the 
beauty of which is further enhanced 
by the golden yellow veined amber 
throat. 

PETUNIA QUAKER GIANTS (Henry F. 
Michell): The huge deep-throated 
single flowers are well ruffled, and 
come in a range of splendid dark 
colors. Plants are of dwarf habit and 
excellent for bedding. 

Petunta Burcunpy (W. Atlee Bur- 
pee): Petunia hybrida grandiflora. 
With the introduction of this new 
variety the large single flowered Pe- 
tunias have been enriched by a most 
unusual and valuable color—deep 
Burgundy-red enhanced by a rich vel- 
vety sheen.

In the latter 
class each plant has a name of its own, while in the former the | \ phen: 
hybridized species are so variable in manifestation that few ~ 
specimens occur with sufficient durability to acquire an indi- 
vidual name. There are some exceptions. Belladonna is the well- 
known light blue; Fancy Stornmouth, Cliveden Beauty, La 
Martine are other azures, but the far greater number are known 
by “strains.” These are designated by the name of the originator: 
the Wrexham or Hollyhock Delphinium from Watkin Samuels 
seedlings; Blackmore and Langdon hybrids; Gold Medal hy- 
brids; Hoodacre and Lyondel products; the Duckham strain of 
Majestic Delphinium; Wayside Garden hybrids. Such designa- 
tions are familiar. Under these names, what is to be looked for 
in choosing the garden’s best? Strong stems of good constitu- 
tion, clear colors both light and dark, shape and size of the 
individual floret which determines the type of the spike, a full 
flowered stalk without overcrowding, moderate height, grace in- 
stead of mere size—such are the assets hoped for. The surest 
way to attain these is to buy of well-known specialists. Visit 
their display gardens at the time of bloom whenever possible 
and be willing to pay a price commensurate with the attested 
quality of the article. For immediate effect, secure large clumps 
of plants. If the pleasure of growing is desired, plant seed either 
in March or midsummer. Being a gardener wearied of hack- 
neyed combinations, however good-looking, I put as companions 
for the Delphinium either Lilium testaceum, the apricot Nan- 
keen Lily, or the Lupinelike Thermopsis caroliniana, yellow, 
with good foliage, growing about two feet tall and needing no 
staking. 


IRIS. In no group of garden indispensables are there more con- 
tinuous changes due to repeated hybridizations and tremendous 
enthusiasm over the slightest nuances of varying shades and 
combinations. Of permanency there is little, for the hope of 
today rapidly becomes the discard of tomorrow. One collector 
states that out of 600 kinds which were in his garden twenty 
years ago, only thirty-four remain, the others being replaced 
by supposedly better types.

PRIZE WINNING 
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Transportation and ways of living have changed, and ways 
and places to enjoy holidays are no longer what they were. 
To be sure, there is still a definite seasonal trek from city to 
country, ocean, or mountains when summer comes, but the trek 
no longer involves the tearing up of family roots. A couple of 
suitcases in the back of the car and the change is as good as 
made. A week-end will suffice to bring a complete change of 
scene and the old-fashioned summer cottage has become a 
special purpose house, virtually self-opening and self-closing. 
It will expand and contract, turn itself inside out, reflect the 
personality, the disposition and the inclination of its owner. 
It is now designed to be flexible, convenient, care-free. 

Realizing that a new kind of house had gradually evolved 
from a new way of living, House BEAUTIFUL included in its 
ninth annual Small House Competition a special prize class for 
week-end houses of five rooms or less. Holiday houses would 
have sounded gayer and “houses for relaxation” is a more 
descriptive phrase. But call them what you will, they are essen- 
tially a new kind of house on the American scene, and they 
make possible a quick and painless transition from the worka- 
day life to the lazy one. The Special Prize Winner and four 
winners of honorable mentions in this class are shown on the 
following pages. But before turning to them, just what makes 
them such new and exciting phenomena among houses? 





First of all, they are designed for specific people, in a specific 
location, for a specific purpose. Second, they are planned to 
make living as effortless as possible according to their owners’ 
tastes. They draw upon the simplicity of other civilizations or 
upon the complicated inventiveness of this industrial and scien- 
tific age for every possible aid to making leisure unharried. 
Third, they are designed to take advantage of every attraction 
of their location. Windows are turned toward the view. Ter- 
races give on tennis courts, pools, or oceans. Sundecks open to 
the sky. Bedrooms are sleeping rooms and living rooms are 
playrooms. Kitchens flourish three times a day and then vanish 
into the walls; and dining rooms, like as not, don’t appear 
at all, though there is always plenty of room to eat. Exteriors 
fit interiors like a glove and harmonize with their backgrounds 
like chameleons. There is always plenty of space, even on rainy 
days. Yet every inch of space is often made to work a twenty- 
four-hour shift. There is a place for everything, and if it isn’t 
in its place, then it is doing something more important. 

Not the least interesting aspect of these new leisure houses 
is the way they are built. Old materials are being used in new 
ways and new ones in old ways. Product often contributes to as 
well as conforms to the design. Fresh surfaces, novel forms,

used simply but in a very refreshing manner. 


T WOULD be hard to find a better example of the new idea 
in holiday houses than this. It depends not so much on, its lo- 
cation to dictate its design and equipment as upon the owner’s 
desire for a week-end and guest house to serve as a sort of 
recreational G. H. Q. The nautical aspect of the place has noth- 
ing to do with the ocean, though the flying bridge at the prow 
overlooks the yet unbuilt swimming pool. The starboard side 
(to preserve the salt flavor for another minute) overlooks the 
tennis court, both from the wide promenade and the sun deck 
above it. In particular, the place suggests the utmost in 
comfort and pleasant ease, with a smartness characteristic of 
this alert age. 

The construction is interesting, in many ways novel, and 
will be taken up in due course. It is the plan which stands out 
as particularly notable. The living room, for so compact a 
house, is huge, with an added feeling of size gained by the semi- 
circular bay across its end.

ITH magnificent views toward the hills southward and 

the bay to the northeast, this house near Los Altos, Cali- 
fornia, would have been a challenge to any architect.

THE WOOD. If you doubt that, you have only to spend a 


factory. You'll start, properly enough, out 


day in a furniture 


‘1 the lumber yard where the great planks are piled in “buriks 


until they are wanted. The yard is roofed over, but open on all 


sides. When the lumber is delivered by train from the mill it 
is unloaded upon small trucks which also run on tracks. A 
layer of lumber is given free air circulation all around by 
sticks placed above and below. It is then run off on one of the 
numerous little sidings until needed. 

The moisture content of lumber is highly important. If you 
were to make a table, let us say, of green wood it would warp 
out of shape in no time. So the first care of the manufacturer 
‘s that his lumber shall be thoroughly dried out. This is done 
by running the bunk into a kiln where it is dried down to 3 
or 4 percent of moisture. After it comes out it will then re- 


absorb to about 7 percent. 


FIRST WORK. Follow it now into the “cutting room” which 
is your first glimpse of the factory proper. Here it is all 
machinery, for these are the drudgery jobs which would re- 
quire hours if they were done by hand and seconds when the 
machine cut-off 
lumber into desired lengths. It is carried then to a ripper which 


takes over. You see a saw which cuts the 
takes off rough edges and saws it into proper widths. Next 
the pieces which are to be fitted together for broad surfaces go 
to a jointer which trims their edges and leaves either a smooth 
or a tongue and groove joint. A revolving clamp carrier gets 
them next. Their edges are first heated, then run over a roller 
of glue and clamped firmly together on a broad open leaf. The 
machine lifts them up in a wide circle while the operator 
repeats the process on the next leaf. When a leaf has made one 
complete revolution the joints are completely dried and the 
glued-up panel is taken off. 

Now the lumber is carried to a machine which planes the 
surface absolutely smooth, taking out any slight warp which 
may remain. The final operation is at the finishing planer, 
which leaves the boards or glued-up panels smooth and at 
the desired thickness. The rough work is done now and this 
lumber is ready to start on its way to the final machining room 
or to the veneer department. Let’s look into the veneering de- 
partment first.

The people of old Williamsburg bought 
some of their household furniture from 
England, and some from their own cab- 
inet-makers. The ships which took tobacco 
to England brought back all sorts of mer- 
chandise from coaches to thimbles. The 
shipping rates from England were so 
favorable that this was a sensible and often 
a necessary way to purchase. On, the other 
hand, there were fine cabinet-makers in 
the colonies who could turn out a beau- 
tifully designed chest or table made of 
one of the southern woods. In the build- 
ings of restored Williamsburg today, 
antique English and Colonial furniture 
stand side-by-side just as they did when 
the Governor lived in the Palace; and 
these antiques were chosen not just be- 
cause they were the best or the rarest or 
the most elaborate of their kind, but be- 
cause they are, for their place and period, 
the most authentic. And so, in these re- 
productions, the authenticity of the designs 
is unquestioned. The Williamsburg Crafts- 
men, Inc., have arranged for the repro- 
duction of the furniture and fabrics, the 


plates and spoons that our ancestors lived 


with, down to the final, smallest detail.

SOUPE DES PAYS-BAS 

I once had, all too briefly, a Belgian couple who made, be- 
tween them, an extraordinary potato soup. First there was a 
great deal of chopping—three or four onions, celery, a couple 
of tablespoons of ham, parsley, and six good-sized potatoes. 
All these went into the frying pan in perhaps eight tablespoons 
of olive oil, and slowly browned. Then they went into a soup 
pot where Jean had been boiling a bouquet garni. He must 
have brought it with him, for it was none of mine, and though 
he would never tell all, I suspect it contained summer savory 
and tarragon, as well as the usual bay leaf, thyme and parsley. 
Salt, pepper and then the whole brew simmered quietly for an 
hour, getting thicker and thicker. Once done, it was strained, 
beaten and reheated with a tablespoon of lemon juice, while 
Marie fried in butter a handful of blanched almonds, till they 
were very brown. Then Jean, beat the yolks of two eggs in the 
bottom of the tureen “pour lier la soupe,” stirred the soup 
into them, a little at first, Marie threw the almonds on top 
and there you were. I have since made it with a quart and a 
half of ham stock instead of water, and if possible it is even 
better with the additional flavor the meat stock gives. 

For that moment when all you need is “another way to cook 
the potatoes,” here it is: 


POMMES PARMESAN 

Make a flock of little potato balls with one of those round 
scoops and boil them in salted water until they are almost 
tender enough to eat. Be sure to stop before they start breaking 
up. In the meantime, get together four tablespoons of very 
fine dry bread crumbs, two of fresh grated Parmesan cheese, 
one of chopped parsley, lots of salt and pepper. Dip your 
potato balls in an egg beaten up with a tablespoon of water, 
roll them in the crumb business and fry them in deep hot 
fat. Then drain them well on a paper towel and serve the de- 


lectable concoction in a folded napkin. 


CURLS 

While you're frying in deep fat, you might like to try curls. 
Peel your largest potatoes smoothly, soak half an hour in ice 
water, dry carefully, then cut round and round just as though 
you were peeling an apple. Dunk the resulting whorls in hot 
fat till they are deep gold, and don’t do too many at once or 
a horrible tangle results. Drain, salt copiously, and get ready 
to make more. These cause considerable excitement served with

DONT HEAT ALL OUTDOORS! 


OR this admonition there are two good reasons and one 

explanation!’ The reasons: it would be a silly extravagance 
to do so—and it is unnecessary. The explanation: insulation. 
The present business at hand is to explain insulation. This has 
been done before, both by House BEauTIFUL and by the manu- 
facturers of insulating materials themselves. But the whole 
subject is becoming every day more important to home build- 
ers, if for no other reason than that the development of new 
heating and air conditioning equipment has advanced by leaps 
and bounds during the last few years. And insulation is vital 
to the efficiency of modern home heating and conditioning 
systems. 

Insulation also has a vital influence on the builder’s pocket- 
book. To architects this has been known for years. To the lay- 
man it is only now becoming a widely appreciated fact. And 
even today, when each building dollar is being watched with 
hawk’s eyes, the relation of insulation in its various forms to 
heating, air conditioning, types of house construction and the

plied to studding and furring, outside or inside, 
as a finished interior wall or as a plaster base. 
These varieties are usually made of fibrous ma- 
terial, of either mineral or vegetable origin, in- 
cluding cane, asbestos and wood, compressed with 
or without artificial binders into tough sheets. Sizes 
and finishes are available to meet all structural 
needs where the product itself is practicable. 

2. Flexible types may be composed of materials 
similar to the rigid varieties, but instead of being 
compressed into sheets they are formed into rolls, 
usually sandwiched between layers of asphalt paper 
or other protective fabric which hold the insulat- 
ing agent in place and help to seal out draughts 
and moisture. Such types are. provided in, wide 
rolls for application directly to framing or sheath- 
ing or in 17-inch rolls which may be placed be- 
tween studding, allowing for a 1l-inch flange at 
each side which is battened or nailed to the studs 
between inner and outer walls. This type, unlike the 
first group, has no structural value but on the other 
hand does have greater insulating value, since in- 
sulation is its sole function. 

3. Loose or fill types include not only the loose 
fibre and mineral wool types, which are packed or 
blown into air spaces in, walls and floors, but the 
products similarly constituted which are supplied 
in thick slabs or bats of a size to fit between fram- 
ing members. Here again no structural value is 
involved. Insulation against transmission of heat 
and cold and, to a lesser degree, sound is their 
function. These, like the two types already men- 
tioned, are today almost universally made vermin- 
proof and slow-burning even if not actually fire- 
resistant or fireproof. In many cases, where the 
material itself may not be essentially noninflam- 
mable, in its processed form and in actual use it 
may minimize or obviate the danger of fire. 

4. Reflective types are of metal, with or without 
paper backing, and insulate by reflecting radiant 
heat. Necessarily they must be thin (metal is a 
good conductor of heat) and not readily tarnish- 
able. And the metal surface must face whatever heat 
is to be repelled. For this reason the rolls (the 
most common form) either have two metallic faces 
or else must be applied in duplicate, so to speak, 
with one surface facing in and one out. Thus they 
will retard heat from either direction, according 
to season. Again, reflective insulation must face an 
air space to operate properly. There is plenty of 
room in a four-inch wall space for two strips to 
work well between the studs. In this case again no

HORTICULTURAL TERMS 

Pip: a solitary root stalk like the Lily-of-the 
Valley; several pips form a clump. Sets: usually 
single divisions of a clump, little pieces of root 
each capable of developing into an independent 
plant. The former, pip, is used more for flower- 
ing types, the latter for vegetables. 

Cane: a single stem with roots, like Rasp- 
berries. Runner: a prostrate shoot that roots at 
the joint, like Strawberry. 

Seedling: a plant that has never been moved 
from the position where the seed was originally 
sown. When moved it becomes a transplant. 

Pot-grown: hardy plants grown in pots as a 
preparation for ease in transplanting. The oppo- 
site of field-grown. 

Sucker: an independent stem usually springing 
from the root of a plant near the main stem. 

Standard trees: this refers to the character 
given a small plant by training it to a clean 
stem without branches for several feet above the 
ground line. According to the height at which it 
is allowed to branch it is called standard or half 
standard, the former being the taller specimens. 


COLOR IN SPRAYS AND DUSTS 

One of the latest theories proved noteworthy 
by experimentation is that the color in pre- 
ventive materials is no negligible feature. Not 
that the aesthetic sense of the aphis is developed 
along these lines, but certain spraying has been 
found to possess boomerang possibilities. Ap- 
parently the aphids are attracted to any sprayed 
or dusted plants which, on account of the in- 
creased intensity of light reflected from the treat- 
ed surfaces, are more noticeable than they would 
be in a natural condition. It is a matter of light 
response of the pests to sprayed and unsprayed 
leaves. A lead-arsenate-lime mixture coats the 
foliage with a white residue which has been ob- 
served to increase the numbers of aphids on the 
plants, whereas a black dust seems the most 
efficient in reducing infestation. The Rose dust

Planning a vegetable garden so it will serve the needs of your 
family is largely a matter of working out an efficient plan in 
advance. You must decide not only the kinds of vegetables you 
want, but the amount of space that can be allotted to each in the 
area you have set aside. The plan at the left shows an area 
75’ x 100’ laid out with a selection of vegetables to supply a family of seven. 
Not only will it produce plenty for the table during the season, but there 
should be a surplus which could be given away, stored for later use in 
winter, or canned. The vegetables | have included may not all be your own 
choices; I may have omitted some you will want. But the chart 
itself will give you an excellent idea of how to plan your own 
garden most efficiently for ease in cultivation. 

At the left side of the chart are 75 divisions, each equal to a foot 
of actual ground. By counting these it is easy to determine how much 
space must be devoted to each crop. Each of the rows is 100 feet 
long. Some of them are given over entirely to one crop; in some there are 

several crops growing at once; in others, short season crops either 
mature early before the longer ones are ripe, or are planted later 
on to mature toward fall. 

After deciding what vegetables you want to grow in your own 
garden, the easiest way to make a planting chart is first to group the 
crops as to whether they are perennials or annuals, then as to 

whether the latter are hardy or tender to frost. A fourth group 
would include those vegetables that may be sown or planted during 
summer to grow for the balance of the season: late Cabbage, Brussels 
Sprouts, winter Radish and similar hardy plants are examples. 

Place the perennials at one side of the garden and from end to 
end of the area because they are to be a permanent investment. You will find 
them at the top of my chart. When you come to plant them, set the buds of 
Rhubarb plants only an inch below the ground surface. Those of Asparagus 
should be eight inches below ground in trenches but at first covered 
with only an inch of soil. As they grow the soil may be worked 
down a little at a time until early summer. Avoid cutting both these 
crops until the second following spring. Feed both lavishly. 

When it comes to arranging your annuals for the chart you will 





find that by using different colored papers for each group you can 
see at a glance to which each belongs. Write each name as many times as 
there are to be rows and follow with the number (Continued on page 126)

TUBS AND sHowers. [ow can a built-in bath tub best be made tight where 
it joins the walls, which are of smoooth plaster? Also what is the best 
way to prepare smooth plastered walls when a shower is to be used? 


eA. The problem is difficult. The wood floor is bound to shrink 
and the tub, being heavy, settles, causing the plaster to crack at this 
place. One way to lessen this difficulty is to hang the tub on 
wall studs. There are several fixtures on the market designed for 
this purpose. The most effective ones also include flashing to take 
care of any possible leaking at the joint. Another way of meeting 
this problem is to put two or three rows of tiles at the top of the 
tub. If the joints between the tiles or between the tub and tiles 
open they are easily filled up. If your shower is connected with the 
tub the walls can be painted with a high gloss enamel paint. If you 
have a separate shower stall the walls can be of tile, glass, enameled 
metal or linoleum. You can buy a stall with metal walls and floor 


all ready to install. 


ECONOMICAL CHIMNEY. We want to build a practical but inexpensive fire- 
place in the living room of our little one-story stucco house. The chimney 
will have to be on the outside next to the street. How cheaply may such 
a fireplace be built? Also what material may be used both inside and 
outside for the fireplace that will give service and yet keep the cost as 
low as possible? 


cA. Brick will be the best material to use both for the chimney 
and for the inside and the facing of the fireplace. It is impossible 
to give definite prices because the cost of the chimney and fireplace 
depends upon local conditions. I suggest that you take the matter up 
with a local contractor, choosing one whose previous work you can 
inspect. The proper construction of the fireplace is important but 
too intricate to describe here. | think you will find helpful the 
Government Bulletin called “Construction of Chimneys and Fire- 
places” which may be obtained from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C., for five cents.

UNIQUE POTATO SALAD 

You’ve boiled your potatoes, peeled 
them and broken them into rough 
squares with a fork. While still hot 
you've poured three tablespoons of 
melted butter—to the half dozen— 
over them and added a couple of 
sliced hard boiled eggs and a cubed 
Bermuda onion. Salt and pepper the 
mixture and then—here is the trick— 
boil enough vinegar almost to cover 
the salad, add two teaspoons of pre- 
pared mustard and stir the hot vine- 
gar into the beaten yolks of three 
eggs, a little at time. Pour the dress- 
ing over the salad, stir, chill thor- 
oughly and serve. 

Hints for the experimental: There 
is something about nutmeg and _ pota- 
toes. Apparently it is one of those 
ageless affinities. If you like nutmeg, 
or mace, try them. Grate a little on 
mashed or boiled, or put them into 
the water when you're cooking. A 
bay leaf, or two or three cloves, a 
pinch of thyme or a slice of onion in 
the water will flavor “plain boiled” 
pleasantly. And anything that has 
potatoes in it takes kindly to peppers. 
pimento, poppy seed and almonds. 


Notes: Boiling means something 
very definite with potatoes. They 
must be mealy all through, but 


smooth and whole when done. That 
means careful adjustment of the heat 
applied to the water. Simmering 
leaves them watersoaked, a fast boil 
breaks them up. In a word, the water 
must just boil. And they must be 
taken out at once when done. Let 
them sit in a hot dry pan. Otherwise, 
the exploded starch will soak up half 
its weight in warm water. Salt should 
be 1 teaspoon to a quart. 

Always soak in ice water and dry 
carefully before frying. 

Some people brush their baking 
potatoes with butter before they go 
in the oven. 

Old potatoes present an annual 
problem. They are somewhat improved 
by soaking overnight. But even then 
the best thing you can do with them 
is boil with half a lemon (they take 
about twice as long as new to cook), 
mash them and fry large rounding 
tablespoons of them in deep fat. 


Incidentally, most Irish women 
know that lemon in the water pre- 
vents staining the pot. and_ boiled 
afterward will take out the stain if 


you forgot it. 

Or perhaps you’d rather not cook 
them. I ate and liked them raw and 
salted with cocktails last summer.

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BEHIND THE. SCREENS 


6y ETHEL B. POWER 


N THE tropics you may still see 

mosquito netting and the jalousie 
and even the punkah to keep flying in- 
sects away. But in the comfort-loving 
United States no house is finished un- 
ul it is fitted with window and door 
screens. Taken for granted as these are, 
there are points about them that you 
should know before you select them. 

To do its job well the window screen 
must withstand the weather; it must 
be fine enough to keep out flies, mos- 
quitoes and, where they are common, 
gnats; it must be tight but it must 
also be easy to operate; it must be 
easily installed and also readily taken 
down and stored; it must not inter- 
fere with window shades, draperies or 
awnings; it must not unduly increase 
the difficulties of window washing; it 
must be as inconspicuous as possible. 

The type of screen to be used de- 
pends largely upon the type of window 
to be screened. For the double-hung 
window, commonest is the half-screen 
that slides up and down. This is of 
light weight, easily handled and easily 
stored. But many people, especially in 
the South, will want a screen that 
covers the entire window so that it 
can be opened from both top and bot- 
tom at the same time for better venti- 
lation. There are three ways to obtain 
all-over screening: by the double 
screen, one half sliding by the other; 
by the fixed screen, hinged at the top 
or pivoted or secured by top and bot- 
tom rails without side frames and 
easily released at the bottom—all ar- 
ranged to facilitate window cleaning; 
and by the roller screen, which rolls 
up and down like a window shade into 
housing, usually at the top of the win- 
dow but sometimes in the sill. Of these 
all but the roll screen are placed out- 
side the window. The advantage of the 
outside screen is that it doesn’t have 
to be touched to open and shut the 
window; the disadvantage is that rain 
more readily soils the glass. 

For the casement window there are 
also sliding screens, sliding vertically 
for a single window and horizontally 
for a group of windows; hinged 
screens, opening either in or out, de- 
pending upon the opening of the win- 
dow; fixed screens, under which or 
through which the casement, when it 
is steel, is operated; and the roll screen. 


THE CASEMENT WINDOW brings 
up more problems for consideration in 
screening than does the double-hung 
window. For the steel casement that 
opens out the fixed screen is commonly 
used and the fact that some manufac- 
turers of steel casements now also sup- 
ply this type of screen, thus insuring 
proper fitting and the correct hardware, 
is an added inducement to use this 
type. This screen is easily removed for 
window washing. For the casement 
that opens in—less common in this 
country—there may be a fixed screen 
on the outside of the window. Neither 
the fixed screen nor the roll screen 
imposes any difficulties with hangings 
and so is an entire satisfactory solution 
to the screen problem. For the wood 
casement opening out the matter is 
somewhat more complicated, for if the 
inward-opening screen is used it will 
interfere with draperies and valance 
unless special measures are taken. 
These measures are to place the hang-

HOUSE BE 


the most unobtrusive screen door is the 
one made like a blind with screening 
on the back. This gives ventilation 
while it sereens against insects as well 
as the glances of passersby. 

Screens are essential for the 
porch in most localities if you want to 
cet the greatest amount of enjoyment 
from out-of-door life. From the point 
of view of unobstructed vision muntins 
should be as far apart as possible. But 
the larger the expanse of screening 
the more difficult it is to keep it taut. 
Bronze is less likely to sag than all- 
copper. Preferably porch screens are 
made removable, as there are seasons 
when the mosquito will leave you in 
comparative peace and naturally you 
prefer to see your grounds and gardens 
clearly and not through a screen 
darkly. If your desire for protection 
from insects takes a more aggressive 
turn try the electric screen door which 
electrocutes them, thus foiling those 
waiting to enter when the screen door 
is opened. 

There is one other opening to the 
house that sometimes needs screening. 
In the very old house the enormous 
flueless chimney is apt to be a distinct 
invitation to flies and mosquitoes to 
enter. In this case a screen is some- 
times placed on the top of the chimney. 
But this is not very satisfactory, for 
if the cage type is used it is unsightly 
and the kind that sets down inside the 
cap is apt to clog with soot and need 
frequent cleaning. Better is the screen 
installed in the fireplace that operates 
like the roll screen and so can be 
pushed up out of sight when not wanted 
but is at hand when it is. This is the 
kind of screen that is now commonly 
placed in new houses as a protection 
against sparks.

SAGE BRUSH LEAF MOLD. For 
those who live in Sage Brush regions 
or within driving distance of them 
there is a type of leaf mold, easily 
obtained, that works wonderfully well. 
In fact, experience has taught me that 
no better fertilizer is obtainable than 
the decayed leaves of the Sage plants. 

One summer my Snapdragons were 
not doing well. They looked sickly 
and were undersized. While in the 
Sage brush mesas I gathered up and 
took home with me several basketfuls 
of Sage brush leaf mold, purposely 
selecting the decomposed matter from 
beneath the largest shrubs, and mixed 
it with the earth in which the Snap- 
dragons were growing. 

The effect was magical. In less than 
two weeks the Snapdragons began to 
show new vigor and life. They de- 
veloped a healthier color and the 
stalks were bigger and stronger. That 
year the blossoms were unusually fine, 
all varieties being luxuriant. The Sage 
brush leaf mold had turned the trick, 
for no other fertilizer had been used. 

After that I spread the leaf mold 
over most of my other plants and 
they all did well. Leaf mold serves 
a double purpose: it keeps the soil 
from packing because it is coarse, and 
it fertilizes the ground by adding sub- 
stances that plants need and which 
are sometimes lacking.

MAKESHIFT FLOWER-BLOCKS. The 
excellent flower blocks or “frogs” now 
on the market should be owned in 
full assortment by everyone who ar- 
ranges flowers, but their usefulness 
can be extended by a little ingenuity 
in special cases. 

If the bowl is too large for the 
block, use stout, twiggy chunks of 
hedge material, such as Privet, whose 
square, close branching furnishes 
many little stalls for the stems. Stick 
these twigs firmly into the block 
radiating them in all directions, and 
you have a substantial yet flexible 
base especially suitable for a multi- 
plicity of slender stems. Foliage is 
unnecessary on the Privet, but if it 
is present it helps to conceal 
“workings.” Once when all the flower 
blocks were in use I weighted down 
the twigs with a little piece of heavy 
chain dropped over them, and nobody 
was the wiser. If the bowl contracts 


slightly toward the top, the twigs alone | 


are sufficient, and can be crowded to 
give the desired firmness. 

Another time I had a_ graceful 
basket well suited to tall, heavy 
flowers, but the only container that 


fitted it was an oval glass baking 
dish whose rounded bottom offered 


insecure footing to the flower block, 
which, besides, would take care of 
only the center part of the oval. A 
nickel’s worth of galvanized wire was 
of convolutions 


twisted into a maze 
and cross-hatches, and crammed into 
the baking dish. It popped out again, 


so I strapped the whole contrivance. 
bowl and all, firmly into the basket

and sugar (unless positive that the 
color is fast, use denatured alcohol in 
place of water). Water spots on vel- 
vet come out by steaming. Lay a cloth 
wrung out of warm water over the 
fabric, pass a warm iron lightly over 
it until the cloth is nearly dry, then 
remove the cloth and use a soft brush 
to raise the nap. 


WOOD. In cleaning the wood surfaces 
on upholstered furniture, be very 
careful not to get the liquids on the 
fabrics—it is smart to cover them 
in some way. 

There are a few simple pointers 
about polishing woods in general. To 
begin with, be sure that the surface 
is absolutely free of dust. Wash with 
a mild soap and warm water, and 
rinse with clear warm water, doing 
only small areas at a time. Then ap- 
ply wax or polish sparingly with a 
polishing cloth or soft flannel—and 
then put all of your energy into rub- 
bing until there is a fine smooth 
lustre. (Don’t be afraid to let your 
arm get a good workout, because 
washing and polishing keep wood 
healthy—therefore it must be rubbed 
into the grain, never left on the sur- 
face.) 

If your dearest friend has spilled 
a drink on your best varnished table, 
you can easily remove the alcohol 
spot or stain. Make a small pad of ab- 
sorbent cotton, moisten it with alco- 
hol, put two or three layers of cheese- 
cleth over it so only a minimum of 
alcohol will come through, and rub 
briskly on and around the spot. Then 
rub with polish or wax, as explained 
above. This is for small spots only— 
large areas must be refinished by a 
professional. 

Rub rough spots and scratches with 
rottenstone and lemon, or linseed oil 
boiled to the consistency of thick 
cream. Saturate a piece of heavy flan- 
nel with the mixture and rub, follow- 
ing the grain of the wood. Then clean 
the surface with a clear oil—and wipe 
off all excess oil with a clean dry 
cloth. 


SCRATCHES. To fix a deep scratch 
in varnish, apply thin coats of var- 
nish (letting each dry) to fill to the 
level of the original finish. Sandpaper, 
then polish. 


WHITE MARKS. White marks from 
moisture or heat should be removed 
immediately after occurrence by a 
good rubbing with furniture polish 
or wax. If this doesn’t work, use 
camphorated oil. To remove stubborn 
or old spots, use two or three drops 
of ammonia on a wet cloth and rub 
hard but carefully; then rub with a 
furniture oil such as lemon or lin- 
seed, or with a liquid wax or a pre- 
pared polish. Never let the ammonia 
remain on the wood any length of 
time, as it tends to soften the varnish. 


DENTS. Fix dents and nicks by first 
removing the wax and oil with turpen- 
tine. Then place a wet cloth over the 
dent, renewing the water as soon as it 
soaks in or evaporates. After several 
hours, place a warm iron on the damp 
cloth, so that by heat and moisture 
the fibres are brought back to 
normal. Polish.

First use a vacuum at- 
tachment to get surplus dirt, and then 
clean your radiators with a radiator 
brush designed to fit well in between 
sections of the radiator. It’s a good 
idea to keep dust from flying around 
the room during house cleaning by 
putting a dampened newspaper on the 
floor beneath, and a damp cloth on 
top of the radiator. 


WALL PAPER. Probably some dust 
and many small spots or stains have 
accumulated on the wall paper since 
last fall. If your wall paper is guar- 
anteed washable, a standard putty- 
like wall paper cleaner will take off 
all ordinary dirt and dust. Wash any 
remaining spots with cold water and 
very mild soap on a sponge. Rinse 


thoroughly. Apply paste made of 
Fuller’s earth and any good dry- 


cleaning fluid to grease spots. When 
completely dry, wipe off with a little 
dry-cleaning fluid on a soft cloth. If 
a ring is left, apply a mixture of 
Fuller’s earth and water to remove 
the ring. Remove fresh paint with a 
paint solvent, lacquer with a lacquer 
thinner, some few marks with an ordi- 
nary pencil eraser. For ink, use ink 
eradicator sparingly, then wash with 
water on a rubber sponge. (Try it on 
an inconspicuous spot first, since the 
color may change slightly along with 
the ink.) If there are fruit and food 
stains, first wash the stain with mild 
soap and water, then with alcohol, 
and then let it dry. If the stain still 
remains, treat it with ordinary house- 
hold hydrogen peroxide (3%). Hydro- 
gen peroxide, too, may change the 
color slightly. 

If your walls are painted, there 
is a very special method for cleaning 
them. First dust them—by brushing 
lightly upwards from the floor with 
a long-handled brush (you brush up- 
wards because little threads of dust 
hang downwards, and only the famous 
upward movement is guaranteed to 
catch all of them). Then wash with 
a sponge or cloth free from lint. Use 
a solution of mild soap and two table- 
spoons of borax for every two quarts 
of lukewarm water. Rub up and down, 
letting the strokes overlap to avoid

yarns may unravel. Instead, have 
them dry cleaned. Apply a hot iron 
on a damp cloth to places crushed 
by heavy furniture, in order to 
restore the pile to normal position. 
If the corners of your rug curl up, 
apply a hot iron on a damp cloth to 
both face and back. 

When the spring cleaning spirit 
gets you, you'll probably decide that 
your carpets should be three shades 
lighter to match the new lightness of 


everything else in the house. So 
sponge the surface lightly with an 
organic solvent which is a quick- 


evaporating cleaning fluid. The most 
reliable one is that which conforms 
to Commercial Standard CS3-28 of 
the Department of Commerce, 
National Bureau of Standards. This 
will not harm the fibres, and will re- 
move the soluble greases and fats and 
dirt held in by these oils. If you take 
up your rugs for the summer, first 
have them thoroughly cleaned, then 
wrap them in brown paper for pro- 
tection against moths. Never try to 
shampoo a rug or carpet while on 
the floor—it is impossible to clean 
the base of the pile, or really remove 
the soap and detergent material. 

In removing spots and stains, if 
soap and water is suggested, never 
get the fabric too wet, and always 
rinse out all soap and soil with a 
cloth or sponge and clear water. Brush 
the pile upright when finished. 

To remove sugar or food stains, 
use water and a neutral soap on a 
damp cloth. Be sure to get all the 
soap out. 

Carbon tetrachloride is the stand- 
ard solvent for grease. Saturate the 
spot, then squeeze the dirt away with 
a clean piece of cheesecloth. 

When your cocktail shaker leaks on 
your best rug, apply cold water im- 
mediately. Wipe the spot dry with 
cheesecloth—rub with the pile. 

To remove old ink stains, moisten 
a crystal of citric acid and rub gently 
until the spot disappears. Use cold 
water immediately to remove the 
acid. 

Even the smallest cigarette burn 
may cause a hole. A rug expert should 
repair this by weaving new tufts of 
yarn to replace the missing ones. 

Saturate animal stains with cold 
water, allowing the water to be ab- 
sorbed. Do not rub it. If badly dis- 
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colored, restore it by 
wool with dye mixed j 
with denatured alcohol.

GERMINATION OF SUCCULENT

With these distinctions in mind, a 
study of the thumb-nail drawings on 
page 63 and the captions that accom- 
pany them will be helpful. The sug- 
there included as to the 
types of insulation best suited to 
differing construction methods may 
serve as a useful guide in talking with 
your architect. 

And speaking of architects, insu- 
lation is definitely a problem for the 
architect as it affects your house. But 
you will do well to discuss it with 
him carefully. For the use of one 
insulation as opposed to another may 
not only affect the amount of your 
investment in heating equipment but 
influence the type of construction or 
selection of materials of which the 
house is to be built. Nor in consid- 
ering insulation should you forget— 
or let your architect forget—that heat 
is lost and cold admitted by other 
means than the conductivity of build- 
ing and wall materials. Filtration, as 
the drawing on page 62 has already 
revealed, accounts for a large amount 
of heat loss in any house unless pre- 
cautions are properly taken. 

This filtration or leakage, either in 
or out, refers to the heat and cold 
which travels around doors and win- 
dows or through joints and cracks. 
And while the glass in your win- 
dows is altogether too good a con- 
ductor of heat to satisfy economy, 
loose window sash and doors are fine 
sieves on their own account. The an- 
swer to filtration is weatherstripping. 
Today there are available many 
“packaged” or unit windows of both 
wood and metal which include in- 
tegral or prefitted weatherstripping. 
And there are good types of weather- 
stripping which may be applied to 
ordinary windows and frames either 
new or already in place. No house 
should or need be built today without 
adequate weatherstripping. The add- 
ed cost, probably less than two per 
cent at the outside, will be made up 
a dozen times over in fuel saving. 
Doors (exterior doors, that is) should 
be weatherstripped, too, with prefer- 
ably an interlocking metal saddle at 
the bottom. Such saddles are stand- 
ard building equipment available for 
any type of door. 

As for the conductivity of glass— 
that is, its ability to transmit heat 
and cold—there are two possibili- 
ties for control. One is the use of 
some form of double pane or double 
sash. Several kinds are on the mar- 
ket for different types of windows and 
casements in particular lend them- 
selves well to the use of double sash. 
The other remedy is some derivative 
of the old-fashioned storm window, 
which has always had much to recom- 
mend it. Nowadays such windows are 
far less unsightly than they used to

Bear in mind 
also that the relatively new structural 
glass bricks may have considerable 
insulating value, depending upon 
type and pattern. 

Do not scorn awnings as insulation. 
There are metallic awnings and out- 
side shutters now on the market 
which will not only actually shut 
out the sun but act in much the same 
way as the new reflective insulating 
materials you may build into your 
walls. The familiar canvas ones, too, 
are highly useful. And Venetian 
blinds, whether of wood or the new- 
est aluminum ones, serve more than 
just a decorative purpose. 

Where in the house should insula- 
tion be used? First, in the roof (or 
the attic floor if the space under the 
roof is unfinished and unheated). For 
the roof itself, any type may be used 
except the fill or loose varieties. For 
the second floor ceiling, any type ex- 
cept bats is recommended. If a floor 
is to be provided, the loose fill types 
may be best. If the attic is finished 
and heated, any type may be used, in- 
cluding insulating plaster base with or 
without additional insulation. The prob- 
lem here is much the same as with 
the walls. With these any type of 
insulation or combinations of more 
than one may be advisable; as, for 
example, insulating plaster base and 
insulating sheathing, or one of these 
in combination with insulation placed 
between the framing members. If the 
walls are of masonry furred inside, 
the fill types, bats, and _ flexible 
products cannot be used in the air 
spaces. However, flexible or rigid in- 
sulation or reflective sheets might be 
variously applied directly to the fur- 
ring. 

Insulation of interior partitions may 
be desired, largely to minimize trans- 
mission of sound. In that case the 
loose mineral or flexible kinds are 
best. (Special acoustic or sound-ab- 
sorbing materials are not dealt with 
here. They are part of another story 
and rarely concern the average home 
owner.) While the use of sound-ab- 
sorbing insulation is te be governed 
largely by personal inclination and 
the pocketbook, insulation of baths 
is to be recommended. This can do 
much to minimize the annoyance of 
plumbing noises. 

As to what the many kinds of in- 
sulation are made of, what their cost. 
what their brand names, you don't 
really need to worry provided the 
standards of the manufacturer are 
dependable. Leave the selection on 
matters of cost to your architect. He 
knows what they will do to the con- 
tract. Let him advise you, too, on 
how much insulation to use and where 
to use it. For the more insulation 
you use beyend a certain point, the 
more it will cost for the amount of 
good it does you. Put it another way: 


if a standard amount of insulation, such | 


as was assumed in working out the 
diagrams previously discussed, is used. 
the fuel saving might run around 30 
per cent of the fuel cost for the un- 
insulated house. Yet if you double the 
effective insulation, the fuel saving 
would increase only about 10 per cent. 
So let your architect work out the 
whole problem in relation to first cost, 
maintenance cost of heating, and the 
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relation between the two. And remem- 
ber that what you pay for insulation 
is a real investment in comfort. 

A word about the possibilities for 
insulating the existing uninsulated 
house. Any frame house, whatever the 
exterior wall surfaces, may be packed 
with loose “wool” insulation pumped 
in under pressure through small tem- 
porary openings outside. But short of 
tearing out or resurfacing with in- 
sulating panels inside, or adding new 
siding over insulation (or siding alone. 
if one of a type to embody insulating 
qualities) and the old walls, there are 
no sensible alternatives. But don’t re- 
model without exploring the insulation 
possibilities with architect or builder. 
Work in all you can, only remember- 
ing that any insulation should pay for 
itself in about eight years through 
fuel saving. However, windows may 
be weatherstripped and some form of 
double glazing resorted to in almost 
any case. And unfinished attics may 
be fully and simply insulated in a 
number of ways. If the attic is 
finished and heated it may well be 
worth while to panel over existing 
plaster with insulating wallboard, 
which may be painted or papered. If 
the roof or attic floor can be insulated 
fairly easily, if doors and windows 
can be weather-stripped, and if glazing 
can be doubled, the battle will be 
more than half won. Turn once more 
to the drawing on the opening page 
and you will see how your heat sav- 
ings may be worked out. 
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excellent when the amount of mois- 
ture is not great. For heavy duty a 
coating of asphalt on the outside is 
generally used. It takes a_ trained 
person who can inspect actual condi- 
tions to know what operations are 
necessary and what can be accom- 
plished at the least expense. I strongly 
urge you to call in a competent archi- 
tect or a company specializing in 
waterproofing and follow their advice. 


WINDY FLOOR. / have a very old 
cottage built about one hundred and 
forty years ago. The floors are of 
broad boards, hand hewn, of random 
width, and with open joints here and 
there throughout the house. I wish to 
put some sort of material under this 
floor to keep out the wind as I do not 
want to cover up the old boards. 
What do you suggest? 


A. A wallboard nailed to the under- 
side of the joists so that there is an 
air space equal to the depth of the 
joist will shut out the wind and the 
air space will give added insulation. 
Some of the insulation boards have a 
tendency to buckle if used where it 
is damp. For this reason I should use 
only a waterproof board.

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piece that is five-ply. Its center is 
heavier lumber known as core stock. 
On each side of this is glued a thin 
surface with the grain running at 
right angles to that of the core. This 
is known as the cross band. To this 
cross band is glued the veneer with 
its grain running parallel to that of 
the core stock, at right angles to that 
of the cross-band. 

Plywood, far from being a weak 
sister to solid lumber, is actually 
stronger if it is properly made. 
Principally, it is less susceptible to 
warping, and the reason is not hard 
to come by. If you examine a piece 
of lumber under a microscope you 
will see that it is made up of in- 
numerable tiny cells. What happens 


in warping is that moisture enters 
the cells, causing them to expand 


and throw the wood out of its original 
shape. If it were possible to seal 
these cells completely so that no 
moisture could enter, a piece would 
remain the same forever. Unfortu- 
nately it isn’t, and what happens to 


wood under varying conditions of 
moisture is apparent in any steam- 
heated apartment. 

Plywood, however, offers a far 
greater resistance to moisture. The 
successive layers of glue, for one 


thing, act as barriers through which 
dampness finds it difficult to pene- 
trate. The  cross-banding likewise 
checks the tendency of one of the 
plies to pull the piece out of line. 
Today’s plywood, beyond all doubt, 
is far stronger than it has ever been 
in the past. The development of 
casein glue has provided a cementing 
agent which is the most water-re- 
sistant known. 

Up in the veneer department there 
are special machines which prepare 
the thin sheets of wood. They are 
carefully dried out, cut into proper 
lengths and then sliced by a machine 
which leaves a joint so smooth you 
can hardly see it when the piece is 
finally finished. But the matching of 
the figures, the delicate job of creat- 
ing a beautiful pattern from different 
pieces of veneer is again a craftsman’s 
job. He selects the pieces and usu- 
ally creates his figure by 
the grain of one strip next to another 
so that the pattern is completed.

Now it is done 
in a fraction of the time by great 
belts of sandpaper or by thin tubes 
which slip into tiny spaces. There is 
a vast army of sanders which are 
adapted for every sort of problem. 


CABINET MAKING. In the cabinet 
making department the machines dis- 
appear. In their places are the 
benches again and workmen whose 
job it is to make furniture out of the 
finished pieces which have come to 
them from the machining and carv- 
ing departments. Here you may see 
what makes furniture — structurally 
good, for in the cabinet making and 
the upholstery lie the greatest possi- 
bilities for defects which will appear 
later on. You'll see, for example, that 
the solid parts are put together with 
small wooden pegs called dowels, just 
as they were in Chippendale’s time. 
The holes were bored in the machin- 
ing department and now, after mak- 
ing sure that the jointing is perfect, 
the cabinet maker puts glue into the 
holes and fits in his dowels. The 
drawers in a bureau or chest, you'll 
notice, are fitted together by a dove- 
tail joint. You'll see dust bottoms— 
panels of wood—above and_ below 
the drawers so that each becomes a 
compartment by itself. You'll find 
corner braces used which further 
strengthen the structural joints of 
many pieces. But what you will 
chiefly observe is the care which goes 
into the making of everything. You’ve 
seen how the machine has done the 
hard work of furniture making. The 
rest is in the hands of the craftsmen. 


FINISHING. You feel that at once 
when you reach the finishing depart- 
ment where furniture is given the 
outward surface you will admire later 
on. No natural wood, of course, has 
the color you see in the finished piece. 
The stain and the final finish give 
it that. It’s fair to say that no piece 
is better than its finish. Here the long 
road it has come from the lumber 
yard and the veneer room ends in 
success or disaster. 

The first operation is to give a light 
sponging to the piece which raises 
the grain. Then it is sanded to a satin 
smoothness and inspected by the fore- 
man for defects before ever the stain 
is applied. If he passes it, the stain 
is put on with a wide brush and, of 
course, by hand. A filler is then ap- 
plied which, as its name implies, fills 
in the pores of the wood. Then the 
piece is sanded again and is ready 
for the application of the finish itself. 
What has been done up to this point 
has only given the wood its color and 
a perfectly smooth surface. Upon the 
finish depends the appearance. 

There are various types of finish: 
wax, shellac, varnish, lacquer. Un- 
fortunately, there is no way of de- 
scribing them so that their differences 
may be recognized upon a piece of 
furniture. Their purpose is not only 
to give a pleasing appearance but ac- 
tually to preserve the surface so that 
time and frequent polishing will en- 
hance rather than detract from the 
beauty. All of it is hand work—pad- 
ding the surface, rubbing in, sanding 
down again and building up. The 
quality of the finish adds much to the 
cost of a piece. The difference be-

People complain from time to time 
that new furniture never has the ap- 
pearance of antiques. As a matter of 
fact, with great expense in the fin- 
ishing it may have. I have seen many 
reproductions which only an expert 
(and sometimes not even he) could 
tell from an old piece. Through con- 
stant polishing and through the actual 
darkening of the wood itself over a 
period of a hundred and fifty years, 
old furniture has acquired an appear- 
ance which may be duplicated only 
at the greatest*expense. If you want 
that, youll have to pay for it. And 
incidentally, remember that you will 
be getting something which the men 
and women in Georgian times did 
not see when the furniture was new. 


UPHOLSTERY. There is no place in 
the manufacture of furniture where 
cheap materials and workmanship 
will show up more quickly than in 
the upholstery.

signed. The designers are the artists 
of the business. Most factories have 
a head designer with one or more 
assistants, depending upon the num- 
ber of new pieces they produce a year. 
Often they buy designs from free- 
lances who may work for several 
plants. Some few men in this country 
are known for their furniture. But 
for the most part it comes from the 
drafting boards of men whose names 
are never heard outside the immediate 
circle in which they work. 


How are designs developed? Some- 
times they are exact reproductions of 
fine antiques. More often they are 
adaptations in the spirit of one of 
the great eighteenth century schools, 
but with lines altered here and there, 
either for novelty (since furniture 
manufacturers must always have new 
models to sell their customers), or for 
simplificatian to meet modern de- 
mands, or even to save manufacturing 
expense. Production costs must be 
carefully watched and to reduce the 
amount of hand carving upon a chair 
back may save two hours time. Some 
curves are easier to make than others. 
Altering the line of a leg slightly may 
cut costs. It is part of the designer’s 
job to know all these things. 

But the designer is not always work- 
ing in the spirit of a period. Modern 
has introduced a whole new, un- 
charted field and in it men may work 
with comparative freedom. Over the 
last dozen years this style has had its 
ups and downs, discouraged some 
manufacturers to discontinue it en- 
tirely and others to espouse it heartily. 
But all admit that its tendency at 
the moment is up rather than down. 

Today the vast majority of new 
pieces are either eighteenth century or 
modern. That flurry of Empire and 
Directoire and Biedermeier which was 
so strong five years ago melted away 
as rapidly as it came. Despite the 
beauty of the styles public taste has 
shifted from them—backward to Chip- 
pendale, Sheraton and Hepplewhite 
and forward to modern. And_ this 
time, interestingly enough, the entire 
country is demanding these kinds of 
furniture. Not so long ago there were 
definite style preferences in different 
sections. Nowadays you sell Chippen- 
dale in California and Florida as 
quickly as in New York. 

By and large, taste in the country 
has improved, too. Or perhaps it is 
only changing. Most manufacturers 
have had in their lines a certain 
number of pieces which they smiled 
at, if you knew them, but admitted 
they had to carry because a certain 
amount of the trade wanted them. 
There are fewer of them today. And 
they are glad of it. For the furniture 


manufacturer is an artist, too, with 
that thorough admiration for fine 
workmanship which is your best 


He takes pride 
in opening a drawer to show you its 


construction and its finish. He likes 
to point out the figure of crotch ma-

REQUIREMENTS: 
1. They should be firm, level, and 


free from cracks. These qualities 
are as dependent upon the con- 
struction of the floor and the care 
with which it is laid as upon the 
material chosen. 

2 They should not warp. This

They should not absorb grease, 
water, acids or be easily stained. 

9. They should be easily cared for. 

Not all these qualities will be de- 
manded of every floor. The particular 
qualifications desired will depend upon 
the use of the floor. Resilience, re- 
sistance to grease and dirt and ease in 
cleaning are especially desirable for 
floors in the service portions; attrac- 
tiveness and good wearing qualities in 
the master’s portion. Non-slipperiness 
is important in a house where there are 
children or older people; fire-resistance 
in a house largely of fire-resisting con- 
struction. It must be remembered too 
that the finish applied to the flooring 
may change its attributes and degree 
of serviceability as well as its appear- 
ance. Thus varnish, lacquer or wax 
may make the resilient materials more 
resistant to wear and absorption, and 
make them at the time more 
easily cared for.

This is 
especially helpful if there is to be no 
Id between rooms. A further 
efinement is the use of subfloorin 
is end-matched. This permits 
quicker laying and a use of short- 
th lumber. The subfloor should be 
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securely nailed. An inadequately 
nailed floor is a creaking floor. 
Concrete provides an incombustible, 
non-shrinking, non-warping, 
proof base that can be used for any 
kind of finished floor. It must be 
brought to a true and even surface, 
and must be absolutely dry. The con- 
crete floor may be laid as a solid slab 
of reinforced concrete (6” thick up 
to a 16’ span) ; as a ribbed floor with 
reinforced joists and slab cast at one 
time (joists 4” wide and 6” deep and 
slab 2” thick for span up to 16’); as 
a thinner slab 244”-3” thick laid on 
precast concrete or steel joists. This 
third method is the least expensive. 
If sleepers (wooden pieces) are used 


vermin- 


to provide nailing for wood floors in 
the basement, they should be laid on 
top of 4” of concrete and not imbedded 
in it so as not to offer passage to 
termites. Above the basement sleepers 
may be imbedded in the concrete and 
the finished floor nailed directly to 
them. As a precaution against damp- 
ness screened dry cinders may be put 
between sleepers. 

Gypsteel plank, which is gypsum 
bound on the sides with galvanized 
copper-bearing steel and tongued and 
grooved like lumber, also gives an in- 
stable subfloor. It is laid 
over steel joists. Some insulating ma- 
terials may also be used as a base for 
the composition floors. They are espe- 
cially good when sound insulation is 
important.

FINISHED FLOOR: 

Wood is still the most common mate- 
rial for floors. It is the least expensive, 
is resilient and, to some degree, sound 
absorptive. Woods are usually divided 
into soft and hard, but this term is mis- 
leading since some of the so-called 
soft woods are harder than the hard- 
woods. In general, however, the hard- 
woods make the better wearing floors 
and take a more durable finish. Which- 
ever wood is used for good wearing 
quality it should be “edge grain”— 
that is, sawed across the grain. All 
flooring should be properly dried so 
that it will not be affected by moisture 
after it is brought into the building. 
The finished flooring should not be 
brought in until the plaster is thor- 
oughly dried out and preferably until 
the trim is in place and painted; in 
fact, until all the preliminary work is 
done. 

The finished floor should be tongued 
and grooved and may also be end- 
matched. It should be blind nailed. 
Only an expert floor layer should be 
entrusted with this job. After the fin- 
ished floor is laid it should be scraped, 
sandpapered and polished before it is 
finally finished. 

The ordinary wood floor consists of 
strips from 114 %” wide in hard 
woods and 114” in soft woods: 
from 18” or less to 12’ or 16’ in length 
for the hard woods and from 8’ to 16’ 
for the soft woods, and from 154%” to 
approximately *4” thick. There are also

Cork Composition. Tiles are simi- 
lar to linoleum in composition and 
appearance. They are 4” thick and 
come in a variety of sizes in both 
squares and oblongs. They come in 
much the same color range as linoleum 
and are laid similarly. An advantage 
of these tiles over linoleum is greater 
flexibility in laying floors in irregular 
areas and the possibility of obtaining 
special designs with standard units. 


Cork Tives. Of pure compressed cork, 
these come in three different shades of 
brown, plain and in geometric patterns. 
They give an unusually quiet and 
resilient floor. They vary from 4%” to 
1%” in thickness and from 6” x 6” to 
2x andes! x9! to6e x18". in 
size. They are laid over felt on a wood 
base and cemented directly to con- 
crete. They should not be used on 
concrete in contact with the ground. 
Russer Ties. Approximately 4” 
thick, they come in different sizes, in 
squares, triangles and rectangles, and 
in a wide range of colors, plain and 
marbleized. Any special design in this 
material can be executed. They are 
cemented to felt on a wood base and 
directly to the concrete base. 


AspHALt. Tiles are made of asbestos 
fibre, mineral pigments and asphalt. 
They are especially adaptable for hard 
wear and they are the only resilient 
tiles that can be laid on concrete 
below grade, but these are not proof 
against warping if there are bad water 
conditions. They are laid in cement on 
a concrete or wood base. They are in 
plain and marbleized colors and sizes 
similar to the other composition tiles. 


OTHER SYNTHETIC FLOORINGS include 
a tile of fabricated material in a 
variety of colors that resembles stone 
but that is nailed like wood. With 
a wood hase, it is set first in a 
thin coat of cementitious material. 
With a concrete base this bedding 
material is made thicker. There is also 
a flooring made of compressed wood 
fibres in two tones of brown and 
fabricated into three-ply squares from 
6” x 6” to 12” x 12” or in strips from 
3” x 48” to 12” x 48” and 14” thick. 
These are cemented to either a wood 
or concrete base. 


MASONRY: 

The advantages of masonry floors 
are their permanence, ease of upkeep, 
resistance to fire and hard wear, and 
stability. They are not resilient and 
so are less desirable for the service 
portions unless they are covered with 
a resilient material. 


Concrete. Usually found in the base- 


ment with or without other cov- 
ering, laid directly on the ground. If 
the soil is coarse sand or gravel. there 
is least danger of trouble, but if it is 
clayey or liable to hold water the 
concrete should be laid on a bed of 
coarse cinders from 6” to 8” thick. 
The concrete itself should be 4” thick. 
If it is to carry heavy weight it should

Terrazzo. Composed of portland ce- 
ment, sand and marble chips laid 
on a slab of concrete. This is rolled, 
allowed to cure for several days and 
then polished. As a special machine 
is required for the polishing, this is 
an expensive finish unless there is an 
extensive area. Terrazzo is usually 
marked off into patterns by metal 
strips which are decorative and serve 
also to localize shrinkage cracks. 


Brick AND Srone are seldom used 
for floors in the smaller house. Occa- 
sionally, when it is desirable to have 
a floor in a vestibule or hall that will 
withstand hard wear and require but 
little care, brick, slate, bluestone or 
marble is used. These are usually laid 
in concrete directly on the ground. 
Otherwise, they need special framing. 


THE PRACTICAL GARDENER 


UNUSUAL PLANT MATERIAL. Enki- 
anthus campanulata, the Redvein 
Enkianthus, is a tall shrub which is 
deciduous but holds its foliage very 
late. In the autumn the leaves turn 
brilliantly and in the spring the blos- 
soms hang in terminal umbels of 
yellowish pink and red. A dis- 
tinguished shrub as a specimen or in 
the border, growing about 12’. 

My favorite edging plant, making 
neat cushions of dark green heart- 
shaped leaves, is Asarum Europaeum. 
As with all the Gingers, the flower is 
insignificant, but the foliage more 
than compensates for this lack, and 
is attractive for woodland planting. 

A clipped border, which is about 
sixteen inches tall, is made of Evony- 
mus radicans vegetus. Several rows 
must be spaced side by side. It re- 
quires training and spraying, but if 
all this is done it is a substitute for 
Box, which the past winter has shown 
that many of us must do without. 

Low foregrounds in the softest, 
clearest yellow, below superb Tulips, 
may be made of small bedding Cal- 
ceolarias planted very close. The effect 
is the gayest imaginable, and the 
form is a change from the Violas and 
Pansies, the Primroses and Alyssum 
saxatile which, however charming, 
play so large a part where yellow is 
the color indicated.

As unfailing as unseasonable thaws in 
winter, they put forth their green 
shoots in the spring and, without water 
or care, continue to grow and bloom 
in the summer and yield their delicate 
little purple blossoms in the early fall. 

Our northerly clothes yard is thirty- 
six feet by eighteen feet, and lies at 
the foot of an embankment of almost 
the same width which slopes down 
gently from the house.

One woman I know sets 
her clothes reel, when needed, in a 
bed of Myrtle. Except on Mondays you 
would never know she washed. An- 
other woman has a trellis covered with 
Bittersweet. In the fall this is such a 
beautiful sight that people exclaim at 
the mass of scarlet and orange berries 
and never stop to think that it is hiding 
the week’s lowly wash. A city dwelling 
on a small plot of land has a darling 
little kitchen garden for a clothes 
yard. Two parallel trellises hold the 
inconspicuous hooks and are covered 
with climbing Roses. The twelve-inch 
beds at the base of the trellises are 
spilling over with gay annuals, for the 
sun shines over this space all day long, 
and the patch of lawn between flower 
beds and kitchen door is a soft velvet 
carpet. In a shaded corner grows the 
Mint.

Many an expert judge begins to size 
up and mentally assort his field im- 
mediately on their appearance in the 
ring. So that the first thing that must 
be taught the show prospect is to 
walk and trot naturally on the lead. 
Begin these lessons when the prospect 
is a puppy and continue them until 
he will walk or trot naturally at the 
side of his handler, with no pulling or 
stopping to investigate every in- 
triguing scent. It is important to re- 
member that when showing a dog 
before a judge, always walk on the 
far side of the dog and not between 
him and the judge. A show dog must 
learn to become practically oblivious 
to crowds, clamor and about every 
form of distraction. To this end he 
should be given experience in walk- 
ing where there are many persons and 
much noise; also in close association 
with other dogs. A show specimen 
must be taught to pose on the block 
and under the handling of strangers, 
since the judge has to go over every 
specimen brought before him. It is 
easy to improvise a show platform at 
home and accustom the dog to jump 
up by himself or on command. He 
should then be taught to pose natu- 
rally, accustomed to having his feet 
placed in the proper position, his 
head lifted, his coat touched with a 
brush. A lesson well executed should 
be rewarded by a tidbit, cooked liver 
being most commonly used.

all this. So + r getting on the 
ground early, say shortly after May 
1 or at least May 15, when most 
northwest dude ranches are under 
way for the season. The first dude 
gets the grandest. sort of welcome. 
The welcome will be just as warm, 


of course, for the later arrivals, but it 
will be more divided. Competition for 
the attentions of the ranch host and 
hostess is keener as the season begins 
to roll. There isn’t the same chance to 
get the pick of things, the best cabin 
by the singing brook, the chair at the 
dining room table which commands 
the sublimest view, the particular nook 
by the big stone fireplace in the main 


lodge where a book can be inter- 
viewed in complete comfort and _pri- 
vacy. A lot of other delightful 


prerogatives the early vacationer also 
falls heir to naturally.

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selection of a personal mount is an 
important part of the proceedings. 
Everybody knows about eating. 

Each ranch has rounded up its rid- 
ing stock in advance of the dude in- 
vasion (and by the way, that’s one 
of the fascinating activities that the 
early comers get in on). From moun- 
tainside, valley and forest the horses 
are brought in and the corral re- 
ceives its seasoned animals as well 
as new recruits which must prove 
themselves sober, tractable and re- 
liable, after being broken to ride. 

The breaking—there is excitement 
for you. Perch on top of the corral 
fence and watch the dexterous cow- 
boys cut out the young, vigorous but 
untrained animals from the herd. 
Splendid specimens of horseflesh, only 
they have never known bit or saddle. 
The one thing they do know is moun- 
tain trails. They can handle their feet 
nimbly among rocks, edge coolly along 
canyon rims or rock ledges, dodge 
under overhanging pine boughs, slide 
past bulging tree trunks. They also 
have a few other extemporaneous 
tricks which show up in the corral. 

Zing goes the rope and the catch 
is drawn toward the snubbing post in 
the center of the corral. Holding back 
and plunging forward by turns, the 
horse puts on a performance not on 
any circus or rodeo program. It takes 
quick thinking and quick acting on 
the part of the cowboys to outguess 
and finally bring him to anchor, but

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eventually the feat is accomplished, 
sometimes not until the horse is in a 
submissive state of exhaustion. Then 
come the blindfold, the bridle and 
the saddle. Usually this is enough for 
the first day’s lesson and maybe the 
next day the whole performance is 
repeated. One by one the new mounts 
are brought under discipline and the 
saddle string or “remuda” is made up. 

At the small ranches the number 
of mounts may not exceed a score, but 
the big outfits will turn out a cavvy 
of 150 to 200 animals. When all of 
them are saddled and bridled and 
carrying ridérs it looks as though the 
Ringlings had come to town. It is 
amazing with what ease and _ facility 
the average big ranch turns out a 
large number of mounts fully equipped 
and ready for the trail day after day 
during the season. Whether the dude 
can exercise the privilege of select- 
ing his or her own horse depends 
pretty much upon the dude, but the 
only way you can lose your driving 
license once you get it is by reckless- 
ness, cruelty or excessive incompetence. 
The west judges a person by the way 
he treats his horse and the sure way 
to decline in a rancher’s estimation 
is to be inconsiderate of your mount. 

In selecting their horses, dudes 
make their choice on a variety of 
points, not all based on knowledge of 
horseflesh. Some choose a_ certain 
horse because it has a catchy name, 
a special color or some other appeal- 
ing characteristic or trait. Freakish 
pinto or piebald ponies splotched with 
white, brown, black or sorrel in odd 
combinations usually have lots of fans. 
Many of these mounts are obtained 
from tribes of the Indian Reservations. 
The red man has always preferred 
gaily decorated steeds and has made 
a specialty of breeding and rearing 
them. 

For a considerable period of years 
numerous ranchers have experimented 
native range 
horses with thoroughbreds or fancy 
saddle stock and have gone so far 
as to import stallions from Europe 
or Asia. Thus animals with spirit 
and beauty as well as endurance have 
been developed. They can thrive well 
on buffalo grass and other prairie 
and mountain pasturage which would 
depress a_ stable-kept thoroughbred. 
At any rate they can assimilate the 
native pasture as a supplement to the 
fine alfalfa and other grain forage 


with cross-breeding 


which many ranches now produce. 
(Another lure for the pre-season 
guest, depending on the ranch, is the 
spring cattle round-up. This event 
takes place in June when the calf 
crop is tallied and branded on the 
big ranches. On a few of the big 
outfits this enterprise still assumes 
the proportions of an expedition. 
There may be a score or more of 
riders and the actual round-up may 
cover two or three sections (each sec- 
tion is 640 acres) or it may cover 
most of a county—40,000, 60.000. or 
even 80,000 acres. Chuck wagons carry 
the food, the equipment to cook it 
and that extremely important hombre, 
the cook himself. Usually he has a 
helper or two among the cowboys, for 
he is custodian not only of the pro- 
vender but also of the blankets and 
bedding, the tents and whatever else 
is carried in the way of living accom- 
modations, even up to and including 
the modern radio. It’s the rule. of 
course, that each rider is personally

The herd- | 
ing, roping, and branding of the 
calves is a phase of actual ranch work 
that always fascinates the dude. 

Trout fishing, too, is usually at its 
best for the pre-season dude. The 
rainbow, the eastern brook, and the 
steelhead have not yet become wary 
and like all other living things they 
are full of vigor and spring in the 
fresh, icy mountain torrents from the 
peaks. A gentler delight of the early 
ranch guest is the parade of mountain 
and prairie flowers which turns hill 
and mountainside into kaleidoscopes 
of loveliness.

Bears 
are busy lining up their winter dens 
and may be spied upon with a certain 
degree of impunity, although we guar- 
antee nothing, especially if the sub- 
ject of the espionage is a grizzly.

There 
is no objection to this when tillage 
is to be done by hand hoe and rake, 
but when a wheel hoe is to be used

Next to suitable varieties, the most 
important point in selecting crops is 
to avoid those whose enemies make 
their cultivation difficult. Among these 
the most susceptible are Melons and 
Cucumbers. Not only are they preyed 
upon by Cucumber beetles and Squash 
bugs but these pests carry blight in- 
fection from plant to plant and thus 
indirectly destroy the crops. Avoid 
vegetables, too, that require special 
treatment or extra work, or that you 
will use only in limited quantity: 
Leek, Celery, Potato, Endive, Cos (or 
Romaine) Lettuce. Those that sprawl 
over large areas may be added to the 
discard, too: Sweet Potato, Pumpkin, 
winter Squash and Kale. 

When you are ready to plant you 
will find that work can be greatly re- 
duced by using a seed drill for sow- 
ing and a wheel hoe for cultivating 
the crops. Such a combination imple- 
ment will more than justify its cost 
in any garden of 50’ x 75’ or larger. 
With it sowing can be done far more 
uniformly than by hand and the neces- 
sary tillage accomplished more eff- 
ciently, with less effort and in shorter 
time than by hand hoe and rake. On 
the other hand, in an area as small 
as this a garden tractor would hard- 
ly justify its purchase unless it could 
be used for other purposes also. 

Controlling weeds is most efficiently 
and easily done with the brume rake, 
a rather stiff, wire-toothed imple- 
ment. It is far better for this pur- 
than either the steel or the 
wooden garden rake because its stiff 
wires penetrate the soil only half an

PEONIES. There need be no guess- 
work here, for the American Peony 
Society gives a definite rating for the 
plants as they are tried out, and this 
appraisal is followed by all dealers. 
9.5 or more, almost perfect; 9.0 very 
fine; 8.5 fine; 8.0 very good; 7.5 good. 
So for my garden I should be snob- 
bish and begin with Le Cygne, the 
highest rated Peony in existence, 9.9, 
a cream white that apparently can 
never be surpassed or even equaled. 
If another white is wanted, select 
Alice Harding, a later blooming type. 
Jeannot is flesh pink tinged with lay- 
ender, quite late; Longfellow, bright 
crimson; Philippe Rivoire, wine red; 
Therese, an early pink of highest rat- 
ing, all of which would well repre- 
sent the variety of Paeonia chinensis. 
Then I’d turn to those aristocrats lost 
to gardeners for so long a time, but 
once more available, the tree Peonies, 
worth every dollar they cost, and

the plant reaches a height of four to 
five feet. In this division are found 
the pure yellows, a sulphur tinge in 
Chromatella; deep yellow shaded 
orange in Souvenir de Maxime Cornu; 
Lactea is white; Reine des Violettes 
violet; Comtesse de Tuder salmon 
pink. Or, lacking the sixty odd dol- 
lars these five would take, I’'d turn to 
the single Peonies which I find more 
graceful and interesting than the 
doubles, and in a measure more ar- 
tistic. Rosy Dawn has white blooms 
of real Waterlily form, and silver pink 
Madeleine Gauthier is exceptionally 
lovely. Lord Kitchener is crimson and 
Hawa red silver edged. These four 
call for an expenditure of only about 
four dollars! Still I’d save for at 
least one tree specimen! 

Such would be the choices for the 
great cornerstones of the garden. 
Then there would be the “tuck-ins.” 
I'd have four white Lilies succeeding 
each other: the candidum if it would 
grow, followed by the entrancing lit- 
tle Turk’s-cap, Martagon album, 
which in turn brings in its train the 
L. longiflorum, that great beauty be- 
ing followed by L. speciosum album, 
splendid white flowers from June 
to October. Then from among the 
Bellflowers the choice would fall on 
the regal Chimney Bellflower, Cam- 
panula pyramidalis, both the blue and 
the white variety. There would be only 
single Hollyhocks in buff, watermelon 
pink, maroon and white, and no spot- 
ted Foxgloves anywhere, only plain 
white and yellow ones. 

Not an all-comprehensive garden is 
this, but one that will keep the mind 
alert and bring the thrill of knowing 
that the best is mine.

HEDGE PLANTING 

A maximum amount of sunlight is 
one of the main factors in keeping 
a hedge from being straggly and un- 
even. Where it does not exist use 
other means of boundary. Dig a ditch 
to receive the hedge plants about 18 
inches wide and from 12 to 18 inches 
deep, mix well rotted manure with 
the soil at the bottom, spread the 
roots out carefully and fill the ditch 
with good soil, firming it carefully 
around the roots, watering well. In 
deciduous materials cut the young 
hedge plants to within a foot of the 
ground, as the lower the plant stock 
at this time the sooner it will become 
bushy and well filled out at the base. 
Barberry, Privet, Yew can be kept 
less than 3’ tall for a long time, and 
3’ wide if desired. Hawthorn, Spruce, 
Beech cannot be kept low and 
eventually grow 5’ to 8’ wide. Never 
plant a hedge directly against a walk, 
drive or property line, but leave room 
for increase of width. Space the plants 
from 18” to 36” apart according to

YMPATHY goes out to the rebel who struck when told that 
the proper way to start the day was by dusting the garden 
at five in the morning! Still, his mentors had the right idea. 
Like all recurring duties, a routine of a few daily tasks per- 
formed with regularity will lift the maintenance of the ordinary 
home garden from drudgery to a stimulating sense of worth- 
while accomplishment. An hour a day works wonders—if that 
hour comes once.a week. 

It must be confessed that the great drawback in carrying out 
the schedule seldom arises from lack of time, but two inherent 
qualities belonging to most gardeners: the difficulty of keeping 
strictly to the task allotted, and the mooning, dream-bound 
pauses, when the implement drops from an inert hand. 

While five in the morning is a drastic hour, there is no gain- 
saying that the earlier the inviolate time is planned the less 
chance is given for interruptions or the fatal phrase, “I'll skip 
it this one day.” No hard and fast set of procedure rules can 
be dogmatically drawn up, as each spot has special needs, but I 
jot down here for each day suggestive tasks which will keep the 
wheels turning, and prevent any back-breaking time when every- 
thing should be done at once. Basic placements are not taken 
into consideration—transplanting, seeding, setting out acquired

dissolution and limits the danger of root injury. Maurice Fuld 
used to say that to keep a garden growing well throughout the 
season all that was needed was to feed it every two weeks with 
liquid manure, alternating the intervening week with lime 
water. As far as any general, sweeping rule goes this is a good 
one. The two solutions are prepared the same way: a bag of 
pulverized or dried manure and one of horticultural lime are 
suspended in their respective tubs of water, and kept at full 
strength by additions of ingredient and water as used up. A 
standard form of dry food is made from 10 parts of pulverized 
manure, 3 parts of bone flour, and 1 part of Scotch soot dug 
in as soon as leaves begin to form and again when the flower 
buds show color. All spraying should be a weekly performance, 
but each plant only needs feeding about once in six weeks— 
unless the mild Fuld régime is the chosen one. 

Fertilizing is not a quick task, so there will be just about 
enough Tuesdays to get around. Once a month give each Rose 
bitsh and Peony clump a teaspoon of sulphate of iron, or an 
ounce, crushed if lumpy, to each square yard of surface soil, 
working it well into the earth.

GGS are the diplomats of the food world, binding the 
soup, smoothing the sauce, content with their hidden 
powers. Of course they can star brilliantly, dominating the 
breakfast. the luncheon or even the dinner table. George Wash- 
ington served four overlapping omelets, each a different flavor, 
at state dinners at Mount Vernon. And I have an old French 
recipe (which I would be glad to share) for eggs poached in 
red wine that was good enough for Marie Antoinette. But I’m 
not talking now about such grand things. As the ideal adjunct, 
the accessory before the dish, consider the egg. 
As garnish, as binder, as “’richener” it has no peer. Beat 
fast—into a cup of hot consommé. Or add 





one up and stir it 
just enough flour so it will still run off the spoon and drip it 
into the soup while it boils on the stove. Or make the simplest 
of custards—2 yolks, 2 tablespoonfuls of milk and a smitch of 
salt—bake it in hot water and add it, cubed, to chicken broth.

FRIED SQUIGGLES

TART EGG SAUCE 

This presupposes that you are boiling your fish in court 
bouillon. Hard-boil two eggs, separate yolks from whites, chop 
whites fine and rub yolks with two raw yolks. Add a scant 
teaspoonful of prepared mustard, salt, pepper, a pat of butter, 
two tablespoonfuls of vinegar and the juice of a lemon. When 
the fish is done, take it out and reduce the court bouillon to 
about half, keeping the fish hot in the oven. Chop fine some 
parsley, chives, a slice of onion, some capers if you have them, 
half a teaspoonful of tarragon dried or fresh and a large vine- 
gar pickle.

STAIRS 


SSE necessary and utilitarian features of every house 
ve come to be a major decorative asset, or the reverse, 
ing on the skill of the designer. We present some thirty- 
elected stairs and details covering a wide range of types, 
sand materials, offering suggestions adaptable to almost 
style of house. 

first consideration in stair design is, of course, that of 
whether the stair can go straight up, or curve, or have 
more right angle turns in order to reach the floor above 
proper place, and still have headroom and a comfortable 
f accent. Hints on this phase were considered in “It’s Fun 
” (page 44, February, 1937, House BEauTIFUL). The style 
stair then depends on the details of the form and material 


of the parts, the balusters, rail, newel, and stringers. The “risers 
and treads,” while major items structurally, vary less in detail 
except for the “nosing” of the tread, the part which projects 
beyond the riser face below it. 

Notice especially, therefore, each of the four parts just men- 
tioned. There are hundreds of variations in the shape, turning, 
carvings, and placing of balusters, and in the newels as well. 
The stair with a handrail that spirals in a graceful flare to the 


newel always seems hospitable and gracious. Ther the treatment 


of the stringer, with scrolls, panels or drops, is always interest- 
ine and a decorative feature which demands careful study- in 
design. Study the component parts in these portfolio photo- 
graphs in choosing the type of stair you like best.

SWEET PEAS (Lathyrus odoratus). Color: 
Various. Height: 6’. Blooms: Throughout summer, 
under proper care and conditions. Type: Annual 
climber; requires support. Habit: Gross feeder and 
requires abundance of rotted manure or compost; add 
bonemeal at rate of one ounce per foot of trench. 
Plant foods: Commercial brands according to manu- 
facturer’s directions, or liquid manure (1 bu. cow 
manure to 50 gal. water) to roots every other week; 
alternate with nitrate of soda (1 Ib. to 50 gal. water).

HE chief thing to recognize in any discussion of elf 

wiring is its importance to the proper functioning of |} 
house. The finer technical points are for architects and engi 
to worry about, but the provisions for adequate electric pf 
must be paid for by the owner—and therefore should be ulf 
stood by him, too. 

Power pure and simple, rather than just light, is ay 
concern of your wiring system today. Of all the current 
sumed in houses, the heaviest drains are caused, not by 
bulbs or motors (fans, washers, vacuum cleaners, air ¢ 
tioners, mixers), but by heating elements in toasters, pet 
tors, waffle irons, ranges, irons, ironers.

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lower left of the drawing the heavy black line represents the 
main supply line entering the house from the street. Somewhere 
along this line is the meter, and beyond that, conveniently and 
preferably centrally located in the basement, is the main dis- 
tributing panel. In the particular system inspiring this diagram, 
this is known as a totalizing unit. It contains the main fuses 
or circuit breakers, acting really as automatic safety switches 
which control the entire system. (See drawing in circle.) From 
this unit emerge several wires of various sizes. One of them, 
you will notice, leads with two branches to the heating and 
air-conditioning plant. Another leads to the hot water heater 
in the basement and the range in the kitchen. This provides 
adequately for these two heavy-duty units in such a way that 
each will operate efficiently and that neither will interfere 
with the other. Already, you see, the basic power equipment is 
accounied for without affecting any further wires leading to 
the rest of the house. As for the latter, you will notice three 
branch circuits similarly leading to the kitchen and hall in the

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TREES 


by P. G. CROSS 
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TERNAL vigilance is the price of good trees. Regular in- 
spection is imperative for their health. Hardly a day 
passes but what I run a scrutinizing eye over my tree family. 
Possession connotes responsibility, the responsiblity of care, 
protection and results. For example, one morning, February 
6, in freezing temperature, I paid a friendly visit to an ever- 
green setting. On a fine bush pine I noticed a couple of brown, 
dirtlike masses fastened to branches. Those masses of dirt were 
bags loaded with eggs, all set ready for hatching action in a 
few weeks, with devastating results for that Pine and other 
handy growths. I consigned them to the furnace without any 
compunction whatever. 

If you’ve ever seen a broken arm or leg doubtless you 
noticed the unnatural aspect of the member. So with tree con- 
ditions. Learn to know the natural “look” of leaves and 
branches. Curled edges or two leaves seemingly glued to- 
gether too often indicate: the egg tent of an insect pest. Pine 
needles stand erect and spreading. When you catch sight of 
a group of needles bunched together inspection will disclose 
the fact that a tree pest has pulled them together to form a live 
tent hatchery. Thus’ an alert eye can be the effective cause of 
stopping many an insect’s pestiferous activities before it gets 
started. Always with trees prevention is far better than cure. 
Be on the watch for migrating caterpillars. There’s a beautiful, 
narrow-winged moth with orange and blue-black coloring that 
delights in burrowing in the inner bark and sapwood of Pines. 
Discover first, then, your tree 














troubles and needs before 
you call into action sharp 
tools and cutting im- 
plements. Careful ex- 
amination can bring 
to your notice a 
piece of bark raised 
above normal level, 
to cite a case. Likely 
a bark beetle is having 
the time of his life under- 
neath. Explore the suspi- 
cious-looking piece of bark carefully and remove all loose bark— 
carefully. What the skin is to your body the bark is to the tree. 
so act accordingly. 


TREATMENT. There are a number of helpful aids any prac- 
tical minded person can give his trees, and ought to. And there 
are certain major operations which only a tree technician can 
do, and should be employed to do. But make sure your tree 
man knows his business. You can’t afford to take any chances 


with your trees. Cheap workmanship is dear at any price.

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TALL HOUSE PLANTS. After the winter’s growth of any house 
plant that sends its main stem upward and branches the leaves 
from this stalk, its spring appearance is apt to be ungainly. It 
is easy to correct the appearance and obtain at the same time 
two plants instead of one. The process really amounts to 
rooting the top by the cutting method, before it is finally 
severed from the old plant, and is called air-layering or Chinese 
layering. It may be done on any feather duster appearing plant 
such as the Dracaena, the Rubber Plant or the Dieffenbachia. 
Make a clean incision on the stem half-way through at the 
point you wish the new roots to spring from and remove a 
ring of the hard surface. Continue the cut upwards for an 
inch. Between the two stem sections insert and bind some 
sphagnum moss. Split a 3-inch flower pot in half, fill it with 
another handful of moss, and tie the two halves together 
around the severed stem. Keep moist 
until roots show on the outside of 
the moss, then remove the pack- 
ing and sever and start the new 
plant independently. It takes 
about six weeks. The 
flower pot is not 
obligatory if the 
handful of moss is 
securely fastened otherwise, but 

it is easier. Now is the time to do this. 
The top of the original plant will sprout new

DANDELIONS GONE TO SEED. This is one plant which has 
escaped even the most vigorous digging or drastic killing with 
a weed exterminator. It can bloom and go to seed almost over 
night and with its breeze-blown fluff start dozens of new plants 
all over the lawn. Where there is an outdoor electric outlet, 
ridding the grass areas of dandelions with the vacuum cleaner 
is the latest note in gardening. The attachments for the clean- 
ing of upholstery are adjusted, the motor is turned on, the tube 
is dropped over the blooms that are going to seed, and pouf! 
they are gone with all their dangers. Follow this by judicious 
digging and the weed will take its departure without much 
labor. 


SEED STERILIZATION. An application of red copper oxide 
dust to flower and vegetable seeds before planting them would 
obviate many exasperating losses from so-called damping-off. 
which really has nothing to do with any state of applied 
moisture but is due to decay of the seed by soil-borne organ- 
isms. This inexpensive material is used dry, as desired, only 
small amounts being required. The seed may be treated either 
when planted or in advance, 
then stored in a dry place. 
~One level teaspoonful per 
pound of seed is satisfactory 
for the smaller vegetable 
seeds like Spinach, Beets or 
Chard; for larger, heavier 


ones such as Peas, Squash or 


Cucumbers one teaspoonful 

to five pounds of seed is the 
rate. For packet quantities, a pinch of the dust is sufficient to 
give each seed a coating, the best way of application being to 
shake the seed and dust together in some tight container like 
a fruit jar until the former is thoroughly coated. A bulletin on 
the subject has been prepared and is available from the State 
Experiment Station.

Rose Pruning. A Rose should be grown 
either for landscape effect or for flowering 
ability. If you desire superior blooms and a 
continuous supply of them you must neces- 
sarily prune the plants back so that three or 
four eyes remain on each good branch. The 
oldest and poorest branches are removed en- 
tirely. With the shrubby Roses, such as the 
Rugosas and the Brier hybrids, the only 
object in pruning is to remove the oldest 
wood and reshape the bushes. The large- 
flowered climbers should have some of the 
old wood removed and the short growth on 
each of the main branches cut back perhaps 
two-thirds. The rambler type of climbing 
Rose typified by the Dorothy Perkins should 
have the oldest branches completely re- 
moved. 

Dusting Roses. It is none too early to be- 
gin to protect Roses against black spot. You 
can keep the foliage free from disease early 
in the spring by dusting regularly with 
Massey’s Dust. made from 9 parts of dusting 
sulphur and 1 part of arsenate of lead. To- 
bacco dust is sometimes added to this in 
order to control plant lice. 

Hedge Pruning. There 
is a common tendency to 
prune hedges in earliest 
spring, in which case you 
will cut into

Pansies. You’ may now purchase Pansies, 
English Daisies and Forget-me-nots from 
your florist and nurseryman, Either set them 
out in beds or use them to add a spot of color 
in front of your evergreens. An excellent way 
to keep Pansies in bloom for a long period of 
time is to place a few plants among the 
branches of creeping Junipers or to set them 
amid such low-growing perennials as Euro- 
pean Catnip, Nepeta mussini, in which case 
the branches of the evergreens or Catnip will 
shade the soil. Frequently I have had Pansies 
blooming into the late summer, with surprise 
blooms peeping up among the ground cover 
foliage. 

Ground Covers. If you object to the bare 
soil surrounding the plants at the front of 
your house there are any number of good 
plants which will spread rampantly to cover 
the soil and also eliminate the necessity for 
cultivation. In the list of obliging fillers-in 
are English Ivy, Periwinkle, Vinca, Pachy- 
sandra and the various Sedums.

of course ideal because the foliage is green 
throughout the year. This also applies to 
Periwinkle, Vinca and Pachysandra. Pachy- 
sandra is an evergreen ground cover which 
succeeds admirably in certain neighborhoods, 
but throughout the vast Middlewest the in- 
dividual plants do not merge together to 
form the ideal ground cover. 

Where the soil is poor and where these 
other ground covers cannot be grown, there 
are a multitude of Sedums, particularly the 
Stringy Stonecrop, Sedum sarmentosum. This 
is the Stonecrop you wouldn’t think of plant- 
ing in a rock garden because every piece 
grows even if it is not planted. For a more 
interesting foliage effect I would suggest 
Sedum ellacombianum. A little taller plant 
which is not a mat of growth but slightly 
more upright and sometimes used for a semi- 
evergreen hedge is known as Germander.

TO AVOID FAILURES 


Bulbs. If bulbs have been mulched too 
heavily during the winter and this mulch was 
not loosened early enough this spring, the 
leaves are inclined to be somewhat distorted. 

Are your Daffodils, Grape Hyacinths, Poet’s 
Narcissus, Star-of-Bethlehem and other bulbs 
which succeed unusually well in your garden 
coming up too thickly? Then be sure to re- 
mind yourself in the garden notebook that 
these clumps need to be 
divided early this fall or 
as soon as the foliage has 
died down after the 
blooming period.

NOTABLE NORTHERN PLANTS 


Crown Imperial. One day I looked through 
the fence of an almost forgotten garden and 
there amidst the unpruned shrubs I discov- 
ered a Crown Imperial before I knew its 
name or learned its nature of growth. Upon 
inquiry I found the name of this interesting 
plant and I have always thought of it as one 
of the startling flowers for the early spring 
garden. One day in April its leaves emerge 
from the soil and then its stem makes such 
rapid growth that it is only a week or so be- 
fore a gorgeous mass of fiery scarlet flowers 
has opened in full beauty. Strange, too, is 
the tuft of green leaves which surmounts 
each stem. 

If you look within the flower you will find 
that each petal holds a drop of fluid. Legend 
states that the flowers were once white and 
borne erectly. The Savior was expected to 
come to the garden and all the other flowers 
begged the Crown Imperial to bow her head 
but she said, “I am a royal flower and I bow 
to no one!” Just then the Savior came by and 
as He gently gazed at her she flushed deep 
red and bent her head to hide a tear drop 
which appeared on each of her six petals. 

The bulbs of Crown Imperial are solid and 
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rather hollowed in the center. They should be 
set in the fall at the same time as Tulips are 
planted. They enjoy a slightly shaded place 
and when growing normally should be divided 
every three or four years. The bulbs exhale 
a skunklike odor, but this is not evident in 
the flower itself. When small bulbs are pur-

Star Magnolia. One of the earliest Mag- 
nolias to bloom in our gardens is Magnolia 
stellata, much more dwarf than the commoner 
Saucer Magnolia, M. soulangeana. Some 
catalogues still list it as M. halleana because 
Doctor George R. Hall sent it from Japan to 
the Parsons Nursery, about 1862. 

The snowy fragrant flowers are made up of 
many sharp-pointed petals. This is a shrubby 
plant, generally wider than tall. Even plants 
30 years old are not over 12 feet tall. They 
bloom at a young age and it is not uncommon 
for a two-foot plant to have six or eight blos- 
soms. The flowers open before the leaves and 
are generally three inches in diameter. 

Magnolias should always be purchased 
from the nurseries as balled and burlapped 
specimens and should be transplanted just 
about the time of blooming, when the ‘some- 
what soft roots will readily take hold of the 
new soil. Magnolias are rarely pruned, as the

A. Wood. If you can use the cellar space under the addition, we 
say have a full-depth basement. If you don’t need this space you 
could excavate only deep enough so that there would be about 2 
feet clearance between the bottom of the floor construction and the 
soil. If aforesaid floor construction is to be of wood—assuming that 
you must do the most economical job possible—we suggest that when 
the ground has been leveled to the desirable grade it be covered with 
a thin coat of concrete to deter termites and dampness from coming 
through (“A” in the drawing). Next, there should be ventilating 
louvers (“B”) about every 15 to 20 feet to allow air to circulate 
and thus forestall dry rot. Then on the underside of the joists heavy 
paper should be securely nailed (“C”). Between joists fill in with 
4 inches of insulating material (““D”). Over the top of the joists the 
double wood floor (“F”) could be nailed in the orthodox manner. 
Incidentally, there should be copper flashing for termite prevention 
extended over the top of the foundation wall (“G”), and turned 
down at 45 degrees along the edges. 

Concrete. The alternative to wood 
construction is to have a concrete 
slab, and while this would cost 
more, neither termites or dampness 
would attack the floor structure. Re- 
ferring to the accompanying draw- 
ing, the soil (“K”) could be left as 


native as you please. It would be 





advisable to have occasional ventilating louvers (“L”). The con- 
crete slab (“M”) in the drawing is shown as though poured on the 
job and re-enforced with rods. In some communities it is less ex- 
pensive to use pre-cast concrete joists and over them lay smallish 
pre-cast slabs. Your contractor can tell you which will cost the least. 
When all is said and paid for you may find that either of these two 
prescriptions cost as much as would a full-fledged cellar. But that 


you can determine only by obtaining actual estimates.

S IN all other business rela- 
tions, confidence is the most 
essential factor in the success of 
an owner’s contacts with his archi- 
tect. However large or small the 
new home may be it is an im- 
portant event, a major undertak- 
ing, yet few realize what may be 
and should be expected from the 
one man who can do more than 
any other in achieving the best 


possible home. 


Most people never have an oc- 
casion to learn very much about 
architects. Those who are fortunate 
enough to have a home built for 
themselves usually have this ex- 
perience only once during a life- 
time, so that their first contact 
with this profession is apt to be 
their last. For this very reason the 
technique which an architect must 
develop in explaining his services 
to the client who builds only once, 
and in maintaining a friendly rela- 
tionship to the end of the build- 


|ing operation, is particularly dif- 
| ficult. Many of the pitfalls of this 


relationship can be avoided if the 
prospective home builder has a 
better understanding of the archi- 


| tect’s methods of working, and how 
| to cooperate with him.

One of the most extreme cases in

features. In another case the very 
existence of two sons away at 
school was unknown to me until 
the drawings were completed. Of 
course the owner had _ provided 
space for them in working over the 
plans with me, but if I had known 
what the extra space really was 
for, I might have worked out a 
better solution. 





These are extremes, but there 
are many small things which are 
very often overlooked, such as the 
individual who has a violent dis- 
like for some color, or is unusually 
sensitive to certain sounds, or who 
has a specific hobby or a minor 
physical handicap. You may feel 
that all of these will be cared for 
before the house is finished, or that 
they are not important, or that 
your architect is not concerned 
with them. If your home is to be 
designed to suit fully the needs 
of your family, he cannot give 
you the best of which he is capable 
without knowing all about the peo- 
ple who are to live in the house. 

While discussing this phase of 
your problem, it is well to call 
attention to any changes in the size 
of the family which may take place 
at a future time. You may feel 
again that this is beyond his prov- 
ince and interest, but always re- 
member that nothing is beyond his 
interest which may result in a 
more satisfactory home. If a house 
is to be enlarged at a later time 
or the use of various rooms 
changed, these conditions should 
be fully known at the time the 
plans are being developed.

variations to contend with, it be- 
comes impossible for anyone to say 
what a house will cost until all of 
the factors are known. An architect 
might tell you that he can produce 
a home for $8,000, but you will 
not know just what he has in mind 
and you may have requirements of 
size, finish or equipment which, 
when known to him, would bring 
the preliminary estimate to $12.,- 
000. However carefully he may 
estimate the value, contractors will 
vary considerably in their estimates 
and they have a much closer con- 
tact with current costs than most 
architects. But the real basis for 
most advances in final cost from 
architects’ preliminary budgets is 
due to factors introduced by the 
client during the progress of plans 
and specifications, or after con- 
struction has started. 


FINANCING. Most people do not 
build for all cash, nor are they in 
a position to go far beyond their 
first budget. If you are planning 
to secure a building loan and 
mortgage, you will have to tell 
the bank all about your financial 
condition. This includes your in- 
come from whatever source, the 
value of your building plot and 
your other assets. Nearly all new 
mortgages on homes are being 
made on a monthly repayment 
basis so that your ability over a 
period of years to meet these pay- 
ments is as important as the value 
of your house and land. Any ar- 
chitect who is familiar with resi- 
dential building can tell you in 
advance whether or not you are in 
a position to secure a mortgage 
and what the probable limits may 
be. But before he can do this you 
will have to be as frank with him 
as the bank will force you to be 
with it. Where an architect will 
probably take your word for what 
you say, the bank will investigate 
each of your statements. Nothing 
can be gained by withholding any 
vital information. If you have not 
enough confidence in your archi- 
tect to trust him with this informa- 
tion, he will not be able to serve 
you as well as he could if you 
gave him all of the facts. Besides, 
he may be able to save you the 
whole cost of drawing and specifi- 
cations by knowing in advance that 
it will be impossible to finance the 
house you want. The bank will not 
be able to give you this informa- 
tion after you have your 
plans. If you really want to build 
a house and have given your archi-

may overestimate the ability of his 
client to understand the drawings 
he presents for approval. There 
are many ways that an architect 
can explain what he proposes to 
build if he understands the limita- 
tions of his client. Heights and 
widths may be measured off in 
known rooms, perspectives and 
isometric drawings can be made of 
the whole or any part, simple scale 
models can be made in various 
ways. It would involve too great an 
expense to do all of these things 
for every feature of every house, 
but you are entitled to know what 
you are approving and should in- 
sist on a clear understanding be- 
fore you proceed. A small quick 
“thumb-nail” sketch may be all

you need to see some 


clearly. Ask him for it. Often the 





plan of the house is laid out at 
actual size on the ground, but this 
is very deceiving and all areas will 
look much smaller than they are. 
A plan with furniture drawn to 
scale or a small model will show 
much more than the actual size 
marked on the ground. 


CHOPPING AND CHANGING. 
You may feel that your dealings 
with your architect are nearly over 
when the contract is signed and 
that after that all you have to do 
is pay the bills. Certainly archi- 
tects would welcome such an easy 
conclusion to their efforts, but un- 
fortunately many of the most seri- 
ous problems arise after work has 
started, and many of these could 
be avoided if the average owner 
had a better understanding of an 
architect’s function.

INOCULATING FOR FINE 
PLANTS.—Lovely Lupines are 
largely a matter of luck—not be- 
cause the causes of success or 
failure are beyond control, but be- 
cause few of us pay any attention 
to one of the vital factors that con- 
trol them.

In fact the certainty of an in- 
crease in population must be taken 
into consideration and the house 
have possibilities of expansion. 
Thus a bird house of eight rooms 
with a detachable roof could be 
used the first year, converted into 
a two-story house of sixteen rooms 
the second year and enlarged into 
a three-story house of twenty-four 
rooms the third year. A larger 
colony than such a house will hold 
is scarcely desirable and will not 
be needed to keep the average-sized 
garden free from mosquitoes. 

Such a house can be purchased 
already made or, if preferred, it 
can be built by the home gardener 
himself. It should, of course, be 
waterproof and have a slanting 
roof projecting out over the en- 
trance. It should be well ventilated 
by means of several small holes 
bored through the walls near the 
roof of the house or by means of a 
double roof or compartment above 
the house proper which will serve 
as an insulator. A few tiny holes 
should also be bored through the 
first floor of the house to drain out 
any water that may get in. 

In addition the house should be 
easily accessible for cleaning. The 
bottom, the top or one side should 
be attached with hinges and a 
small catch. Wasps and bees will 
take possession of a bird house. 
The gypsy moth and other insects 
are likely to lay their eggs therein. 
Tn addition the martins themselves 
are subject to parasites which will 
infest the house.

If you are yearn- 
ing for a few small fruit trees to 
accent certain places in your gar- 
den as well as to furnish fruit, and 
hesitate to plant them because you 
feel it takes trees so long to grow, 
try this method. Many weeks be- 
fore you send out your orders for 
the trees (perhaps Cherry, Pear, 
Plum or Quince), have holes dug 
at least two feet across and two 
and a half or even three feet deep. 
Break up the ground at the bottom, 
for this soil will be hard. Into the 
hole put peat moss, barnyard or 
commercial fertilizer, piles of old 
leaves, all the refuse from the 
kitchen such as apple and potato 
peelings, beet tops, coffee grounds, 
orange and grapefruit peelings, 
pecan shells, egg shells. Then put 
in layers of dirt, the top dirt first. 
Pack it down. Turn the hose on it.

Those require 


amounts of leaf mold can make 
their own products each fall by 
raking leaves into a pit and allow- 
ing them to decompose. Getting 
leaf mold “in the wild,” however, 
has one advantage: it is older and 
more fully rotted. Often good stuff 
can be dug up for quite a distance 
below the surface of the ground 
because of centuries of unremoved 
accumulation.

Each fall, when the Peony stalks 
have died down and cured, [ cut 
them off close to the ground and 
burn them. Then I sprinkle a gen- 
erous amount of Nurexo over the 
spot where the Peony stood. In 
very early spring I repeat the per- 
formance. Then, when. the pink 
shoots of the Peony are about an 
inch above ground, they get an- 
other dose of Nurexo. 

For five years now I have had 
glorious blooms of Peonies where I 
had none before—and in a climate 
where Peonies are hard to grow 
and do not usually bloom well.

SHADE LOVERS. In the Pacific 
Northwest, where the temperature 
reaches the upper 80’s only about 
twice in a summer, shade-loving 
plants can be brought farther out 
into the open than would be safe 
in the East, and they then flower 
more freely than if planted ac- 
cording to the usual cultural direc- 
tions. 

An experience with Lilies-of-the- 
Valley illustrates this. A bed in 
the shade of an Apple tree had 
always bloomed sparingly. For 
landscape reasons the tree was re- 
moved, leaving the bed exposed 
to full sunshine at least half the 
day. Before the anxious owner 
could provide other shade, spring 
came and the Lilies-of-the-Valley 
blossomed, this time in startling 
profusion. Ever since then they 
have flowered earlier and more 
freely than their confréres in the 
shade. The same was found true 
of polyanthus Primroses. 

The only favor these shade 
lovers ask in the sunnier location 
is a somewhat more faithful and 
liberal watering than the rest of 
the garden requires. 

It is agreed that shade retards 
flowering, and most plants bloom 
best when grown in as much sun- 
shine as they can stand. Therefore 
residents of this region might well 
experiment in this matter, instead 
of following literally the directions 
which are often designed for 
warmer localities.

In planning a first floor it would 
be time well spent to cut out a 
piece of paper the right scale for 
each of the various rooms, then 
keep shuffling them about until 
you arrive at an arrangement 
which is satisfactory. There may 
have to be subsequent adjust- 
ments in sizé and shape, but the 
basic scheme can thus take form. 
When you get a fairly satisfactory 
sequence of rooms make a tracing 
of it before moving the units about 
in trying for an even better solu- 
tion. The final plan by your archi- 
tect may be a combination of sev- 
eral of your layouts. 

Before letting contracts try to 
imagine living in the house. On 
your plan go through an entire 
serene average day from morning 
to midnight.

One of the most common condi- 
tions found to exist is a more or 
less low plant food condition, and 
more often, a plant food content 
that is much out of balance.

part potassium nitrate and two 
parts superphosphate, one trowel- 
ful, about 14% pint, applied to each 
three-foot plant. One application 
in the spring when growth begins 
is sufficient. Keep the areas 
mulched with peat moss, oak 
leaves, or pine needles. When 
using commercial fertilizers such 
as Vigoro, Loma,  Driconure, 
Henure, follow directions and 
given quantities carefully. 


WEDNESDAY AND THURS- 
DAY: WATERING AND 
MULCHING. These two days 
I have bracketed, for the two 
processes should follow one an- 
other immediately, and it will 
probably take the two days to at- 
tend to them properly. Once a 
week is, of course, an arbitrary 
interval, but unless in time of 
drought or little rain or in treat- 
ing a very sandy soil, if properly 
done and begun when the earth is 
still full of spring moisture, the 
interim is not too long. Watering 
should never be done in the heat 
of the day, but either in the early 
morning hours or late in the after- 
noon when the sun’s rays, are 
lessened. A little watering does 
more harm than good, and a mere 
damping of the earth causes roots 
to come up for the moisture they 
should find deep down, and shal- 
low root systems produce poor 
plants. Give the beds a thorough 
soaking and avoid overhead sprink- 
ling, only once in awhile cleaning 
the foliage by a water spray. I

The third year in the life of a Fox- 
glove plant often produces the fin- 
est bloom. One plant in my garden 
produced eleven spikes; on another 
stalk, 6’ 9” tall, there was a flower 
spike of forty-five inches with 155 
bells. 

The difficulty in growing Fox- 
gloves in my own locality (the 
Great Lakes Region, Ohio) is their 
high mortality in winter. Where 
leaves are not sufficient protection 
the following method has been 
found to give good results: Take 
straw and twist it into a ropelike 
strand. Wrap it around the base of 
the plant. A few twigs placed up- 
right in the ground will help hold 
the straw in position. 

Some thought should be given to 
the interplanting of Foxgloves. 
Cimicifuga racemosa (Snakeroot) 
will give a continued bloom and 
the leaves hide the Foxgloves, 
which are not lovely after flower- 
ing until the second growth ap- 
pears. Another valuable asset of 
Snakeroot is that its Willow-like 
stem gives support like that of an 
underbrush.

DONT FORGET 
THE TREES

A farmer friend came to me 
some time past complaining about 
the death of a ten-inch Cherry 


tree. Said he, “I saw lots of ants 
running up and down the trunk so 
I painted it with some old red barn 
paint to kill the ants—” 

“And,” I cut in, “you killed the 


tree!” 


‘But what about the ants?” he 
argued. 
“Most likely they were after 


some aphids, and instead of hurt- 
ing your fruit tree were helping 
surgical operations are involved. 
it,’ was my answer. 

Maybe you will discover a small 
hole in a tree trunk, drilled there 
by atree borer. A few words about 


this borer business may help. 
There are several bad ones, the 
worst being the Apple, Locust, 


Hickory, and fruit tree bark bee- 
tle. They work all the time, either 
in the larval or adult stages. The 
Hickory borer is a gray and brown 
longicorn beetle. In the larva stage 
it bores under the bark and into 
the wood. Another borer is a long- 
horned black little devil with thir- 
teen yellow bands. Yet another 
(his real title is Corthylus puncta- 
tissimus—and he’s as bad as his 


name) is an adept at girdling 
sugar maples, killing them, _ of 
course. One more, the Locust 


borer, is a longicorn pest that in 
its larval stage bores into the trunk 
of Locusts. Here’s how you can tell 
him: Look for 
beetle marked with yellow bands. 
All of these pests can be con- 


a brownish-black 


trolled. 

Any hole in any tree is a place 
of potential trouble, and must be 
closed tight. First explore the dis- 
covered cavity much as a dentist 
does a decayed tooth. A piece of 
stiff wire or a crochet needle will 
serve for your exploring instru- 
ment. All debris and decayed mate- 
rial must be removed. Cavity 
cleaned out perfectly, now sterilize 
it with a mild solution of bichlor- 
ide of mercury. A diluted solution 
of phenol will do the business. But 


That 


clean and sterilized before you seal 


note this: cavity must be 
it tight against weather and insect 
attacks. For small cavities pack 
with neat cement (stiff mix) up to 
trunk, not bark, level. thus allow- 
ing the bark to lip over the filling. 
Watch that point, it’s important. 

Unless you have had the techni- 
cal training and experience, my 
advice is to call for the services of

Dandie Dinmont—Alpin Nymph 


DANDIES. We have characterized 
the Bedlington as unique among ter- 
riers. What word remains to describe 
adequately the Dandie Dinmont? We'll 
say he’s decidedly different. Most ter- 
riers are sculptured out of rectangular 


blocks. The Dandie was molded of 
plastic material, all softly smoothed 
into gentle curves—no angles. That 


is the distinguishing characteristic of 
this eighteen-pound bundle of pepper 
or mustard-colored animation. He has 
a long, strong and _ flexible body, 
mounted on short legs, the hind ones 
longer than the front. His well-domed 
forehead is covered with soft, silky 
hair, with the rest of his coat a mix- 
ture of hard and soft hair. Those 
very dark hazel eyes look out on a 
world filled with possibilities of ad- 
venture, for he is of ancient lineage 
and was bred to tackle anything. He’s 
at home anywhere, and needs only a 
minimum of grooming. 





Irish Terrier—Ch. One Particular 


IRISH TERRIERS. Ireland has con- 
tributed two breeds to the terrier 
family—the Irish and the Kerry Blue, 
and neither is green. The Irish terrier 
is related to the Welsh and is probably 
from the old English ter- 
rier. One doesn’t, however, go too 
deeply into genealogical research 
when looking for a canine companion.

Small wonder that thousands of visi- 
tors from all parts of the United 
States and Canada, with many from 
foreign lands, flock to Giralda Farms 
for this unrivalled event of the canine 
year. It is one of the most beautiful 
and colorful of all open-air pageants, 
a picture never to be forgotten. While 
the crowds increase every year there 
is always room for everybody. Never 
have the parking spaces been insuffi- 
cient. Food and drink are more than 
ample for dogs and their admirers.

SPRING PUPPIES. While more

The most important factor is 
the weather. Clear, warm days invite 
dog and owner into the open and the 
wider the open spaces the better. They 
are an incentive for long walks, which 
are good for man and beast. Regular 
exercise and plenty of it build bone 
and muscle and sound teeth in the 
youngster, without which he will be 
susceptible to innumerable canine ills. 
Housebreaking is much more simple 
in pleasant weather, which offers no 
excuse for not getting the puppy out 
the first thing in the morning and 
the last thing at night, not to men- 
tion immediately after each meal. 


STRANGE DOGS. Many persons who 
have not had the advantage of inti- 
mate association with dogs of various 
breeds become panic-stricken at the 
approach of a strange animal, more 
especially if it is one of the larger 
types and of somewhat forbidding 
appearance. A child usually screams, 
while older persons back away and 
often threaten the dog with an um- 
brella, bag, stick, or anything else 
that is at hand, all of which merely 
serve to make the situation more 
serious. In the first place a_ truly 
vicious dog running at large is an 
extreme rarity; even a bad-tempered 
animal will not attack a human being 
unless he is goaded into the belief 
that he is about to be attacked. All 
animals, including dogs, are curious. 
What they do not comprehend at first 
they attempt to understand by investi- 
gation in their own manner. That is 
why a dog sniffs at clothing, shoes 
and an extended hand. A quick mo- 
tion, a sharp will 
frighten a strange dog, which imme- 


sudden sound, 


diately is resentful and on guard 
against possible attack. The best 


thing for a timid person to do on the 
approach of a strange dog is to stand 
still. Let him and sniff to his 
heart’s content. Above all, don’t shrink 
back suddenly or run away.

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ESCAPE... The psychologists tell us of “escape mechan- 
isms” which we unconsciously set up for ourselves to get 
away from those things that worry or displease us, but I 
want to suggest again that it is a good idea to plan con- 
sciously now a place where one can get away both physically 
and mentally from the cares of the week—a week-end retreat. 
It isn’t expensive, it shouldn’t be elaborate—if it is either 
it misses its whole purpose. Rest and recreation are pos- 
sible only if we determine once and for all that this retreat 
shall be dedicated to the simple life, an informal, lazy, 
go-as-you-please, do-as-you-please sort of place—a place 
where you can be yourself, be alone with yourself, or enjoy 
unhurried, unpremeditated relaxation with a kindred spirit. 
Why not take the car this week-end and loaf along the back 
roads to find your acre—a clearing, a view, a woodland spot, 
perhaps a brook—it’s land that’s probably worth nothing 
except as a place for you to renew yourself in mind and 
body. And then plan your retreat to be just as you want it. 
There'll be no neighbors to impress, no Joneses to keep up 
with, so make it simple and small and easy to use and 
maintain. Remember it is to give you leisure, time to do 
anything or nothing as suits your fancy, so don’t make it 
a place that requires much care. 


JERRY... He is back at work again, the jerry-builder, 
putting up houses for sale, shoddy houses that mean trouble 
for the unsuspecting buyer. He is competing on a price 
basis with the reliable, long-established builder and_ the 
honest developer. A year or more ago he and his ilk couldn’t 
borrow the money to build with, but now he can finance 
on a type of FHA plan of amortizing mortgage which looks 
so safe to the purchaser. It’s a “guaranteed mortgage” plan 
—with the purchaser paying insurance to protect the lender 
as well as giving him a mortgage on the home. The FHA 
plan payments must be made each month for eighteen to 
twenty years, which is good, if the house is good. But long 
before the last payment a jerry-built house is likely to crack, 
sag, leak, deteriorate and become obsolete to such an extent 
that the owner will feel that he’s paying for a dead horse. 
The worst of it is that Jerry’s job looks so good to the 
untrained eye—and even the trained eye cannot see the 
defective materials and workmanship that Jerry carefully 
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conceals. At least, then, get a competent architect or other 
reliable building expert to go over any house you may 
consider buying. Or better, build the house you want where 
you want it, with an architect to supervise the construction 
and make sure that quality materials and equipment are 
installed. Good plans and specifications are not enough; 
only competent supervision while the house is being built 
will insure full value and durability. 


of GAMES ... To fill in that pause when the week-end guests 


have changed to sports clothes and have come down stairs, 
why not a short game—or a long one, if it gets interesting 
—on the lawn? You don’t have to build a tennis court 
to get a lively work-out, because good old games are coming 
back, and new ones too.

See in Europe is exciting this year. It’s not only the chestnut blossoms 
in the Bois, nor the flower women sitting in the rain in Piccadilly Circus, 
nor the sturdy little close-cropped German boys, shouting as they sniff the April 
air. For me it’s been exciting because I’ve just seen the Leipzig Fair, a city 
turned into a giant showroom. I’ve seen the fairgrounds for the Paris Expo- 
sition (it will be opening as you read this and Ill be able to tell you all about 
it in the June issue) and I’ve talked to dozens of Englishmen and women 
about the Coronation, on the 12th of May, and its effect on decoration. 

All these things would have fascinated you, the readers of House Beautiful; 
and I’ve felt, all the time, that | wanted to tell you about them. I’ve felt as 
though I were visiting Europe for you, seeing things through your eyes, getting 
ideas for your houses. 


The mammoth Leipzig Fair represents 25 countries, each one of which con-

assurance of success? The answer to the query is to choose 
ties in view of the locations they are to occupy. For fore- 
nd planting or in small gardens only types are suitable 
have small leaves, thick bushy habit of growth with height 
breadth about equal. Such requirements are met by the 
lina Rhododendron, R. carolinianum, a species from the 
1ern Allegheny mountains. The leaves are from one to two 
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inches and the flower clusters, pale to deep pink, come in late 
May and are about three inches across. A white form has the 
same characteristics. A dwarf specimen of the Catawba Rho- 
dodendron, the mountain Rosebay from Virginia and North 
Carolina, is R. Catawbiense compactum, which fills all the re- 
quirements of a naturally low-growing class; the flowers are lilac- 
purple or white. Most hybrids of R. cawcasicum are likewise 
compact in growth, white Boule de Neige being one easily ob- 
tained and satisfactory to grow. These are all rated hardy and 
succeed best in an open location with a reasonable amount of 
sun. A garden using these three types would not only have 
attractive flowers, but examples of different foliage, an attribute 
of the Rhododendrons not sufficiently noticed by the usual gar- 
dener. The foliage of Rhododendrons is of such great variety 
that annually at the Royal Horticultural Society Show in Eng- 
land an exhibit is made of the leaves, showing both the top 
and underneath sides of each variety of leaf. It’s that sort of 
thing that makes our friends across the ocean better gardeners 
in the main than we are! Make a showing for yourself with 
leaf specimens of carolinianum, bronze green on top, rusty 
gray beneath; catawbiense, dark green shining above, pale 
tinted beneath; caucasicum, bright green and veined on top 
and thick, woolly, tomentose, brownish underneath. It’s a fas- 
cinating comparison. 

When it is a question of large masses of green or naturalistic 
plantings the large-leaved species will not prove too heavy, and 
these types prefer half shade. They include the R. maximum, 
Rosebay, the most familiar of the family with pinkish white 
flower clusters in late June or early July, the bush growing to 
ten feet or over with leaves six to ten inches long. These are the 
plants found on the slag slopes of the soft coal region of Penn- 
sylvania, intermingled with scrubby (Continued on page 173)

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UCCESSFUL gardening is applied wisdom, and the increas- 


Having 
tried to coax a host of plants that have no liking for our sun, 
our air and our soil and failed, we are beginning to deal sa- 
gaciously with facts when we invite our native plants to make 
themselves at home again. And they have won favor solely 
through individual merits of charm, beauty, behavior and use- 
fulness with all those who have tried them. 

Certain species have for a long time found their places in 
our perennial borders. Others, such as the Goldenrod, Asters, 
Cinquefoils, wild Geranium, Loosestrife, Joe Pyeweed, Spurge, 
wild Rose, black-eyed Susan and countless other showy species 
will some day be used in enormous masses to paint hill, vale 
and glen, while the smaller and certainly choicer types seem 
especially made to adorn our woodland gardens, rock gardens 
and walls. . :

Many of them, given the proper soil to grow in, W 
thrive in partially shaded and even moderately sunny location 
Another group demands shade, so that in planning your wad 
land or native garden, care should be taken to provide the} 
locations. If the only available site is bare, flat and sunny, 
can be transformed into an ideal spot by an irregular and mixé 
planting of Birches, Hemlocks and Dogwoods of sufficient si 
to cast shade. Or you may be fortunate enough to possess] 
natural site where large trees such as Oaks, Beeches, Pines ¢ 
Hemlocks grow. But beware of the protecting appeal of # 
Maple, the inviting shade of the Willow and the light-hearté 
call of the Poplar. They are a trio of selfish and greedy rogu 
in the clasp of whose roots no gardener should place any 

his pets. While some of the native Maples are not as bad 

the Willow or the Poplar, it is best to keep your plants aw 
from them and take no chances. 


Marcel LePiniec is an earnest champion of 
native plants. More than one wildflower owes 
its return to cultivation to his interest. He 
describes here many of the types which are 
now available from growers, classifying them 
according to their needs of sun and shade 


SOIL. As in all phases of gardening your success with na- 
tives depends greatly upon the thorough preparation of soil. 
A light compost made up of approximately two-thirds humus 
and one-third loam and sand will suit most natives. If leaf- 
mold or humus is unobtainable and peat moss must be used. 
pulverize it thoroughly and mix it in equal proportion with 
the richest loam you can find. If the loam is poor, mix some 
old cow manure with it and a pound of aluminum sulphate to 
each wheelbarrow of compost. 

But there remains another task to be done and one that 
must not be neglected if you really intend to make your wild- 
ings feel at home and prosper. It consists of taking the trouble 
to clear the site thoroughly. If it is a patch of natural wood- 
land, grub out all undesirable growth and break up the ground 
wherever possible. If it is a patch of garden or meadow, take 
out a foot of the existing soil and replace it with the woodland 
mixture.

BOG PLANTING. If there happens to be a slight de- 
pression, take advantage of it to make a small bog. This is 
no great affair if you care to excavate it to a depth of two feet 
and fill it again with this prescription: First a six-inch layer 
of rock, then a layer of one foot of peat and sphagnum moss 
mixed together (this to be thoroughly soaked and tamped 
ICEL firmly); then a six-inch layer of the prepared compost. 
Another ideal place for a bog is near your pool, preferably in 
NIEC full sun where it may receive the overflowing water. 

In such a spot, plant some of these: Caltha palustris, Calla 
palustris, Arethusa bulbosa, Limodorum tuberosum, Spir-

lovely cousin, the fringed Gentian—Gentiana crinita. which 
must be raised from seed. Other suggestions are Rhexia vir- 
ginica, Trientalis americana, Iris prismatica and I. versicolor, 
I. lacustris, Houstonia coerulea and H. serpyllifolia, Claytonia 
virginica and C. caroliniana, Lygodium palmatum, Erythron- 
ium americanum and FE. albidum, Trollius laxus, Primula 
mistassinica, Rhodora canadensis, Dodecatheon meadia. They 
will appear best planted in large groups, using the dwarf 
ground cover types to cover the bulbous species. To continue 
the feeling of harmony, native Waterlilies, such as the yellow 
Nymphaea advena and N. microphylla, together with the beau- 
tiful fragrant white-flowered Castalia odorata may be planted 
in the pool with Sagittarias growing in shallow places. Nor 
should the lovely Monkeyflower, Mimulus ringens, and the 
Cardinalflower, Lobelia cardinalis, be omitted from the marshy 


edge of the pool, especially if it is of large size. 


FOR PARTIAL SUN. In the sunniest part of your native 
garden such evergreen shrubs as Kalmia latifolia, Ilex glabra. 
Chamedaphne calyculata, Pieris floribunda, Rhododendron 


carolinianum will serve well as a foreground to taller trees.

The architect of this severely simple classic house, Perry M. Duncan, won 
prize in the eastern division of House BEAUTIFUL’S most recent small house coll 
tion. Designing good houses comes easy to him. He has provided a plan w i 
compact and efficient, well within the maintenance budget of the young couple 
can afford to build a new house at all. And this plan he has clothed within 
which have lasting freshness of line and proportion. This classic tradition was 
two thousand years ago, yet it will be new as far in the future as we can guess. I 
and out, this example is a house for the modern couple. It permits hospitable e 
taining with a minimum of backstairs fuss. It is built for the most modern equip 
and of the most modern materials. And apart from mere dollar-wisdom there 
special reason for this. 

Come another decade, more or less—probably less—more space will be a nece: 
And since the house has been definitely plained for future enlargement, bot 
sound plan and in sound construction, growing pains are minimized. Look al 
plans opposite and you see what takes place. Behind the one-story wings of 
original house, a dining room and space for a second car appear. Above are} 
vided two servants’ rooms, with a stair to the kitchen below, and two addit 
master bedrooms at the other end of the house. 

The drawings suggest an exterior of flush boards, but brick veneer or stuce 
the central portion and wood for the wings would serve equally well. The dé 
are few and inexpensive. But they are important. Most important of all, howevy 
the underlying idea, that a well-designed and well-built small house may grog 


both grace and size as will the family that lives in it.

IKE the house for the just-marrieds on the preceding pages 
this one is complete to begin with and complete when it has 
been enlarged. Unlike the other, however, it maintains no literal 
balance of wings with central unit; rather a figurative balance 
within a group of varying masses. Amoeba-like, it seems when 
you look at the plans to expand almost to the point of separation. 
Actually all its parts are in fine relation, not only to each other 
but to all the others together. 

The architect, William Wilson Wurster, who took first honors 
in the western class of our latest competition, has designed this 
house for California’s climate. Bearing this in mind, study the 
orientation of the rooms, both before and after additions have 
been made to the original unit, and you will see how pleasantly 
the well-publicized virtues of California weather have been made 
use of. More important than the orientation, note also the ar- 
rangement of rooms themselves—in the first stage and then after 
the additions have been made. The architect has paid special 
attention to one of the most bothersome problems in enlarging 
any house: the difficulty of adding living space in proportion to 
the extra bedrooms most often added. Here the original living 
room has been so planned that it will make an ideal dining room 
and entrance hall later. And the new living room wing as shown 
on the plan speaks its own merits. The addition of a third bed- 
room is simplicity itself, and another might also be included by 
extending a corridor along the inside of the new wing. 

Augmenting the service wing is easiest of all. A servant’s room 
and bath and service porch fill in the space allowed between 
laundry and garage. And of course at any time the storage space 
in the original garage might be turned over to a second car. 

The architecture of the house is frankly modern. It owes noth- 
ing to tradition except its logic. Decoration, as such, is almost 
nil. Yet subtle designing of the masses and wall surfaces, such 
things as the slight overhang of the flat roofs, for both shadow 
accent and to keep drippings from staining the walls, and rela- 
tion of the louvres which ventilate the air spaces under the roofs 
to the window groupings below them—all these are of real

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HE desire and ability to cook with rice seems to bear a 

curious relation to race and climate. [ can’t remember en- 
countering a grain of rice in France, yet Spain and Italy are 
full of it. All around the Adriatic, the Bosphorus, the Indian 
Ocean and up the Pacific Coast people practically live on it; it 
also appears as a staple around the Gulf of Mexico and the Car- 
ibbean. Perhaps because it is low in protein and high in starch— 
perhaps because it provides the ideal neutral background for the 
highly spiced food of hot countries. 

Most of the Occidental peoples who use rice would never 
think of boiling it. They start it in hot fat, add flavoring and 
enough liquid or broth to cook it thoroughly, but it is prepared 
as an integral part of the dish. This gives rice a look and flavor 
quite unfamiliar and suggests a field of rice cookery completely 
new to most of us. 

The Spaniard at home and abroad seems to prefer his rice 
with chicken when possible. Arroz a la Valenciana, arroz a la 
Mexicana, arroz Jambaloza, arroz con pollo—it is everywhere 
basically the same, spiced with almost Oriental fervor and tra- 
ditionally gilded with saffron. Valenciana depends on garlic, 
onions, tomatoes, peppers. Mexicana adds ham, the Latin 
American versions often have chilis. A dish by any name may 
have any or all ingredients, for there appears to be no rigid 
rule. But all use saffron and all cook the rice in the dish. 

Italy’s most famous rice dish is undoubt- 
edly risotto. This can be either a vegetable 
or meat dish, depending on the exigencies 
of the menu and whether you know an 
Italian delicatessen where you can get the 


necessary cervelat sausage.

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COMFORT UNDER CONTRO 


Air Conditioning Is No Longer a Mystery if You 
Keep in Mind the Big Six 


T IS still called “Heating” in a building contract; but what 
] we are really talking about these days is air conditioning, of 


which heating alone is but one-sixth of the story. It is the most 
< 5 °¢ 


important sixth, to be sure, at least in temperate latitudes, but 
it has five up-and-coming partners in the air conditioning busi- 
ness. Across the bottom of this page is a chart, with symbols to 
represent the six main products of the complete air conditioning 
plant. As you will notice, two clearly defined groups are included 
under year round conditioning: the winter type and the summer 
type. And of the six comfort factors supplied in all, two are 
exclusively the province of winter conditioning, two of summer 
conditioning, two of both. Study this chart for a moment, for 
it is going to serve as an outline of what follows, and no more 


words are going to be expended on it. 


HEAT is still the most important part of the system which in- 
sures our bodily comfort indoors except where summer tem- 
peratures are by nature harder to tolerate than winter ones. 
And heat is, and will continue for some time to be, not only the 
chief but the sole commodity supplied by many basement boiler 
rooms. But there are several kinds of heat, and they affect the 
body in several ways. Since this is a discussion of bodily com- 
fort in relation to air conditioning rather than the machinery 
of air conditioning, basic principles will need to be outlined. 
The mechanical angle will be discussed in a later issue of 
House BEAUTIFUL. 

The real function of house heating should be to help you main- 
tain the heat of your own body at the comfortable balance which 
nature has already set up for it. In other words, you have all the 
heat you need to start with. In winter you tend to lose it too 
rapidly, and in three ways: by evaporation, by convection, by 
radiation. The two preceding sentences are fundamental. Under- 
stand them and you are on your way to understanding the true 
significance of modern air conditioning. Now then, if heat is 
supplied by your own body, what your household boiler room 
must do is permit you to retain your natural heat—or at least 
to lose it in a normal way and at a normal rate by controlling 
the condition and temperature of the air around you. 

How far will your furnace or boiler go in letting your body do 
this? First you lose heat by evaporation. That is, you perspire 


all the time, winter and summer. External heat increases 
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and Here They Are 


evaporation beyond normal, therefore the furnace is not able 
handle this aspect of your personal comfort-balance unai¢ 
But the furnace or boiler warms the air in your house and 
sequently the: objects in it. Thus your body is relieved a 
necessity of doing so in proportion to the efficiency of the h 
ing system. | 

You lose heat, second, by convection (by having it conduc 
away from your body by the air that comes in contact with 
and, third, by radiation (when it is reflected by objects in| 
path of the heat rays—infra-red to the scientist—emanating i 
you). Here the basement boiler is not so much a factor as} 
means by which your household heat is distributed. Regis 
or grilles supply warm air to the rooms, and this warm air hi 
the rooms and their contents, including you, by convect 
Thus one third of your personal heat loss may be directly off 
Radiators of the unconcealed varieties supply heat by di 
radiation to a certain degree. They supply less radiant heat t 
a hot stove or a fireplace, and infinitely less than the sun, 
they do supply some. And of course radiator systems of w 
ever sort also heat the room air. Thus convection positively, 
radiation to a certain degree come to your assistance. " 

Don’t, because of the relatively poor numerical score of 
unaided basic heating unit, scorn this familiar institution. ( 
vected heat is by all odds the greatest single feature of 
bodily comfort in winter. But remember the score neverth¢ 





as we go on with the discussion. 
MOISTURE is perhaps the next most important part of 
conditioning, since the one type of heat loss which your f 
normally and continually suffers is by evaporation, or los 
bodily moisture and consequent cooling. Any heating plant 
but increase the moisture loss in proportion to two factors: 
amount of heat supplied and the lack of heat existing in 
outdoor air. Normal summer air is physically capable of hol 
far more moisture than winter air. Heat winter air and you 
it still more. Place a body, which has a well balanced 
machine of its own, in this superdried air and you can ima 
how far the balance is thrown out of whack. 

Therefore, to the supply of house heat must be supplie 
adequate amount of moisture. Enough to create a rel 
humidity comparable to or better than (Continued on page

‘| Rie day when slip covers were no more than prac- 
tical household necessities is over. They have ac- 
quired style, fit, chic or what you will, and the charm of 
your house in summer depends at least fifty percent 
on the sort of slip covers you have. For if they fit 
badly—if they bag, droop, wrinkle, ride or pucker, 
your house will certainly not have that desirable 
well-groomed appearance. 

As a matter of fact there is no excuse for slip 
covers being anything but fashion-plate smart these 
days. For their designing and making has been re- 
duced to a fine art and there are several new inven- 
tions besides to help them along. If you are clever and 
courageous you can even make them yourself with 
the same smart trimness (well, almost the same), just 
as you can give yourself a manicure. It takes time and 
patience and knowing how. The time and the patience 
you will have to furnish. Beyond that, here’s how. 

Before you start, study your room. It is possible 
with the slip covers you select to change completely 
its mood and color scheme. It can go from formal to 
informal, from dark to light, severe to frivolous. So 
choose the materials with some plan in mind. You 
can work out attractive combinations of patterns and 
fabrics, for instance, using plain materials with florals, 
or with a stripe pattern for variety. It is best to put 
the bolder patterns on the large pieces of furniture, 
though there is no definite rule about this and if your 
particular sofa looks best in a stripe or a plain fabric, 
by all means put it in stripes or plain material. 

And while we are on the subject of materials, let

cover, to look right, must be smooth as smooth. And 
it can’t be made that way if you have to allow for 
shrinkage. So every slip cover which you expect to 
wash should be made from material which has been 
Sanforized-shrunk. All the rest will have to be dry- 
cleaned. There are many fabrics which are most at- 
tractive for slip covers which should never be washed 
anyway. Glazed chintz, for instance, and all the new 
rayon failles. But if you expect to be able to peel 
them off and send them to the laundry (and what a 
convenience that is!) it is best to select a cotton or 
linen treated with the Sanforizing process, which is 
the same as that used on men’s shirts. It means that 
the fabric has been put through a machine which 
pre-shrinks it with live steam as much as hours and 
hours of tubbing would in your own laundry. 

If you see a pattern you feel you simply must have 
which is not Sanforized-shrunk, you can have your 
upholsterer send it out to be “cold water shrunk” for 
a few cents a yard. But this process is neither ac- 
curate nor guaranteed as to results, and it is well to 
test the colors first. If you want to know how much 
a fabric is liable to shrink in washing, measure ac- 
curately a foot of material, wash it thoroughly in 
hot soapy water for a half hour or more, then dry and 
measure. If it has shrunk a half inch in one direction, 
and an inch in the other, then you can figure that a 
36 inch material will shrink an inch and a half one 
way and three inches another in the yard. This shrink- 
age is more than average for (Continued on page 187)

RY summers these last few years have reduced many of 

us to doing one of two things. We either resign ourselves 
to a large percentage of loss in flowers, shrubs and lawns by 
letting everything take its own chances without artificial water- 
ing, or save them at the cost of spending several hours daily 
of tedious and dirty work with the hose, the sprinklers and a 
large watering bill. The memory of ruined shoes and clothes 
and dispositions makes the possibility of a mechanical substi- 
tute for rain look extraordinarily alluring. Maybe this year’s 
grounds budget can be stretched to cover it, or at least make 
a start on it. 

The mechanical or artificial underground irrigation system is 
man’s closest approach to producing rain. It is useful and 
economical on any size place from the city back yard to the 
great estate. Nowhere is it more of a real convenience and 
economy than on the small property where small upkeep is 
essential and anything that saves both labor and loss of time 


and material is valuable. The advantages of the mechanical 


system over hand watering, aside from the convenience of 
turning one valve or pushing a button at the house, instead 
of hauling wet heavy hose and sprinklers around, are both 
financial and horticultural. 

From the standpoint of budget alone. an irrigation system 


results in economy of water when it is properly used. As the

The soil must 
be kept moist but not wet; the plants should 
never get dry or soggy. After the buds start 
to develop on the vines feed with a fertilizer 
rich in nitrogen, preferably in the form of 
animal or fish tankage. This is a note from 
the Japanese growers themselves who seem 
to rely greatly on fish fertilizers both in 
liquid and dry condition. A south exposure 
is the ideal one. To make the glass protectors, 
take a gallon cider jug, soak it in ice water, 
tie a soft porous string soaked in gasoline 
around the base, light this string and plunge 
the jar after the flame has encircled it back 
into the ice water. The bottom will snap off, 
leaving a convenient glass protector with 
handle for many uses. 
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AQUILEGIA JONESIT 

It is sometimes difficult to understand as 
well as exasperating when an item in a cata- 
logue is marked when it comes into our 
hands: “Supply exhausted for the season, 
order for next year.” This season few noy- 
elties have been more eagerly sought for than 
this rare American Alpine, which is a tiny 
plant with blue-green foliage and large up- 
turned lavender flower. One house, the Para- 
mount Gardens, Plainfield, N. J., offers plants 
of the Aquilegia at $3.50 apiece. Such scar- 
city is better comprehended after reading a 
report given by a member of the expedition 
of scientists sent out last year by the New 
York Botanical Garden to the Rocky Moun- 
tains to collect seed of native plants. In the 
Big Horn Mountains, the eastern range had 
been so affected by drought that everything 
was more or less burned up, and there was 
little hope of collecting seed, which was dis- 
appointing as “We hoped to obtain a supply 
of the rare and choice Aquilegia jonesii from 
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that region.” Piegan Pass, which was rated 
a probable locality, ended in another unfruit- 
ful day for “after a most careful search not 
a single plant of the elusive Aquilegia re- 
warded our efforts.” Later hunts provided 
plants of the species but with every bit of 
seed gone: 15,000 miles had been covered 
and not one seed brought back. No wonder 
it is not listed with the freedom of a Zinnia. 








POLLINATING FRUIT TREES 

Experiments have shown that practically 
all varieties of fruit benefit from pollination 
by other sorts, while many, such as Apples, 
Sweet Cherries, Pears and Plums require a 
cross-fertilization to set fruit at all. Con- 
sequently in setting out an orchard, or merely 
a few trees, knowledge as to which varieties 
of each of the different tree fruits will make 
the best combinations is necessary for the 
best results. Most Pears will not set fruit on 
their own pollen, and tests have shown that 
Seckel and Bartlett, two popular kinds, will 
not pollinate each other, although they are 
good varieties for supplying the vital ele- 
ments to other Pears. Beurre Bose or An- 
couléme are recommended as pollinators for 
Bartlett and Seckel. Among the Apples where 
the favorite Baldwin and Gravenstein are 
used, which are notoriously poor in pollen, in 
each row every third tree should be a good 
provider of pollen such as McIntosh, Rome, 
Cortland or Northern Spy. It is a tremend- 
ously little-known fact 
small home growers, and anyone who wishes 
the details of the matter can get them in the 
pamphlet on “Pollination of Fruit Trees,” 
gratis, by writing to the State Experiment 
Station at Geneva, N. Y.

Poinsettia Preparation. Last Christmas we 
advised placing the Poinsettia plants in the 
basement. By this time they look dead and 
useless, but cut off the tops so that each 
branch is only a few inches long, start to 
water the pots, and it will not be long before 
they sprout freely. Sink the pots in the soil 
among the shrubs—but where they get some 
sunshine. 


Dahlia Delays. There is no reason for 
planting Dahlia tuberous roots in the soil 
until the ground is thoroughly warm, unless

to which they grow. 
The old clumps dug 
last fall and stored 
through the winter 
should be cut into as 
many pieces as there 
are eyes on the roots. Then these tuberous 
roots with the eyes at their base should be 
planted horizontally about 4 or 5 inches deep, 
setting the stake at the time the roots are 
planted. 


Sow All Annuals Now. It is high time to 
sow all of the annual seeds.

So are 
Mex-indians, for they are eaten in Mexico, 
their native home. The peatmoss or paper has 
the added advantage of preventing the bulbs 
from becoming dried, for merely storing them 
in a sack through the winter is almost fatal. 


A Favorite Cotoneaster. In front of my 
own house out in a Midwest town, I have 
a steep terrace upon 
which I have planted 
a number of shrubs. 
One drouth 
has followed another 
and the shrub which 
did the best has a 
rather long, cumber- 
some name. But the books haven’t told us 
what to call it in plain English, so we must 
continue to like Cotoneaster multiflora 
colocarpa, in spite of its name. The foliage 
in grayish green, the flowers are white, pro- 
duced this month in such abundance that the 
shrub is worthy to be grown for its flowering 
ability. But the surprising thing is that in 
August the fruits begin to ripen and they 
hang on the plants until December. It is the 
large, red fruits that give the name 
colocarpa, and it is the multitude of flowers 
that give the name multiflora.

Tropical Waterlilies. 
Almost every garden of 
any size now has a pool 
and there is one secret that adds to its beauty 
you should know about Waterlilies.

The tender, tropical Waterlilies produce 
flowers every day during the entire summer. 
The hardy Waterlilies are nearly as beauti- 
ful and produce an abundance of bloom, but 
not a super-abundance. Some other Water- 
lilies are so nearly like the wild ones that 
they will bear only surprise blooms—one 
now and another then. But the object of a 
Waterlily is to have it constantly in bloom. 
This is possible if you purchase tender, 
tropical varieties each year. Look in the 
catalogue and choose the color you like. You 
will be able to get the new yellow St. Louis, 
one of the gorgeous blues, such as Pennsyi- 
vania, the fine large white, Mrs. George 
Pring, and any tint of pink or rose that 
your eye desires.

Another garden secret is the way some 
people keep the entire border in bloom 
throughout the whole summer.

BRICK WALK 
e J want to have a brick walk laid in my 
garden, the soil of which is claylike. While I 
am told this can be done over a bed of sand, 
doesn’t it heave in spring? And what to do 
along the edge of the walk to keep the brick 
in place? I’m afraid of their spreading. 





A. You can have your walk on sand inexpensively and expect it 
to heave a bit in spring, or have it on a concrete slab expensively 
and know it will remain flat. As the walk is to be in the garden it 
would be all to the good if there were moss or grass between the 
joints, and if it did undulate a little, that, too, might be in good 
garden character. If you want this sort of walk provide a bed of 
sand 4” deep, roll it, and then put the bricks in place, filling the 
joints with sand. If you use sour earth from the woods between the 
joints you can expect it to “moss up” fairly soon. Along the two 
side edges use the bricks on end so that they will stay in position 
more securely than if laid flat like the body of the walk. Then see 
that the bricks and the earth of the adjoining garden or lawn are 
at the same level. If you do get some heaving when the frost comes 
out of the ground, use a roller on the walk when you use it on 
the lawn. 

If rain is apt to form puddles where the, walk will be, or if the 
walk would have to dip to allow surface water to drain off, it 
would be good drainage insurance to fill a trench with coarse rocks 
(or use a row of drain tile) where you want the water to trickle 
under the walk, before laying down the sand bed. The same would 
hold true for the walk if you choose to put down a concrete slab. 
To insure the latter against cracking or setting, 4” of cinders should 
first be well tamped down, followed by 4” of concrete, preferably 
reinforced with wire mesh. The brick would be laid in cement on 
top of this, so be sure to calculate the levels correctly or the surface 
of the brick may be too high above the garden level.

ENAMEL ON BATHROOM WALLS 
e | am told that using cement plaster is an 
economical surfacing for bathroom walls, and 
wish to know how to paint it.

First, be sure 
that the plaster has dried out thoroughly, 
which means you had better wait at least 
six months if there has been heat in the house, and longer 
has not.

ROASTER. There is something to be said for pampering 
the youngest daughter and leading her to believe that she 
will never have any particular worries. She will develop a 
philosophy based on easy, gracious living. Then, when she 
marries a desirable young man (as all good daughters do), 
she will expect her life to continue in the same smooth 
manner. She won’t be upset at the idea of preparing a 
dinner for six or eight people, and she will assume that 
everything will be done to perfection. But—she’ll be much 
safer in her calm if someone thinks of an electric roaster. 

These roasters have automatic thermostat control, a signal 
light to tell you when the desired temperature is reached, 
and a heat indicator to show the temperature at all times. 
Which makes it just about impossible to make a mistake, 
even on the first chicken you roast. And without even watch- 
ing it or thinking about it, you can cook a complete meal 
in one operation. Simply put the meat in the central com- 
partment, the potatoes in the pan on one side, and another 
vegetable on the other side. Set your thermostat and forget 
about it. These roasters will bake, roast, fry, stew—and 
some of the 1937 models even have broiler attachments. 
Our bride who believes in the easy and leisurely kind of 
life will be pleased to find that the kitchen stays cool during 
the whole process, and the walls keep their fresh, clean 
look. Economical souls who haye to consider a budget like 
roasters because they reduce meat shrinkage and make 
cheap cuts tender. And since they prepare enough food for 
as many as twenty, entertaining is no problem at all.

As shown in 
the plan, Bedroom 4 is pretty well 
off with its closet off the vestibule, 
and with dressing room door and 
bathroom door all in one corner of 
the room. Obviously Bedroom 
1 comes off best by having only 
one door, besides enjoying three 
exposures and a fireplace. 

(4) The accepted practice 
where there is more than one bath- 
room on a floor is to have one 
open directly off the hall so that 
guests can use it without going 
through a bedroom. Ideally all 
bedrooms should be adjacent to a 
bathroom, but if a bathroom is 
between two bedrooms it should 
not have a door to each, but in- 
stead a little hall connecting the 
two bedrooms should have a door 
to the bathroom. This is shown in 
the bathroom between Bedrooms 4 
and 5 in the good plan, and not as 
the one between Bedrooms 4 and 
5 in the poor plan. 

(5) The problem of providing 
adequate closet and storage space 
will be treated subsequently in a 
separate article. But it is impor- 
tant to bear this in mind when 
laying out a bedroom floor. It 
begets only disappointment to 
hope that closets will mysteriously 
spring into being or will take care 
of themselves, or to underestimate 
the amount of closet space needed. 
It is a mistake to reason that you 
are accustomed to but few closets, 
for some day you may want to sell 
the house and it may be a long 
time before you find a buyer’s wife 
who has the same philosophy as 
you about too-little closet space. 


STAIRS. The location of stairs 
has been mentioned before in the 
general article on planning in this 
year’s House Breautirut for Feb- 
ruary, and in connection with first 
floor planning in last month’s 
House Beautirut. In addition to 
maneuvering the stairs to arrive 
at a central location on the second 
floor so as to equalize as far as 
possible the travel to each bed- 
room, the size and lighting of the 
hall is important. Drawing 4 on 
page 76 gives one version of what 
you might see on nearing the top 
step of the second floor hall.

THE WORLD OF NATURE 

Fear. The nature writer, Dallas 
Lore Sharp, says, “There is strug- 
ele, and pain, and death in the 
woods, and fear also, but fear does 
not last long; it does not haunt 
and follow and terrify. The lowest 
of the animals seem capable of 
feeling fear; yet the very highest 
of them seem incapable of dread- 
ing it. For them fear is not of the 
imagination, but of the sight, and 
of the passing moment. Into the 
present is lived the whole of his 
life—he remembers none of it; he 
anticipates none of it.” 

This seems like a rather com- 
forting thought. The awareness of 
nature and its alertness makes us 
feel that the wild things live in 
perfect terror, whereas, as Sharp 
says, to wild life fear is of the 
passing moment and we know it is 
not accompanied by the _ psycho- 
logical fear of the past and future 
as in the case with human beings. 

Birds. The ruby-throated hum- 
mingbirds begin to arrive in our 
gardens, hoping to find some 
honey flowing in our flowers. Many 
gardeners have kept them coming 
to the garden by providing small 
vials filled with sweetened water 
and tied among the plants. Scarlet 
tanagers are frequent in Apple 
orchards. Many of our songbirds 
are beginning to sing.

cause the spring chicken that ac- 
companies all this rice must boil 
for four hours so that skin and 
bones will fall away from the meat. 
And then along about half past 
five you'll have to go back to the 
rice. Pour off carefully the water 
in which it has been soaking, and 
empty the rice into six quarts of 
rapidly boiling water. Cover the 
pot. When the rice begins to boil, 
remove the cover and stir it gently 
with a spoon. Do this three times. 
Then drain it in a sieve, shaking 
to free it from salt and starch. 

Now melt a quarter of a pound 
of butter in a large cup of water. 
Pour half of it into a one-gallon 
cauldron (an iron Dutch oven will 
do) and gently add rice so it lies 
evenly and won’t lump. Put this 
in a hot oven and let it heat five 
or six minutes. When the cauldron 
is hot, add the rest of the melted 
butter and replace in the oven. Re- 
duce the heat and leave it till, in 
the words of the original, “the 
cauldron gives a hollow sound 
when rapped with the fingers.” 
That means it’s done. 

Meantime blanch and quarter 
two ounces of almonds. Scrape ab- 
solutely all the white part off the 
skin of an orange, cut it into long 
strips and boil it in two waters to 
remove the bitter taste. Drain it 
and put it to boil with the almonds 
in a two-to-one sugar syrup for 
ten minutes. Drain and keep warm 
till needed. Now brew your saffron 
in hot water. The Persian original 
calls for pounding and dissolving, 


-but since mortars are scarcer than 


hens’ teeth in American kitchens, 
brewing will have to do. 

Whew! Now you're all set. Take 
half your rice and mix it with the 
orange peel, almonds and saffron 
water. Put the other half on a hot 
serving dish. Then the chicken 
(meat only). Then the yellow rice. 
Relax if possible and eat while 
hot. I have never tried this, but I 
know those who have and they in- 
sist it’s worth it. Now for some-

From the outside, a certain amount of face-lifting is apparent, 
but the original bone structure shows pleasantly through. 

There is a particularly ingenious trick used by the architeet 
to give interest to the remodeled exterior. This is the application 
of small corbels under the eaves troughs to mark off the win- 
dows balancing the facade. 

Of more effect upon the comfort of occupants than exterior 
architecture is the addition of ventilating louvres at the gable 
peak. These ventilate the air space created below the ridgepole 
when the interior was ceiled off at the level of the collar beams 

a measure which cannot help but mitigate the radiation of 
hot sunlight in summer. As for the interior finish, it could 
scarcely be simpler, or more in keeping with the informal 
atmosphere of the whole place. This has been accomplished by 
greater rather than less attention to architectural details that 
might well have been shirked. The treatment of the two fire- 
places clearly illustrates the point. In particular the inner fire- 


place, shown in the lower photograph, reveals a great deal of | 
fine designing on the part of Mr. Wheeler in the use of brick |

Eryngium oliverianum, Echinops 
ritro, all the Senecios, particularly 
S. laxifolius and S. monroi, whose 
wavy margined leaves show their 
white undersides in a most attrac- 
tive manner. It needs protection in 
winter. S. greyi is a well-known 
variety that thrives and makes big 
bushes near the sea. These plants 
have yellow daisylike flowers that 
are very effective and can be 
propagated easily by layering. 
They can also be ruthlessly cut 
back; and, if this is done in the 
spring the silvery quality of the 
foliage is increased. 

The last-mentioned quality ap- 
plies to dainty things like Salix 
daphnoides with its attractive blue- 
white bloom on the winter bark. 
and the Silver Willow (S. caesia). 
but this does best in damp soil. 
Salix alba argentea and S. sericea 
are two more very effective silver- 
leaved Willows. There is a silver- 
leaved Poplar which, on dry stony 
soil, gives almost white leaves— 
and of course grows more slowly 
than in the damp soil it loves. 

Finally there are stately and un- 
common plants, some of them 
needing the protection of a south 
or west wall to bring out their 
fullest glory, such as Perowskia 
atriplicifolia, which does so well 
where lime is in the soil. Its stem 
and leaves are white, and against 
this useful foil it throws lovely 
blossoms of the richest violet vel- 
vet. Its cousin, Teucrium fruticans 
—which will grow ten feet against 
a wall—has similar white foliage 
to set off its sky-blue flowers. 
Cistus albidus is another lovely 
thing, all silver leaves that form 
so exquisite a setting for the 
wealth of blue-pink flowers. A bed 
of it would be heavenly! 

Then there is Evonymus radi- 
cans Silver Gem which is absolutely 
hardy, grows to two feet, will grow 
in any soil at all and, planted by 
the dozen with wild Chicory sown 
between it makes a_ picture of 
breath-catching beauty—so sump- 
tuously right is the skyblue of the 
Chicory against the rich silver of 
the Evonymus. One can add to the 
beauty of that picture by a broad- 
cast sowing of seed of Verbascum 
olympicum, which will give one 
spires of rich yellow blossoms 
(“God’s Candles” they call them 
in Italy) to contrast with the blue 
and silver.

HINTS ON LEAF MOLD 


The best leaf mold, which is| 


simply decomposed vegetable mat- 
ter found under trees that have been 
shedding their leaves for many 
years, is very dark in color. While 
loose and light in weight it should 
not be full of undecayed sticks, for 
the latter represent waste. Years 
are required for them to disinte- 
grate and when one transports his 
leaf mold a long distance he wants 
to make every ounce count. Gener- 
ally speaking, the areas most des- 
perately in need of this natural 
fertilizer have none of it in the im- 
mediate vicinity. Unless artificially 
provided by leaf pits the material 
must be brought for many miles in 
trailers or trucks. 

Late fall is the best time to 
spread the mold on the garden. for 
winter rains and snows can then 
send it into the soil very easily. 
However, much good results from 
using the fertilizer in the spring 
before the garden is planted. Leaf- 
molding a plot of ground even 
when vegetation is at its height in 
midsummer is productive. But the 
ground must be kept wet if the 
mold is applied in very hot 
weather. Unless the weather is 
rainy considerable spraying is 
necessary. In fact, the water should 
be allowed to run for hours after 
the mold is put on in order that 
the nourishing properties may 
penetrate deeply into the earth— 
reaching the actual roots, in fact. 

Part of the mold should be 
sprinkled thickly on the surface of 
the soil and part of it spaded in. 
I did some experimenting with 
surface mold only, finding that it 
helped. But I think best results 
are obtained when one’s supply is 
divided, half of it going on top 
and half beneath. Some experts 
doubt the wisdom of placing any 
on top of the ground, even when 
it is watered thoroughly afterward. 


They believe that it should all be | 


spaded in on the theory that more 
benefit is derived when the dry 
fertilizer is placed nearer the roots. 

Clay soils are especially in need 
of loose substances like leaf mold, 
which prevents undue packing 
under a broiling sun and permits 
water to reach levels some distance 
beneath the surface. Sandy soils, 
of course, have superior natural 
drainage and do not bake unless 
considerable dirt is mixed with 
the sand. But I have yet to see 
any type of soil that was not 
benefited by the addition of gen- 
erous quantities of the mold.

A SAINTPAULIA IN YOUR HOME 


by HELEN C. HILL ‘ 


ANY so-called house plants 
only tolerate the house be- 
cause it is too cold or too wet or too 
something for them to live out of 
doors. But would you like to have 
one that actually revels in gas 
fumes and steam heat and perhaps 
the odor of steak and onions? Try 
the bright, happy little Saint- 
paulia, or African, Violet. (It has 
been called often, but erroneously, 
the Persian Violet.) 

There are two colors: the Ionan- 
tha, which has deep, iridescent, 
lavender flowers with dark leaves, 
and the Kewensis, with beautiful 
blue flowers and correspondingly 
lighter foliage. The leaves are 
prolific and quite similar to some 
of the Begonias, being rather thick 
and juicy-looking. Then, too, they 
wear a coat of delicate fur both 
summer and winter. Both varieties 
of Saintpaulia are similar in size 
and shape to the Violet one finds 
growing in almost every garden. 
However, if you wake up some 
morning to find your new plant 
has just burst gloriously forth 
with its first blossom far down in 
the leaves, almost in the soil, in 
fact, and appearing to be about 
the size of a liver pill, don’t hunt 
up the trash can. Your African 
Violet is only doing what many 
men have done before it—starting 
from scratch to work its way up 
in the world. It takes several days 
for it to arrive at its full stature, 
usually well above the surround- 
ing leaves, and often there are 
four or five blossoms to a stem. 
Differing from the garden Violet, 
the Saintpaulia blossom is not 
made up of single petals, but is 
all in one piece, so that after it 
has spent its long life smiling at 
you it flutters off its stem all at 
one time, taking with it its bright

ing plant. This may be done in 
one of two main ways: by somehow 
inducing condensation of moisture 
in the conditioning system rather 
than on the surface of your body 
(which is having enough condensa- 
tion trouble as it is) and by ab- 
sorbing that moisture, also at the 
source of supply. This is done by 
various means, usually by passing 
the air over a chemical which is 
always and by nature thirsty. More 
about this in a later article when 
we discuss the mechanics of heat- 
ing and air conditioning. 


COOLNESS we yearn for most of 
all in summer. Yet so far as air 
conditioning is concerned, it is the 
most expensive and perhaps the 
least useful product of the plant. 
It is most expensive because, in 
its simplest interpretation, it means 
an actual lowering of temperature 
without benefit of circulation, dry- 
ing or what-not. And, as in a re- 
frigerator, this absolute lowering 
of the mercury in the thermometer 
requires special refrigerating 
equipment. And a house is a lot 
bigger than the family ice box. 
Compressors and their attendant 
machinery are costly. They may 
add anywhere from 25 to 100 per 
cent to the cost of systems sup- 
plied without them (depending, of 
course, on the rest of the plant). 
We can honestly say that if your 
house is to cost less than $15,000 
you would do well not to think 
about refrigerating equipment in 
making your air-conditioning bud- 
get. If you are spending $25,000 
on your house, and especially if 
summers in your locality are in- 
tensely warm, the ultimate in sum- 
mer air conditioning is not only 
well within reason but definitely 
desirable for home comfort. 

We said in first discussing this 
subject of coolness that it was 
perhaps the least useful product 
of the conditioning plant. We mean 
this: while refrigeration will un- 
doubtedly lower the temperature 
of your rooms without other as- 
sistance, such mere lowering of 
temperature is not enough to in- 
sure summer comfort. In fact, it is 
enough, alone, to insure discomfort 
if you carry it too far. Try sitting 
in the storage room at your butcher 
shop some time and you'll see what 
we are driving at. For just as 
stagnant heat is debilitating and 
stupefying in tendency, so mere 
coldness chills and slows up the 
functioning of your bodily ma- 
chine. For summer comfort you 
should have circulation—motion- 


and dehumidification—drying or 


evaporation of bodily moisture.

actly, so you will not lose the fit. 


Now you are ready to stitch. Do 
the seams without welting first, 


|and then the welted seams. Welt- 


ing in various colors can be had 
ready-made, or you can have it 
made up from your own material. 
Be sure, however, that the cording 
used in it is pre-shrunk so that the 
seams will not pull and pucker 
with the first washing. 

The best fastening for the back 
placket is a slide fastener, and 
slide fasteners may also be used 
with a muslin apron under the 


bottom of the chair to anchor the 


cover more firmly. These bottom 
fasteners should be the kind which 
open at both ends and to put them 
in you need a special “cording 
foot” for your sewing machine, 
which may be had at any sewing 
machine supply store for about 
fifty cents. It is also a blessing to 
use when stitching in welting. 

If you do not use slide fasteners 
to hold the bottom of the slip cover 


in place, you should give it some 


sort of anchorage. The most effec- 
tive way is probably to attach sev- 
eral tapes to each side and tie them 
securely in criss-cross formation.

it is simply a matter of cutting off 
radiant heat, which always travels 
in straight lines. Awning makers 
as well as engineers understand the 
true function of summer awnings, 
and they know that decorative ef- 
fects can be achieved in a hundred 
ways without in any way diminish- 
ing the usefulness, of the awning 
itself. You may gain from 5 to 15 
per cent in effective coolness in- 
doors by the use of good awnings. 
If that argument doesn’t interest 
your budget, nothing will. 


EQUIPMENT for air conditioning 
suggests a long story in itself. This 
is not it. We have here talked prin- 
ciples, functions, the services which 
air-conditioning equipment can 
perform in 1937. We have dis- 
cussed as well some of the things it 
does best, things which are most 
vital to personal comfort, things 
which there is no point in doing 
either with air conditioning or 
other equipment, despite the cur- 
rent public interest in the subject. 
What we have not discussed spe- 
cifically is how much air condition- 
ing you can or should have for 
your house and your money, what 
types of basic and auxiliary or 
portable equipment are available, 
how they work, what fuels supply 
their heat, what this type of in- 
stallation may cost in relation to 
that one—or how you may deter- 
mine accurate costs yourself.

THE PRACTICAL 


GARDENER 
WOOD ASHES. Every real gar- 
dener is aware of the value of 
wood ashes to supply potash and 
lime to garden soil, yet how often 
he allows the chore man to clean 
out the pit of his fireplace, after 
a season of wood fire burning, and 
loses all this valuable fertilizer. 
Each season I zealously guard this 
supply and use it in my flower gar- 
den around such plants as do not 
require an acid soil. I especially 
like to favor my Asters, Gladiolus, 
Peonies and Delphiniums with an 
application, for its beneficial effect 
is quite noticeable in the extra 
strength of stem and flower on 
these plants. Mixed with leaves 
wood ashes will hasten the forma- 
tion of leaf mold. In the spring I 
work it in the soil around those 
plants susceptible to cut worms.
